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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



HP HE following flieete arc faithfully extrafted from 
* the well-known and juftly celebrated work written 
by Sir William Dugdalfe* and puhlifhed in folio in the 
years 1666, 167 1, and 1680, utfder the title of Origines 
JuridiciaJss, &c. Every reader, poffeffed of that valuable 
performance, will be convinced of this faft, by collating 
chapter i. to xxii. of the prefent publication, with chap- 
ter vii. and Iv. to Ixxvi. of the folio edition. 

From this hiftpry it appears, that the inn§ of court 
were defigned for the " reception, lodging, and educ*- 
" tion of the profeffors and itudents of the laws."— That 
the inn$ of chancery were intended for " young men, 
" who learning the firft elements of the law, and be- 
C£ coming good proficients therein, were taken into the 
" greater inns, called the Inns of Court." — That " the 
4€ fons of gentlemen only ftudied the law, the vulgar fort 
" of people not being able to undergo fo great a charge." 
That no perlbn was admitted into an inn of court " who 

had not been, of an inn of chancery for one year."— 
That thofe who applied to be admitted " ftiould firft pre- 
" fent themfelves personally to the benchers, who were 
" to confider of their admiffion, and determine thereon 
" at the next meeting." — That " after dinner and fupper 
?' the fludents and learners fat together by three and 
* c three in. a company, and one of the three put fome 
" doubtful queftion in the law to the other two, and they 
" reafoned and argued it ;. and this was obferved every 
" day through the year except feftival days." — That " at 
" the end of every term, examination and fearch was 
" made, what cxercifes of learning had been kept the 
" fame term,, and by whom : and likewife in the begin- 
" ning of the terms it was the cuftom to examine who 
** kept their learning ia the vacation time j and it was 

a X. " ordered 
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a ordered, that at dinner the junior in every mefs Ihould 
tc put a cafe, and every man in the fame mefs in feni- 
" ority,ftiould fpeak to it, and give his opinion thereon*" 
—That " the perfon called to the bar was examined by 

the whole bench/' — That the lord chancellor and the 
twelve judges lor the time being are the vifitors and fu- 
pervifors of the inns of court and chancery, and that they 
feveral time$ ordered, that " none be admitted a member 
" who was not a gentleman by defcent — That barrif- 
ters " ftiould not come to the bar at Weftminfter under 
" ten years ftanding." — That " fpecial regard ftiould be 
" taken of fuch as ftiould be called to the bar, for their 
" learning" — That no perfon ftiould be called to the bar 
tmlefs he produced certificates of his having performed 
all the raz/exercifes appointed by the houfe he was 
member of. — That " none ftiould be admitted to plead 
« at Weftminfter, or to fubfcribe any a&ion, bill, or 
" plea, unlefs he was five years a barrifter, andconti- 
" nued during that time in exercife of learning; for that 
" the over-early and hafty pra&ice made them lefs 
" grounded and Efficient, whereby the law was difgraced, 
" and the client prejudiced;" and that there ftiould not 
be called to the bar above eight in a year, * becaufe the 
" over-great multitude in any vocation or profeffion did 
" but bring the fame into contempt ; and an exceffive 
" number of lawyers may have a farther inconvenience 
" in refped of multiplying needlefs fuits," &c. &c. &c. 

It was this now apparently fevere difcipline of our an- 
ceftors that produced fo many learned lawyers in the laft 
century, fuch as Lord Verulam, Sir Edward Coke, Mr. 
Selden, and many others, any one of whom had more 
knowledge of the hiftory and conftitution of England, 
and of jurifprudence * in general, than the prefent lord 
chancellor, twelve judges, the king's counfel, &c. &c. 
Is it not therefore probable, that, with refpeft to profef- 
fionai fcience and general erudition, the judges fympa-

thize 
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thize with the benchers, and the latter with the candi- 
dates for the bar, who are admitted counjellors at law, 
" without any queftions a&^d," relative to their learn- 
ing? &c. 

When a gentleman applies for the degree of advocate 
in any ujaiverfity of France, Spain, Italy, Germany, &c. 
he is ftri&ly examined in regard to his knowledge of the 
law he intends to profefs ; and if it appears that he is 
not qualified, his application is poftponed. In Scotland 
the candidate is remitted to his ftudies, if he is found de- 
ficient by the faculty of advocates, who examine him in 
the Latin language : and formerly in England, no man 
was admitted a barrifter unlefs he was a good claflic 
fcholar, and was pofleffed of a fund of juridical know- 
ledge. But at this day what are the qualifications necef- 
fary for a gentleman who is a candidate for the bar ?, Is 
he examined every term or vacation ? No. Are any in- 
ftru&ions given him by the benphers, or any other by 
their order'relative to what he fhould read ? No. Is he 
obliged to give evidence of his having read a fmgle page 
of any law-book ? No. Does it appear that he can even 
read and write his name? Yes. Before he is permitted 
to dine in the hall, he is obliged to execute a bond, con- 
ditioned for paying the cook, the butler, wafh-pot, and 
other officers of the houfe, their accultomed fees and 
perquifites; and this is the only proof he is obliged to give 
of his learning. What then are his qualifications for a 
barrifter at law ? Nothing further is ncceifary than to 
produce a certificate of his having dined a certain num- 
ber * of times in the hall of the inn he is a member of, 
and of his having paidt\e cook's bills, &c. as before men- 
tioned. But can a gentleman appear at Wettminfter as 
a counfellor at law, immediately after the ceremony of 
his being called to the bar? Yes. He is qualified to 
difplay the flag of P - on the day following ; and he 
frequently begins his career with figning what *re called

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ftiam pleas, which are pleas calculated^^/Ztfw abfolutely 
to deprive a creditor, always to poftpone the payment of 
a juft debt. The young barrifier may, however, liicceed 
in his profeflion, provided he can talk a great deal, flu- 
ently, about nothing, and he ppflfeffed, in fome degree, 
of the hiftrionic and meretricious arts. Hence the great 
number of ignorant unpriticipled impoftors, cmnfeliors at 
law, who corrupt the morals and diiturb th? peace of fo- 
ciety in England, Ireland, and the Plantations ; and hence, 
perhaps, the caufe that noefiedtual attempt was made lor 
the reformation of the law fmce the time pf jajnes I. for 
the greater part of the praStifmg ban lften* sure needy ad- 
venturers^ conftantly employed in bufinefs or foliciting 
to get it ; and fuch of them as are opulent, and are trained 
up in the habit of getting money for every word they 
fpeak, and eveiy a£l they dp in matter pf law, have no 
liberal, generous fentiments,, no idea pf doing any pub- 
lic fervice witbotit money. Tbey always fell their genius, 
eloquence, and learning to thofe vphp bid molt for them. 
And from the fame fpurce of ^gnprancc it happened, 
that till lately there were not proper elementary booi$ 
tp put into the hands of the ftudentsef the la,w. * So little 
accuftomed to precifion and accuracy were the Englifh 
law-w T riters, that the laft and beft of ihem has not given 
an adequate definition even of the word law. " Law," 
he fays, " is a rule of a&ion prefcribed by a fuperiorpow- 
<c er." There are three pbje&ions tp this definition. 

Firft, the word rule is ufed here in a metaphorical fenfe, 
and therefore, according to fome logicians, not proper 
for a definition, if it can be avoided. 

The feeond objection, that the word power is in its» 
primary fenfe a noup fbbiiantive of the thing; but here 
h is ufed as a fubftantive of the perfon for a pamerjui intel- 
ligent being ; therefore ufed in a metaphorical fenfe, an4 
confequently not proper for a definition., 

The third objection is, that k is not fufficientfy /«// 
and cpmprehenjive^ lor two rcafpns ; 1% becaufe a law 
may conlift 61 negative us v* ell as pofitivt precepts ; every 

atl'ioa 
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a8ion implies motion: now r^as well as motion*, inaftion 
as well as aSion 9 may be enjoined by a law. idly, Sup. 
pofe a man fays, " I ftudy the law that is, according 
to the definition alluded to, I ftudy " a rule of aftion 
" prefcribed by a fuperior power ? the word rule in this 
fentence muft have not only a metaphorical, but alio a 
plural fenfe ; becaufe a man ftudies not one but many rules 
of a&ion, when he fays, he ftudies the law. 

What then is a full and comprchenjive definition of the 
word law? 

Anfwer. It hath two fenfes : ift, it is a precept of 
a&ing or not aQing prefcribed by a fupfcrior intelligent 
being, having authority for fo doing, adly, it fignifies 
a fyftem or colle&ion of fuch precepts. For authority 
refpe&ing this fecond fenfe of the word law (though it is " 
felf-evident) the reader is referred to the Scotch law- 
writers, particularly MacdouaPs Inftitutes of the Laws 
of Scotland, w^th Jteyne's notes. 

And with refpeft to the firft definition of the word law, 
now given by the writer, it may be obferved, that the 
definitions thereof by Cicero §, Ariftotle, Gerfon, Gro-

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tius, Bifhop Sanderfon, Puifendorf, Hooker, and Suarez, 
are inadequate for want of the negative part : Bra&on, 
Thomas Aquinas, and Sir Edward Coke, have fuceeeded 
better by inferring it f . 

The Englilh law writers frequently begin their defini- 
tions with the words is when, which is erroneous. 
" Abatement/' fays Sir Edward Coke J, " is when a man 
" died feifed of an eftate of inheritance, and between 
fc the heir an eftranger doth interpole himfelf and abate." 

The word abatement, in this acceptation of the term, 
ought to be defined thus : The entry of a man who has 
no right before the heir into lands, &c. &c. But to re- 
turn — it is evident that the negleft of the judges to do 
their duty as vifitots of the Inns of Court and Chancery, 
has been produdive of many evils. 

But this is not the or«ty iuftance wherein they " have 
* c left undone tilings tha;. they o'^ht to have done;" for 
by feveral rules of court made by tbein, " attornies 
" fhould procure theinfelves to be ad nitteu into fome ot 
* ( the imis of Opuic or Chancery, arid take chambers 
" there, or lodgings near the fa id inns, and leave notice 

in writing with the' butler or porter of the ion whereof 
u they are admitted, where their loggings are," &c. It 
is in the power cf the judges to enforce this tule, which 
is never done ; hence the number of vagabond attornies 
whofe places of abode are unknown, &c. Attornies 
fhould likewife be examined by the judges, w\th refpddt 
to their knev^dge of the practice of {he court, &c. Nor 
is this ev<?r doaej becaufe a judge confiders every attorney 
lie admits ^ a new client who may bring him bufmefs, 
and therefore hi« lordfhip is not fcvere refpe&ing the 
attorney's knowledge, the want of which tends to increafe 
i he bufinefs at the judge's chambers. So felnlh and mer-

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ppxiAty are the judges, that even after they 'retire from 
^office, ^nd ar? penlioued during their lives, if they have 
.i?t down in writing any reports or precedents that may 
be of ufe to the profeifion, they oblige the public by a 
jpublication <?f thepi of q mpjl enormous price : witnefs the 
report of Crown Law, by the deceafed Mr. Juftice Fofter, 
and the iixchequer Reports, by the living Sir Thomas 
Parkej\ JSoth, however, have been clii appointed ; for 
the fale did not anfwer their expectation *. The reports 
published by the Chief Juftice and Sir James Burrow 
Jiand undei; the fame predicament with refpe& to price; 
for they ape nptpnjy tpo dear, but feme of them have 
been tol$ mor$ than once in difierent forms. The fefli- 
.ons cafes, for infUnce, have beep firft fold with others 
in^ folio volume, and afterwards in a quarto in a fepar- 
ate collection, fwelled, in order to incrt&fe the price, 
with tiie addition of other cales reported by Sir John 
Strange and others, withput the leatt pveience of Sir 
Jam?s having given a more copious and comprehensive 
narrative of the fame cafe ;han the othpr reporters. And 
yet Sir James § fays, iC 1 am pot felicitous to gain by the 

pains I have taken for the fen ice of the proieffion:" 
and a lew lines before he defires his acquaiman* e to be 
fo good as to excufe his not fending them books. But a 
particular accpunt of the knight's conduct upon this oc- 
cafion, his partnerftiip with the Chief Juftice ||, &c. and 
his othor rriana wrres to get money, is preparing for the 
pi efs, and will fpeedily be publithed. 

It is therefore evident from experience, that nothing 
generous or tfuly great can be expected from the judges 
pr the pradifitig lawyers ; and therefore the friends of the 
riling generation and of poiierity iook up to fome of the 
liberal, independent fpirits of the home of lords and

cottuftoas for relief refpe&kig the ftudy afcd pradke of 
the law, by procuring an aft for compelling the bencher* 
to appoint proper perfons for fopcrinteadkg the edtica* 
tion of young gentlemen intended for the bar, and 
obliging the judges to do their duty touching the quali- 
fication* of perfons admitted attornies^ Parliament muft, 
however, be more cautious hi thi* bufinefs than they 
have lately been when they increafed the falaries of the 
judges and mailers in ch&ncety ; the confequenccof which 
is, that neither judges nor maftefs now attend at cham- 
bers as regularly as they were acctoftomed to do. For- 
merly their houfes were dear the inns of court; it is 
wherwife at prefent with refjafe& to many of thdrti. For- 
merly they thought it worth wMle to attend at chambers 
for the fingle killings they received for fommonfefc, &c. 
but now they rejeft fuch triflds, to the great prejudice of 
the fukors, and delay of juftice. 

And it happens unfortunately for the adminiftration of 
jufcice iA this dountry, tf&fibe judges, maftert in chan- 
cery, and o*heks who hate' judicial capacities, areintereft- 
€d uot only in the number Of fuits, but in the continuance 
of every litigation ; becaufe thiy have fees aftd pefqi^i- 
fites in the progrefs of the proceedings in every caufe. 

The reader will, perhaps, be furprized to hear that 
the right honourable the Ghief Juftice of* the King's 
Bench, ah earl of Great Britain, and who, it id faid, has 
amaffed tbe< enormous ftrto of two hundred thoufand 
pounds, out of the tricks * and glorious uncertainty ot the 
law, fhould condefcend to go fmch (the vulgarity of the 
expreffion is faked to the indignity of the fubjeft) withbh* 
marfhal and cryer, in the diftribution of the fee paid for 
writing the name of a catife hi the marthal's lift before the 
trial thereof. The money paid for writing no more than

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four words u eleven (hillings and eight peace, out of 
which his lordfhip has fix ihillings and eight-pence, the 
marfhai four Shillings, and the cryer one (hilling ; and 
this may happen to be out of the pocket of a poor man 
who is under the neceflity of commencing a fait for the 
recovering a juft debt of perhaps tio more than five 
pounds. The proceedings in this and all other caufct 
are ingroffed on parchment, . for which the attorney 
charges four pence for every feventy*two words : he then 
carries the ingroflrnent to the Nifi Fritts office* and pays 
more than one (hilling for ^every feventy-two words. 
But for what? For nothjpf more than to iht a, mark or 
ftamp ijpon the parchment* The clerk at tfcis office for* 
mcrly ingrofled the proceedings, and had the record 
ready when the attorney called for it ; now the attorney 
does the briinefe, and charges four-pence for every fe- 
venty-two words, and the clerl^ of JSifi Prios charges 
more thaji one (hilling for the like number of woitis. 
charges are allowed by the mafter, and paid by the client ; 
and all this is according to law ! It feldom h»lJp&i& that 
a record is lefs than to ftieets ; the clerk of Nin Pttus has 
therefore more than twenty {hillings for doing nothing ; 
and confequently this office is entirely ufelefs. Other 
offices too want to be regulated : the charge for a lule to 
plead is one frilling and ten-pence, and for a rule made 
in court is never lefs than four (hillings, including the 
itamp duty of one (hilling and fix-pence; but in king 
William'? time, the former rule was only four-pence, and 
the latter only eight-pence, as appears by a table of fees 
delivered tQ the houfe of commons at that time. The 
writer can point out, and is now preparing for the prefs, 
many other matters that ought to be regulated. But the 
JUverlinitbs, * will be all in an uproar for Diana, and will 
afk, who is this pedant, this dehner of words ? Does he 
know that Sir Edward Coke fays, All definitions are dan-

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gerous in law ? The writer admits they are as dangerous 
in law as they are in the other two learned profeifious; 
for if the words made life of in all three were well de- 
fined and underftood, they could not have been the 
origin of fo much evil as they have produced in this and 
other kingdoms for many ages. The three learned pro- 
feflions live and thrive by logomachies, and govern man- 
kind by confounding the meaning of words. The filver- 
ihriths will again aflc, who is this impertinent enquirer 
into the fecrets of offices ? this betrayer of the craft ? > 
The writer anfwers, that he is a barnfter; that he can 
produce evidence of his having travelled through the theory 
and praSict of the law § ; that he is at his eafe j independ- 
ent; u no man's heir nor Have;" and that he is willing 
and ready to affift, without fee or reward, in cleanfing the 
Augean ftable, in tl^p truly great and noble work of re- 
forming the fyfteni of jurifprudence now eftabliflicd in 
England.

Norma** caiiqucft ; thofe ages being fo illiterate, by reafbri, of the 
fevcral iriroaHes made upon tKem by tjie barbarous northern nations* 
which neceffitated the nobility and gentry to exercife themfclves in 
martial feats. AncF from this their ignorance of letters", probable it. 
i's, that the c\ecifion' bf moll controverfies and tiials in cafes civil 
was fp much by combate i and in criminal, by fire and water ordeal* 

Ariel td this opinion l am the more incline^ in regard, that tipott' 
the determining of that great comroveriie which was betwixt Lan- 
frarike frchbifhop of Canterbury, and Odo earl of Kent, in the time 
of king" William the concjuerour, it (a) appears, that Algeric bi{h< p 

<£ Chicnefter was chiefly irnployed- — Ut legum tefra japientijftmu%y 

qui ex pratefto regis, adveflus Juit in una quadriga, ad ip/as dntiquas 
legum conjuetudines difcufiendas 6? edecendas— Brought thither in a churiot^ 
to difcujs and inflruS them in the anjient laws and cufttmts of ike land, as 
ifontq/fjliltfiil per/in in the knowledge of them. As alfo, that in the t\tr.e 
of king William the corieju-rour, one Alfwin (/>) re&or of Suttuny 
arid diverfe monks of Abingdon, among ft which bacolus and GodHc 
sere fpecially remembered, (c) wfcre perfons fo expert in the laws, 
that others in divers parts did eafily lubniit to their judgment. 

And of the like condition (viz. clerical) Was t*iat Kanulph, in 
king William Rufas his reign, whom ^illiam of Matmefbury (d)f 
calleth invrfius caujtdicus, 4t* unvanquijh'd lawyer : nor, in truth, ie 
there many other in thofe dayes, as may feem from the words of tlfrtt

he faith, (/) NuLlus clericus nifi caufidicus (it being long after this that 
there were any fettled places for itudents of thofe "our laws, called the 
common-law, as I ftiall hereafter fhew): the firit reAraint of the cler- 

E, for pradtiiing publickly in that kind (which i have yet obferved) 
jng about the beginning of king Henry the third's reign ; where 
Richard Poor, then bifhop of Salifbury, amongft other his eccleiiafti* 
cal conftitutions, made in the year 1217 (2 Hen. Ill:) under the title 
of that de bono Pads, hath ihefe words — (J) Nec advocati fint ckrici 
vel ^acer dotes in f orb /cadari, nifi vtlproptias cuufas, vel miferabilium per* 
Jlnarum pro/equantur. 

But though the clergy were thus reftrained, as to their pleading 
in lecular courts, there was not the like reft ricYion of ecclefiaftical 
perfons for fitting as judges in thofe tribunals: for, from that (j) 
very time, of the canons in one cathedral (viz. St Paul's in London) 
I find (beiides fome that were lords chancellours of England, keepers 
of the great feal, or lords tieaf irers, as my chronologick tables will 
fufficitntly manitefi) thefe icveral perfons here named, who were jus- 
tices in fome cf the courts at Weftminfter^ or itinerant, before the 
fixth year of king Edward the fit it's reign (which is not above fixty 
years time) viz. 

Martin de Patfhull, in 2 Hen. III. 

Will, de Eboraco, in 11 Hen. III. 

Rob. de Ros, and Alex, de Swereford, "in 18 Hen. III. 

John de Gatelden, in 34 Hen. III. 

Gilb. de Segrave, in 35 Hen. III. 

Egid. de Erdinton, in 36 Hen. HI. 

Rog. de Wyreceftre, in 38 Hen III. 

Herveius de Borham, in 49 Hen. III. 

Raphe de Hengham, in 55 Hen. III. 

Solomon de RofT. (id eft, de Rouccflre) and Raphe de Frenyng- 
ham, in 3 Edw. I. 

And Philip de Wilegheby, in 6 Edw I. 

Nor were the judges in thofe courts of juftice, from the time of 
the Norman conquelt untill king Henry the third's reign, frequently 
other than fuch ecclefiaflick perfons, as might eaiily be demonftra- 
tcd •, there having been fome of them canons of Paul's alfo, viz. 

Hugh de Bocland, juftice of England, in king Henrythe firft's time. 

Godfrey de Luci, one of the judges in king Henry the iecond's time. 

John Comyn, a juflice itinerant in the -fame king's time. 

Thomas de Huffebui nc, a judge in 9 Rich I. 

Euftace de Fauconberge, in 5 John. 

And Henry de Northampton, in 4 John. 

As appeareth by an antient manufcript, written foon after the 
beginning of king Edward the firft's time, and now in the cuftody 
of the dean and chapter of Paul's.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. ir. 

{Settled places for Students of the Law, called Innes of Court 
and Chancery. 

THAT the learned in our law* were antlently perfons in holy or- 
ders, is out of all queftion, if what I have inltanced in the pre- 
ceding chapter be well confidered; as alfo that divers juflices of the 
king's courts, and thofe called itinerant, were bifliops, abbots, deans, 
canons in cathedral churches, archdeacons, and the lite, as in my 
chronoiogick tables may evidently be fecn -. but after theliatute (rf)of 
magna charta, whereby king Henry the third appointed, that 
communia placita non Jequantur curiam, Jed teneantur in aliquo certo loco, 
'tis not to be tjoubted, but that as well the Itudents in the Jaw, as 
the peculiar miniftcrs of each couft, being at a better certainty how 
and where to exercife themfelves, began to fix and fettle in certain 
places and ftations moll proper for their ftudies, conference, and 
practice; which, that they mijJit the more regularly do, king Ed- 
ward the firft, in the 20th of his reign, (b) Injunxit Johanni de 

M$tingham % fcf Jociisjuis (faith dhe record) quod ?pji % per eorum djcrett- 
ones 9 pravideant & ord-nent cerium numerum de atturnatis iff apprenticiis % 
de qudibet comitate de melioribus & hgali*ribus y c5 libentius addycentibus, 
fecund um quod inullexerint ', quod curia fudt p.pulo de regno melius vahre 
poterit \ & majus commodumjuerit : ct, quid tpji, quos ad hoc eligerint, curiam 
Jequantur , Ji de negotiis in eadem curia uitrom.ttant, <3 ulii non. Rt 
videtur regi, & ejus cencilio, quod ftpnes viginti Jujfictre pUcr'mt, &c. 
Apponant tarn en prof at i jufticiurii plures, Ji viderint ejfe jaciendum, vel 
numerum anticipent ; de aliis remanent ibus fiat Jecundum djiretionem 
eorundem jufltciariorum. 

Id eft K:ng Edw. I. did efpLcially appoint John de Mcthighant 

' ( then lord chief jufltce of the court of common pleas ) and the rjfl of his 
fellow juflices (of that <ourt) that they \ acco rding to their dfcreti<jns,Jhpuld 
provide and ordain from every county, ttrtain attorneys ana lawyers, of the 
befl and moft apt for their learning and Jkill, who might do Jeruice tu his 
court and people ; and that thje Jo chjen onely % and m othr, Jhouid follow 
his court 1 and tr^n/ad the affairs therein ; the Juid king and his council then 
deeming the number of f even /core to be /ujficientfor that impioyment \ but 
it was left to the difa etion of the faid juftkes to add to that number, or 
diminijh, as they Jhouid Jee ft* 

So that foon afterward?, though we have no memorial of the di- 
rect time, or abfolute certainty or the places, we may lately conclude 
that they fetled in certain hollells or inns, which were thenceforth p 
called Inns Of Court (a) ; becaufe the ftudcnis in them did ihei e not 
onlylludy the laws, but ufe fuch other excrciies as mi^ht make them 
the more ferviceablc to the king's court, as, Sir John lortefcue in

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ftie 49th chapter of his book, de laudibus legum X'igl' ! <*i obferveth, 
Where he faith, that the ftudents in the univerfity of the laws (for fo 
he calleth the houfes of court and chancery) did not onelyjludy the laws, 
to Jerve the courts of juflice, and profit their country, but did further dear n 
to dance, tp fing y to piny on inftrutnents on the ferial days, and to ftudy divi- 
nity on thejejlival; ufing fuch exerci/es as they did who m ere brought up 
in the king's court. So that thefe, hoitells being nurferies or feminaries 
of the court, taking their denomination ol the end wherefore they 
Were fo inftituted, were called therefore the Inne* of Court. But 
their regifters being loft, or bv fome unhappy accidents perilhed, I 
have not feeil any thing to point out the certainty of their ietling in 
thefe hoftells till king Edward the third's time; and then the firfl 
that hath come to my view was a dehiife (/;) from the lady Clifford 
of that houfe near Fleet-ftreet, called Clifford 's-Inn (now one of the 
innes of chancery) Apfrenticiis de Banco \ which, as I take it, is meant 
to the lawyers belonging to the court of common pleas. For that 
there were then fiich innes and hoitels, will appear by this farther 
teftimony, viz. that in 20 Edw. III. in a quod ei defcrciat, to an excep- 
tion taken, it was anfwered by Sir Richard de Wiloughby (then a 
learned juttice of the common pk as) and William Skipwith (after- 
wards alio one of the juflices of that court) that the fame was no ex- 
ception in that court, although they had often heard the fame ibr an 
exception amongft the apprentices in hoftells or inns. 

There is a tradition, that in times paft* there was one inne of 
court at Dowgate, called Johnfon's-inn ; another in Fewter-lane, 
and another in Pater-nofter-row ; which laft they would prove, 
becaufe it was next to St. Paul's church, where each lawyer and fer- 
jeant at his pillar heani his client's cauie, and took notes thereof 
Upon his knee, as they do in Guildhail at this day : and, that after 
the ferjeants feaft ended, they do ltill go to Paul's in their habits, and 
there choofe their pillar, whereat to hear their clyent's caufe ( f any 
come) in memory of that old cuftome. But, if we may rely upon the 
teftimony of Sir John Fortefcue, this tradition will prove but a mere 
conceit; for he tells (a) us that the innes of court and chancery were 
then (as they are now) placed out of the city and noile thereof in the 

fuburbs of London Situatur etiamflttdium illud (faith he) inter locum 

curiarum illarum, & civitateni Londini: and a little after — nec in civitate 
Ula % ubi confiuentium turba fludentiutn quiet em perturf/are poJJit % fitum eft flu- 
drum iftud ; Jed feorfim farumptr, in chitatis illi»s fuburbio, & propriis 
curiis pradic?i$\ ut ad eas, Jint fatigationis incommode, fludentes indies, ad 
libitum accedere valeant. 

This great and famous lawyer was chief juftice of the king's- bench 
in king Henry the fixth's time, in whofe days thefe hoitels ftouriftied 
%very much ; for there were then belonging to the lawyers univeriity, 
iaith he (£), four innes of court (which are the fame now extant) each 
containing two-hundred perfons ; and ten innes of chancery, and in 
each of them 6ne hundred perfons (which are more than at this day,

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there being now but eight, and of jLhole only two of the fame which 
were then, viz. Clifford s-inn, and Thavies inn, as I thinjc). 

And that it may better appear in what anhi^h eitimatiun the ftudjr 
of the Jaw then was, let us obftrve what he farther faith (c) — r— In 
his enim mapribus ho/pic i is, nequaauam potefi fiuJcn^ al <juis fuficntari % 
piinor ibus exptnjh in anno, quarn odog at* ft:, tor urn : & ft fervientem fibi 
ipfe ibidem habnerit, ut eerum habet pluralitas, tanto tunc ma feres iffe Jufiir 
nebit experfas: qccafione vero fumptuum hujufmodi, ipfi nobilium jilii tart" 
turn in no/piciis tJJis leges addifcunt ; cunt paupcres is valgares, projiliorum 
fuorum exhibittone tantos fumptus nequeant fufferre \ t£ mercatores raro cu> 
fiuvt tuntis onerjbfis annuls attenuate mercandifas fiat, id eft 

thefe greater hoflvtis (viz. the innes ot court) no (Indent can be 

maintained at kfs charge yea r vy then So/cutes (id eft 20 marks;, and if hi 
had a fervant with him, as a: any of them have y then tshis charge the greater; 
Jo that by reafon of this great ex pence, the /on s' of gentlemen do onely Jludy 
the law in thefe hoftels, the vulgar fat of people being not able to undergo 

great a charge : and merchants are fldom willing to lejjen their traffick by 
undergoing fuck burthens* 

W hereunto I fhall add, what Mr. John Feme (fometime a ftudent , 
of the Inner Temple) in his learned book {d), intituled, The Glory 
»f Genertfity (pag. 24.) exprefleth, via. Noblenejs of blood, joynedwith 
virtue, comptetn the pjerfon as moft meet to the enttrprizing of any publick 
fervice: and for that cau/e it was, not for nought, that our antient gover- 
nors in this land did, with a jpecial forefight and wfdom, provide, that 
rwne fhould be admitted into the houfes of court, being femimries, fending 
forth men apt to the government ofjuflwe, except he were a gendeman of 
b/qod. 4»d that this may fecm a tru h, I myfclf have feen a kalendar of 
allthofc which were together, in the f octet y of one of the fame houfes, about 
fhp lq/1 year of king Henry the fifth, with the armes of their houfe and 
f amily, mar/hailed by their names ': and I afjure you, the felf fame monu- 
ment doth both approve them all to be gentlemen of perfect de/cents, and alfo 
the number of them much lefs then now it is, being at that time in one 
hmff Jcarcely three/core. 

And here I ma/ not omit to obferve, that the Undents in the Innes 
of Court were antiently called apprenticii ncbHiores ; for Thomas of 
Waliingham, fhewing that the rebels in 4 Rich. II. did plunder the 
lawyers of the Temple, iaith (e), — etiam locum qui vocatur iemple Bur, 
in quo apfrenticii juris mqrabantur nobil:cres irruerunt, 

Qf this name, fcil. apprentt/e (f), thus then attributed to the flu- 
dents of the law £but now taken for a double reader) there is mention 
Jong before, viz. in the year-book (^) of 1 £dw. IIL where it is faid, 
fit Ptfis une apprentife demand, &c." So likewiJe in the year-book of 
29 Edw. III. fol. 47. b. where, upon an exception taken at the bar 
by Ingelby, Wilby and Skypwith anfwercd, that that was never an 
exception taken in that place, but they had heard it oftentimes entre 
fes apprentices tn hofiejls : by which inilances u Humid i'eem that the

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Word appnnttfi doth fignify a pleader only ; as it doth alfo (I think) 
in 2 Hen. VI. where it is faid (A) — Une apprentife vient en le commen 
hanhe ; which is fomewhat bbfervable, bccaufe none now but ferjeants 
at the law do come to that barr ; unlefs that expreflion were then 
equivocal with ferjeant, as perhaps it was, for I find that Walter 
Afkham, who was made a ferjeant (i) at law in 12 Hen. IV. had the_ 
title of apf/rentj/i attributed to him in 4 Hen. W upon the demife of 
Serjeaht's-inn, in Chancery, lane, at that time; the words of my (k) 
authority are thefe — Ann. 1416, pro Faryndons-inn, Chanceler/lane, di- 
tnijfio Hogero Hcrton, & Will. Cheney jufticiar its, &C Walt era AJkham, 
aprentifto Legis ad 61. 13s. qd. 

JBut if the word aprentije had that acception then, it had not at 
fomc time before; for in an. 1363, 37 Ed. III. it is faid by. one of 

our (/) hifiorians About this time was an ordinance and ftatute made, 

that the ferjeants and prentyfes at law fhould plead their pleas in their 
mother tongue, &c. 

C H A P. III. 
Innes of Chancery. 

THESE were fo called, as jullice Fortefcue, in the fame book 
faith, (a) Quia JhidenUs in illis, pro ecrum parte majori jwuenes 
Junt, &c. becauje the Jtudents in them are, for the greater part, young 
men, teaming th e firft elements of the law, and becoming good proficients 
therein, as 1 hey grow up, ' are taken into the greater hoftels, which are called 
' the innes of court. 

Now, that thefe hoftels did then confift of fuch young men is ap- 
parent enough from the teitimony of the fame Fortefcue: but toe 
reafon why they were called Innes of Chancery feeiriefch to have been 
from another ground, viz. becaufe they weie antiently Hofpicia for 
the clerks of the chancery. , And if that inne of chancery, iiluate 
Tiear St. Andiew's church, in Holburne, now called Davies, or Tha- 
vies-inne, be the fame which is mentioned in the finerdle of 11 Edw. 
III. (as fome judicious perfons do think it is) confidering the little 
'difference betwixt Travers and Thavye in pronunciation, it will then 
be out of doubt: of which record, to the end the cleerer judgment 
•may be given, I have here ihferted a" true copy.

In the iaid hoitels (viz. the innes of court and chancery) there are 
thefe ranks and degree^ of itudents, as Sir Eclw. Coke (c) ooferves. 

Firlt Mootemen, which arc thofe that argue readers cafes in the 
houfes of chancery, both in terms and in grand vacations. 

And that out of thefe, alter eight years itudy, or thereabouts, 
arc chofen utter- bariiters. 

Thrft, out of utter-barr ifters, after they have been of that degree 
twelve years at lead, are chofen benchers or ancients; ot which one 
that is of the puifne fort reades yearly in fummer vacation ; and one 
of the antients that hath formerly read, reades In lent vacation, and 
is called a double reader ; it being commonly betwixt his firlt and 
fecond" reading, about nine or ten vears ; out of which double read- 
ers, the king makes choice of. his attorney and folicitor-generaj ; 
his attorney of the court of wards and liveries, and his attorney of 
the dutchy. And of thefe readers are ferjeants elected by the king; 
and out of them the king ele&eth two or three, as he pleaieth, 
to be his ferjeants ; and out of them are the judges chofen. 

Having iaid thus much in general, touching the antiquity of our 
hoiteils for ftudeuts of the laws, I come to the particular houfes of 
thefe foe ic ties.

The Inner-Temple^ 

BEFORE I go on to fpeak of this place as an inne of court, I mall 
take leave to fay fomething by way of preface, for difcovery of 
what it was before; and fo coniequently how it hath this name, which 
nothing relates to the ufe it is now put to, viz. a manlion for the 
ftudents of the law. 

About the beginning of king Henry the fecond's reign, the knights 
templars leaving their hbufe in Holburne (fuuate on the ibuth part 
of that ftreet, where Southampton-houfe lately ilood, and upon 
which thofe new tenements called Southampton- buildings were lately 
ere&ed) did, for their more conveniency, fct up another habitation 
for themfelyes over againft the end of a iireet heretofore called Ncw- 
ftrect, but now Chancery- lane ; which had thereupon the name of 
the New-temple; and contained all that fpace of ground from the 
White-fryers weftwards, unto Effex-houfe without Temple-barr; yea^ 
and part of that too, as appears by the firlt grant (d) thereof to bir 
Williapi Paget, knight, after fecretary of ilate to king Edw. VL

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That they thus fetled themfelyes here about that time, is cvide»f 
from the date of the church its dedication, which wat in anno rf$5, 
as by an old infcription yet to be feen over the dorc thereof is ma- 
aifeft. But the order* of templars being throughout all Chriftendom 
fuppreft about the beginning of king Edward the fecotid's ^eign, 
and their poflefiions here in England coming thereupon to the crown, 
the king gave this (e) houfe unto Thomas earl ©t lincafter, who 
forfeited (f) it fhortly after by rebellion ; it returned again to the 
crown, and was (g ) granted firft to Adomare de Valence earl of Pem- 
broke ; and after his deceafe to (A) Hugh' le Deipenfcr the yfrungeir 
fcr life ; which Hugh being attainted (/) in tfye firft year of king 
JLd ward the third, the right thereof devolved qntfe ntore to the crown, 
and might therein have continued, but that bv a detefee (k) made ia 
the great counc el at Vienna in anno 1524 (about Ac 19th year of 
the lame king Edward the fecond's reign) the lands of the templars 
being generally taftowed (/) upon the knights hofpitalers of St. John 
of Hierufalem, king Edward the third granted t|us manfion unto the 
knights of that orrjer here in England ; who foon after (as the tra* 
dition is) demiied the fame f6r the rent of to/, per annum tiato divers 
profeffors of the common law that came from Thavyes-inne, ia 
Holburne. 

Mow that there is nothing but tradition left to us for this cannot 
feem ftrange, confidering what fpoil Wat Tyler, with his fellow re- 
bells, made here, in A Rich. II. by deftroying and burning their books 
and records, as an old annal (m) telleth lis in the law French' of that 
time, Icil.— Les rebells alferont a le temple % tejettetont les meafans a le 
terre,& avegheront tighten iffint que tlsjairont coverture en mal array t & 
alleront en V.efglife % & pr]fteront touts Us livcres & roUes de remembrances* 
que fueront en lour huches deins le temple de apprentices de laity, & porteront 
an tehaut chimene, & les arderont ; confonant whereunto Thomas of Wal- 
iingbam (*), fp<aking ot the mifchiet they did in plundriog and 
burning bfthe Savoy (then the noble palace of John of Gaunt, duke 
of Lancalter) thus goes on— qmbui perpetratis* fatis malitiofe etiam locum 
qui vecatur Jemple-larr^ in quo apprentici juris morabahtur nobiliores % di- 
rufirunti vb tram qiiam conccperant contra Ruber turn de Halts t magiftrum 
ho/prtalis *ancli Johannis ( de quo prstfati fumui ) ubi pliira munmenta, 
yua juridici in evjtooia habuerunt % igne Conjutnpta J'unU 

Howbcit, that they were here icated in king Edward the third's 
time, is out ol all doubt, from what, our famous old poet Geffrey 
Chaucer expreffeih in his prologue to the manciple concerning them 
(he having alio been a itudent of this houfe, as the hiftory oi his life, 
printed in the front of his works, Jheweth) viz.

But notwithiUnding this fpoil by the re bells, thofe ftudents fo 
encreafed here, that at length they divided themfelves in two bodies: 
the one commonly known by the fociety of the Inner- Temple, ana 
the other of the Middle-Temple, holding this manfion, as tenants 
to the laid hofpitalers, till their diiTolution in 30 Hen. VIII. and 
afterwards from the crown, by leaie, till the fixth year of king James, 
that they had a grant {oS thereof by letters patents, bearing date at 
4 Wefhirinftcr on the 1 Jtn of Augufr, by the name of ho/facia & capt- 

' talia nujjfuagia cognita per nomen dele Inner-Temple, & le Middle- Temple, 

Jhe no9i Templu London, unto Sir Julius Ca&iar, knight, then chancel- 
lour and under- treafurer of the faid kind's exchequer ; Sir Henry 
Montagu, knight, then recorder of the city of London ; William 
Towfe, and Richard Dafton, efquiers, then trcafurers of the faid 
jnnes of court ; Sir John Boyic, knight, Andrew Gicr, Thomas 
Farmer, Raphe Radclifre, and divers others, efquiers, and then ben- 
chers of thefe houfes ; to have and to hold the fame manfioit* , with 
the gardens, &c. and appurtenances, to the faid Sir Julius Caefar, 
Sit Henry Montagu, and the reft above-mentioned, their heirs ami 
affignes for ever, lor lodgings, reception, and education of the profef- 
fors and itudents of the laws of this realm : yielding and paying to 
the faid king, his heirs and fucceffors, at the receipt of his exche- 
quer, viz. tor the manfion tailed the Inner-Temple, the fttmm of 
4 ten ppunds yearly ; and for the Middle-Temple ten pounds yearly 

aifo, at the fealts of St. Michael the archangel, and the annunciatio'i 
©f oui Lady, by equal portions. 
' As to what elfe is moft memorable of thefe focietici, either touch- 

ing their building, orders for government, and advancement of learn- 
ing or otherwiie, I have here added it from the latter end of king 
Henry the feventh's reign, their' regifters, whence I have had my chief 
light therein, beginning about that time.

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The Buildings. 

OF thefe the church is the moft antient and beautifull, having 
been built by the Knights Templars in king Henry the ie- 
cond's time, according to the form of the temple neer unto the holy 
fepulchre at Hiernfalem ; and conlecrated by Heraclitfs patriarch of 
Jlierufalem, in the year from our Savioui s incarnation 1185, as the 
infcription over the entrance thereto from the cloyiters plainly Ihew- 
eth. But the hall is a much later itru&ure, as may feem by ttye form 
of the windows, which I fuppofe to be about king Edward the 
third's time. 

Of the reft, as I find them recorded in the reg? Iters of thi* 
houfe, I fhall in their order take notice. 

'Ihe/wall betwixt the Thames and the garden was begun in 16 Hen. 
"VIII. Mr. John Packinton (afterwards ierjeant at law) and Mr. Rice 
being appointed overfeers (p) of the work. This Mr. Packington 
was treaiurer here, in 2p Hen. VII 1. and caufed the hall to be ieeled. 
He alio built divers chambers between the library and Barington's 
Rents ; and gave ten pdUnds to the treafury (jf) ; for which refpedfc it 
was ordered by the focicty 5 Febr. 25 Hen. VIII. that thole new 
chambers ffiould be thenceforth called Packimon's Rents. The lodg- 
ings in that court, now known by the name of Tanfeild Court (by 
reafon of Sir Laurence Tanfeild chief baron's refidence there) were 
firft erected (r) by Henry Bradlhaw, treafurer, in 26 Hen, VIII. 
whence they were long after called Bradihaw's Rents. 

In 1 Mariae the kitch n was new (5) built, every knight and double 
reader being taxed at 10s. towards the charge thereof; every fingle 
reader and bencher at 6s. 8d. and every utter- barrilter, and other of 
this fociety, at 3s. 4d. 

In 2 Eliz. were thofe buildings railed (/) near the Alienation Office 
and called Fuller's Rents, by an order of the fociety 22 Nov. 5 Eliz. 
by reafon that John Fuller was then treafurer. * 

In 16 Eliz. the great carved (kreen in the hall was («) made, 
Thomas Bromley, then follicitor to the queen, being treafurer. And 
in 18 Eliz. thole buildings paled about, that. Hood near to the Ali- 
enation Qffice (commonly called the Black Buildings) were ere&ed 
by Mr. Bonham, Mr. Bourchier, and Mr. Williams; which build- 
ings were pull'd down for enlargement of the walkes in an. 1663. 

In 19 Eliz. the Alienation Office was bjiilt (*), by the appointment 
of Robert Dudley then Earl of Leicefter. 

In 23 Eliz. thofe lodgings in the Middle-Temple JLane, called 
Crompton's Buildings (in part whereof the Prothonotaries Office of 
the Common Pleas is kept) were erected (y) by Thomas Crompton, 
cfquire, a member of this lbciety. x 

In 31 Eliz. two fides of the garden were inclofed (z) with a brick

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wall, and tie pofts whereon the twelve celeftial figns are placed* 

jhen fet up, Kob^rt Golding being at that time treafurcr. 

In 30 fciiz. there were divers loggings of rough-calt work, built (a) 
betwixt the church and the ha}l, on the ealt part of that court ; to- 
wards the charge thereof Sir Julius Caeiar, knight (then mailer of the 
rolls) gave 300L in conlideration whereof he had power to admit 
any gentleman into the Society during his life : which buildings are 
ftill called Caefar's Buildings. 

In 6 Jacobi, thofe lodgings called the Paper Buildings, eaftwards 
from the garden, containing 88 foot in length, and 20 loot in breadth 
(being four itoiies liigh) were begun (£) by Mr.^dward Hayward, 
and iome others. 

In 8 Jac. JohnBenet, efquire, then one of his majefty's ferjeants at 
arms, built (c) the gate, called the Inn$r-Temple Gate. 

In 15 Jac. or ihortiy after, the brick buildings, (df) in the Inner- 
Temple Lane, where the butlers chambers are, together with thofe 
near RamAlley ; as a#b the great hrick buildings, wherein the King's- 
bench Office is kept; and another brick building (e) in Figgrtree 
court, were erefted, Sir Thomas jCqventrc, knight, then the king's 
follicitor general, being freafurer. 

In 18 Jap. the bridge and Hayrs to the Thames were (f)mzdt. 

In 4 Caroli primi the gicat, brick buildings over againft the' gar- 
den ; as alfo a hew kitchin, together with the flavrcafr to that dore 
of the hall towards the garden, were erected, (*) the whole charge 
amounting to 2700/. Sir Richard Shilton, knight, then the king's 
follicitor, being treafurer. And in the fame year were more build- 
ings (Jt) in Figg-tree court made. 

In 5 Caroli 1. the buildings betwixt the hall, and the new build- 
ings in Figg-tree court were (;) ere&ed, the fame Sir Richard SJiiltbn 
being Hill treafurer. ' ; * 

^ In 10 Car. I. the eafl end of the church was repaired (£), an d' l He 
little brick building at the end of the Alienation Office erected (/). 

In an. 1657 the buildings of brick betwixt the Inner Temple- 
lane and Hare-court were fet up : and in an. 1662 thofe in Paribus 
court, ncer the eaft end pf the church. 

Orders for good Government and Advancement of Learning. 

IN 3&4 Fh &M. (23 Maii) there was an orcier (w;) made, that 
thenceforth v no attorney Or common follicitor ftiould be admitted 
into this houfc without the aflcnt and agreement of their parliament. 
And in 5 Eliz.' (ic)Nov.) it was alfo ordered, that (*) none fhould 
thenceforth be admitted of this fcllcwfhip and company, but he that 
fliould pay for his admittance, to the ufe of the houle and company,

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40#. except he were the fon of one of the bench or utter ban- \ qr 
except he were or had been, by the fpace of one whole year, of the 
cqmpany of one of the innes of chancer/ belonging to this houfe. 

In 4a EH*, it was further ordered (o) (icii. 8 Febr.^ that none 
ifaould be admitted of this ibciety, except he were of good parentage, 
and not of ill behaviour. ■ & 

U *- 4eK was aa or£ler (#) ma<lc (24 Junii) that no fellows 
ot this houfe ftiould admit any perfoo 10 lodge in their chambers, 
except their known clerks and fervants, upon pain of 40 5. to the ufe 
of the houfe. 

Ia 3a Hen. VIII. it w»« ordered (?> that if ftxteen perfons, fellows 
of the houfe, would after the term keep commons in the hpufe, that 
then the officers of the houfe Should give their attendance, and they 
to find the officers, an4 the houfe to allow them week}/ towaida 
their charges, 6j. $d. acpiece: this rule being made (as. the faid 
flrder exnrefleth) becaufe no learning yas then kept. And if there 
were under Jaxtecn perfcns, the commons to break, and the fervants 
to have allo^nce alter 6 s. S a-picce the week ; but if an/ of 
them £bould depart, his allowance to be deduced. 

In 3 & 4 Ph. & M. there was an order (r) made, that every man 
called to .the bench, fhbuld keep forae learning vacations, next after 
his calling to and coming to the bench, upon pain of forfeiture for 
every vacation five pounds. And in 3 Efiz. (9 Feb.) that every fingle 
(s) reader ftould be at three mootes in every term, and in Michaels 
raafe term at four mootes ; and every bencher, not reader, %p be at five 
mootes in. every tcrnv and in Micbaelmafs .term at fix, upon pain of 
five {hillings every moote. 

Untiil the fecond year of queen Elisabeth *« reign, this fceiety 
did (r)«fe to drink in cups of a<hen-wood (Inch as are ftill ufed in 
the king's court) but then thofe were laid alide, and green earthen 
pots introduced (*), which have ever lince continued. 

la 6 Eliz (a Maii) there was an order (x) made, that none fhoulc} 
be called to die barr, or received as an utter- barrifter in this fociety, 
before be had been full called and examined by the whole bench, as 
by a former order made 5 Nov. 3 & 4 Ph. & M. was provided. And 
in 42 Eliz. it was alfo ordered (y) that fpecial regard ihould be taken 
of fuch as fball be called to the barr and bench, for their learning. 

In 3 & 4 Ph.. * M. (20 Junii) it was ordered (A that all fellows 
of this houfe, being in commons, mould from time to time comf tP 
f.he church to hear divine feiyice ; viz. mafs, matens, evenfongs, cV. 
as before that time had been ufed. As alfo that every fellow of this 
houfe being in commons, or lying in the houfe, frou]^ from time to 
ftme obferve and keep 18 offering days in the year, according to 
• the antient laudable cuftome of this houfe. Anc} in 42 Elif. 1} was

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further ordered (a), that all the gentlemen fellows of tnis fociety 
ihould repair to the church and hear divine fervice and fermons, at 
the ufual days and times, unlcfs hiftdred by ficlcncfs or fome othef 
reafdnable caufe ; and that they receive the communion therein once 
at the leaft in every year. 

In # Hen. VIII. (jo Maii) there was an order (b) made, that the 
gentlemen of this company ihould reform them ie Ives in their cut 
or difguifed apparel, and not to have long beards ; and that the 
treafurer of this fociety fhould confer with the other treafurers 
of court for an uniform reformation, and to know the juftices opinion 
therein, and thereupon to perform the fame : whereupon in their 
parliament held 5 Maii, i 6c 2 Ph. & M. there was a decree (c) made, 
that no fellow of this houfe £hould wear his beard above three week* 
growth upon oain of ao s. forfeiture. 

And for their better regulation in apparel it was ordered (</) in *6 
Eliz. (f<i Junii) that if any fellow in commons, or lying in the houfe, 
did wear either hat or cloak in the Temple church, hall, buttrv, 
kitchin, or at the buttry-barr, dreffer, or in the garden, he ihould 
forfeit for every fuch offence 6s. %d. «d in 42 Eli*. (8 Feb.) that (#) 
they go not in cloaks, hatts, bootes and lpurrs into the city but 
when they ride out of the town. 

So alfo in (f) 1% Eliz. (20 Dec.) that no fellow of this houfe fhould 
come into the nail with any weapons, except his dagger, or his knife, 
upon pain of forfeiting the fumrn of five pounds. 

In 3 Jac. 1 (to Maii) it was ordered (j) that if any then, or thence* 
forth of this fociety, mould be called to the bench, at that time being, 
or that thereafter Ihould be a knight, that notwithftanding fuch hit 
dignity of knighthood he fhould take place at the bench table, 
according to his auncienty in the houfe, and no otherwif*. 

In 8 Jac. (10 Junii) there Was an order (A) made, that Thomas 
Caefar, then one of the benchers of this houfe, notwithstanding an 
aft made 7 Junii 5 Jac. vix. that none who Jhould thencejorth be called to 
the bench, that had not read, Jhould take place of any reader, or have 
voice in parliament ; having hot read, but fined for not reading, and 
then called to be puifnc baron of the Exchequer, (hould have his place 
at the bench table, the laid order notwithllanding. Alfo at the 
parliament held upon the 6th of November next following, there 
was an order (J) made, that John Sotberton, one of the barons of 
the Exchequer, being called to the bench, fhould have his place at 
the bench table above all the readers, in fuch fort as Sir Thomas 
Caefar, knight, late puifne baron of Exchequer had. 

And in the fame year it was like wife ordered (k) (10 Mail) that 
the laid Thomas Caefar, then being the puifne baron ot the Exchequer 
(commonly called the Baron Curfitor) ihould not be attended to 
Weftminfter by any but the officers of the Exchequer ; forasmuch as

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none but fuch as are of the coif ought to be attended by tte fellowi 
of the houfe. 

In 13 Hen. VIII. 5n their parliament held 17 JuKi* it was ordered 
(/), that none of the fociety Ihould, within this houfe, cxeicife the 
play of fhoffe-grotc or flip-grote upon pain of 6s. %d. 

And in Febr. 8 jac. that («) for future prevention ofdiforder 
and fcurrility, no more plays fhould be in this houfe upon the feaft 
of Ail Saints, or Candlemafs-day ; but this order was repealed the 4th 
of November following. 

And for keeping good rule in Chriftmafs time, thefc following 
orders (») were made 7 Nov. 7 Car. primi. 

1. That Chriftmafs commons fhould continue by the fpace of three 
weeks only, and no longer, according to the antient ufage and 
cuftom of this houfe. r 

2. That every week there be three ftewards chofen for that week, 
according to the old order of Chriftmafs, and the innovation of 
treafurers to be abolifht. 

3. That every one of thofe ftewards be chofen of fuch of the 

fentlemen under the bar, as have chambers in the houfe, who may 
e refponfal for the moneys they receive. 

4. That the gentlemen who fhall be ftewards* fhall pay the baker, 
brewer, chandler, and all officers that /nail ferve the houfe with 
the neceflary provifions durin ; the time of Chriftmafs. 

5. That no Itranger ; nor any of this fociety, that had riot been 
in the ordinary commons of this houfe within two years then paft, 
or ftood put Jlxtra, per mandttum ; or ne recipiatur, Ihould be admit- 
ted to take any repaft, or to be in commons in the time of Chrift- 
mafs, or to be prefent at any of the parliaments* 

6. That there be no allowance of wine, but only one pottle to 
the fteward's mefs, according to the antient ufage of Chriftmafs. 

7. That there be no drinking of healths; nor any wine or tobac- 
co uttered or fold within the houfe- ' 

S. That there fhall not be any knocking with boxes, or calling 
aloud for gamefters. 

9. That no play be continued within the houfe upon any Saturday 
night ; or upon Chriftmafs eve at night, after twelve of the clock. 

I or Tnat there be not any going abroad out of the circuit of this 
houfe, or without any of the gates, by any lord or other gentleman, 
to break open any houfe or chamber; or take any thing in the name 
of rent, or a diftrefs. 

xi. That, for preventing of guarrells within the houfe, and that ge- 
neral fcandal and obloquie which the houfe hath heretofore incurred 
in the time of Chriftmafs, there fhall no gentleman of this houfe fide 
with any perfon whatfoever, that fhall offer to difturb the peace and 
quiet of the houfe; but fhall iadeavour to punifh them, according 
to the old cuftome of the houfe : and that no ftrangei s be fuffred to

come 
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come within tke hall, but fuch as fhall appear and feem to be of good 
fort and fafhion. 

And now, after all this, I may not omit to take notice, that forty 
of the gentlemen of the four f nnes of Court, wherof ten were of 
this fociety, were appointed (a) to be barryers at the court upon 
the 4th day of November, in the 14th year of king James, in no- 
Bour of the creation of prince Charles, prince or Wales; which 
they performed accordingly, the charge thereof being defrayed by 
a contribution of 305. from each bencher; every barifter of feaven 
years (landing. 15s. and all other gentlemen in commons 10s a piece. 

And that there was alfo a mafk ( ) performed at the court by the 
gentlemen of this houfe, and of Gray's 'nne, at the marriage of 
the lady Elizabeth ( laughter to king James) unto Frederic prince 
elector Palatine of the Rhene. 

As alio, that at Chriltmafs 9 Car. I. there was a mafk (c) prefented 
to his Majefty at the equal charges of the four Inncs of Court ; to- 
wards which was contributed.

Nor is it to be forgotten, that upon the 16th day of November, in . 
the 3d year of queen Elizabeth's reign, the fellowship of the Middle 
Temple (who had loft Strande-Inne upon the building of Somei- 
let-Houfe, temp. Edw. VI) having endeavoured to take awav Ly- 
on's Inne (aninneof chancery) from this houfe, whereunto it had 
antiently belonged; as alfo that the two chief juiiices (viz. Sir Ro- 
bert Cat lyn and Sir James Dyer) had abetted that their attempt; 
and that through earnelt interceffion to the Queen, by the lord Ro- 
bert Dudley (afterwards earl of Lcicefter) there was a flop made 
therein, did order (d) and enact, that no perfon or perfbn* of this 
Society, that then were, or thereafter fhould be, (hould be retained 
of councell againft him the did lord Robert, or his heirs : and that 
the arms of the faid lord Robert fhould be let up and placed in fome 
convenient place in their hall, as a continual monument of that his 
lordihip's favour to them. 

Of the grand CJmfimajJes kept here. 

IN the 4th year of queen Elizabeth's reign there was kept (*) a 
magnificent Chriftmafs here ; at which the lord Robert Dudley (af- 
terwards earl of Leiceftcr) was the chief perfcit (his title Palaphilos) 
being conftable and marfhall ; whofe officers were as followcth; 
Mr. Onflow, lord chancellour. 
Anthony Stapleton, lord treafurcr. 
Robert Kclway, lord privy feal.

TOUCHING the particulars of this gfrand fcaft, Oerardt 
Leigh in his Accidence (f) of Armory, pag. 119, 6cc. having fpok- 
en of the £egafus home for the, arms of this fociety, thus goes 
ipk—?[After x I had travailed through the Eafl parts of tht unknown^worldi 
to under/land of deeds ofarmes, and fo arriving in the fair river of Thames* 
1 landed within half a league from the city of London* which was (as /, 
cpnjefiure) in Decern er la/I; and drawing near thecty, /uddenfy heard 
the foot 0} double cannons in Jo great a number, and Jo terrible, that it 
darkened the whole ayr ; wherewith, although I was in mf native country V 
yet I flood amazed, nut knowing what it meant. Thus; as I abode in 
defpair, either to return or cont.nue my former pur i/i, I chanced to fed 
coming towards me an honefl citizen clothed in a long garmentj beefing the* 
Highway, Jeeming to walk for his recreation, whkn progitoflicaud rather* 
peace than perHy of whom IdemandfJthe caufe of this great Jbot\ wh» 
friendly anjwered, It is, quoth he, a warning (hot to the conftsble mar- 
fhall of the Inner Temple, to prepare to dinner. 

Why (faid I) what, is he of tkaf eflate, that /eekei\ no other meant U 
warn his officers than with Jo terrible Jhot in fo peaceful a country 9 Marry;

/ then demanded what prvince did he govern, that needeth fuch an 
officer, tie anfwered me* The province was not great in quantity, 
but alntient in true nobility. A place, faid he, privileg'd by the' 
moil excellent Princefs the high governor of the whole illand, where- 
in arc ftore of gentlemen of the whole realm, that repair thither to 
learn to rule and obey by law, to yield their to fleece their prince and 
common weal-, as alio to ufe all other cfcercifes of body arid mind 
wjhereunto nature inoftsptly ferveth to adorn, by fptajqng, equate-

/ nance, 
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fcance, gclture, and ulc of apparel, the perfon of a gentleman ; 
Whereby amity it obtained and continued, that gentlemen of 
»H countries, in their young years, nourished together in one 
placet with fuch comely order, and daily conference, are knit by 
continual acquaintance in fuch unity of mindes and manners as lightly 
never after is fevered, than which is nothing more profitable to the 
common- weal. 

And after he had told me thus much of honour of the place, I commen- 
ded in mtm- iwm conceit th$ policy of tht govemour, which feemed to 
utter in itfelf tht foundation of a good common-weal ; for that tht be/I of 
their peoplr, from tender year* train d up in precepts of juflice, it could not 
thooje but yield forth a profitable people to a wife common-weal-, wherefore I 
determined with msfeif to make proofi of that I hard by nport. 

The next day I thought for my poflime to walk to this Temple, and enter- 
ing in at the gaits, I found the building noth ng cqftly ; but many comely 
gentlemen of face and per Jon, and thereto very courteous, Jaw I to pa/a 
to ami ft; Jo as it feemed a princes port to be at hand; and pa/fingfor* 
ward, entered into a church of antient building, wherein are many monuments 
of noble perjonages armed in knightly habit, with their cotes depainted in 
dnticnt Jkields, whereat I took pleqfure to behold. Thus gazing as one be- 
reft with the rate fight % there came unto me an herehaugnt, by name Pala- 
fhiloSi a king ef arms, who courteously Jaluted me, Joying, For that I 
was a Granger* and ieeming bv my demeanour a lover of honour, 
I was his gueft of right : whoje curtefy ( as reafon was) I obeyed^ an* 
fwertngi I was at his commandment* 

Then/aid he, Ye fhall go to mine own lodging here within the palace, 
where we will have fuch cheer as the time and country will yield us ; 
where 1 affure you I was fo entertained, as no where met 1 with kettir cheer 
or company y (&c.) 

- —Thus talking we entered the prince his hall, where anon we heard 
the noife of drum and fyfi. What meaneth this drum ? faid /. $uoth he, 
This is to warn gentlemen of the houihold to repair to the drefier ; 
wherefore come on with me, and ye Jhatt Jland where ye may bejl fee th$ 
hall Jervedi and fo from thence brought me into a long gallery % that Jl retch" 
ed itjelf along the hall neer the prince's tabic, where 7 Jaw the prince Jet ; 
a man of tall perjonage, a manly countenance, J'omewhat brown of vifape % 
~ ftrougly featured, and thereto comely proportioned in all lineaments of bo- 
dy. At the nether end of the fame table were placed the ambaffadors of 
Jundry princes. Before him flood the carver, Jewer, and cupbearear, with 
great number of gentlenwi-wayters attending his perfon ; the ujhers making 
peace to J?ranger$ of Jundry regions that came to behold the honour of this 
mighty captain. After the placing of thfe honourable guejb, the loriftew- 
ara\ trea/uter, and keeper of Pallas feal t with divers honourable perjonapes 
of that nobility wer^ placed at a Jide table near adjoyning the prince on the 
fight hand; and at another table on the left fide were placed the trea/urer of 
the hmtfehold, Jecretary, the prince h s Jerjeant at the Lew, four mqflers of tha 
tovels, the king of armj, the dean of the chapptl, and divers gentlemen pen* 
Jkners tofurnijb the fame. t 

At another table jen tht other Jidt were Jet tht majirr of thf gamt, and hit 

B .chief 
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chief ranger, mafters of houfhold, clerks of the green cloth and check, uhtfL 
dryers other fir angers tofurnijh the Jame. : 
On the other fide againfl them began the table, the lieutenant of the 
Tower, accompanied with divers captain? of foot -bands andjhot. At the 
nether end of the hall began the table, the high butler, the panter, clerks cf 
the k teh n, mafler-cook of the privy kitchin, furnijhed throughout with the 
Jouldicrs and guard of the prince : all which with number of inferior offi- 
cers placed and Jerved in the hall, befides the great refort of (hangers, I 
/pare to write. 

Die prince Jo ferved with tender meats, fioueet fruih and dainty del'cate*. 
confeclioned with curie us coekery, as it J'eemed wonder a world tl ob/erve 
the provifion ; and at every courfe the trumpetters blew the couragious blafl of 
deadly war, with noije of drum andfyfe, with the Jweet harmony of violins y 
fackbutts, recorders, and Cornetts, with other injtruments of mufiok, as it 
Jtemed Apollo 5 harp had tuned their Jtroke. 

Thus the hall was Jerved after the moft antient order of the- iflanJ; in 
commendation whereof 1 Jay, 1 heew alfo feen the fervice of great princes,, 
in J'olemn Jeafons and times of triumph, yet the order hereof was not infe- 
rior- to any 4 

But to proceed; this henhaught Palaphilos, even bbfore the Jecond courje 
came in, Jtanding at the high table, Jaid in this manner, The mighty Pa- 
laphilos, prince of Sophie, high conftable marfhall of the Knights 
Templars, patron of the honourable order of Pegafus; and therewith 
cryeth a largefs. The prince, prayfing the herehaught, bountifully rewarded 
him with a chain to the value of an hundred talents* 

, I affure you I lemguijh for want bf cunning ripely to utter that I Jaw 
Jo orderly handled appertaining to fervice \ wherefere 4 ceaje and return to 

mypurpofe. 

The Jupper ended and tables taken up, the h ; gh conftable ro/e, and a whifo 
fiood under the place of honour, where his achievement was beautifully em- 
broidered; andadvijed of Jundry matters with the ambajfadors of foreign* 
nations* as he thought good, till Palaphilos king of armes came in, his here- 
haught mar/hall, and purfivant before him ; and after followed his mejjfen- 
ger andcaligate knight ; who putting of his coronal, made his humble obey- 
Jance to the prince, by whom he was commanded to draw neer and under- 
fiand his pUa/ure ; Jaying to him in few words to this ejfec? ; Palaphilos, 
feeing h hath, pleated the high Pallas to think me to dement the 
office of this place ; and thereto this night pail vouchfafed to defcend 
from heavens to incrcaie my further honour-, by cieating me knight 
of the order of Pegafus ; as alfo commanded me to join in the fame 
fociety fuch valiant gentlemen throughout her province, whofe liv- 
ing honour hath belt defarved the fame, the choice whereof moft apt- 
ly belongeth to your fkill, being the watchman of their doings and re- 
gifter of their deferts ; I will ye choofe as well throughout our whole 
armyes, as elfe where, of fuch fpecial gentlemen, as the god® hathr. 
appointed, the number of 24, and the names of them prefent us: 
4t)mmanding alfo thole chofen perfons to -appear in our prefence in 
knightly habit, that with conveniency we may proceed in our purpofe- 
T/us done, firfaphilos obeying his princes commandment, with 24 valiant 
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knights, all apparelled in long white vejtur$s t with each man a fcarf of 
Pallas colours, and them prefenttd with their names to the prince, who allow- 
ed well his chai/e, and commanded him to do his office ; who, after his duty 
to the prince, bowed towards theje worthy perjonages, /tanding every man 
in his antkntfy' as he had born armes in the field, and ■ began to Jhew his 
prince's pleafure ; with the honour of the order* 

Other particulars toutHng theft grand Chrijlmajfes extracted 
out of the accompts of the houft. 

FIRST, it hath been the dutv of the ftewaid to provide five 
fat brawns, veffels, wood, and other necefTaries belonging to 
the kitchin; as alfo all -manner of fpices, flelh, fowl, and other 
cates for the khchtu. 

The office of the chief butler to provide a rich cupboard of plate, 
filver and parcel gilt ; feven dozen of filver and gilt fpoons ; twelve 
fair fait cellars, likewife filver and gilt; twenty candlefticks of 
the like* 

Twelve fine large table-clolhes, of damafk and diaper ; twenty 
dozen of napkins-fuitable, at the leall ; three dozen of fair large tow- 
els ; whereof the gentlemen fewers, and bufelers of the hotrfe, to have 
every one of them one at meal- times during their attendance. Likewife 
to provide carving knives ; twenty dozen of white cups and green 
potts ; a carving table ; torches ; bread ; beer, and ale. And the chief of 
the butlers was to give attendance on the higheft table in the hall, 
with wine, ale, and beer: and all the other butlers to attend at the 
other tables in like fort. 

The cupbord of plate is to remain in the hall on Chriftmas day, 
St. Stephen's day, and New year's day from breakfaft time ended, 
until after fupper. Upon the banquetting night it was removed in- 
to the buttery; which in all refpe&s was very laudably performed. 

The office of the conftable marfhal to provide for his employ- 
ment, a fair gilt compleat harneys, with a neft of fethers in the 
helm; a fair pole-ax to bear in his hand, to be chevalroufly ordered 
on Chriftmas day and other days, as afterwards is fhewed: touch 
ing the ordering and fettling of all which ceremonies, during the faid 
grand Chriftmas, a fblemn confultation was held at their parliament 
in this houfei in form following : 

Firft, at the parliament kept in their parliament chamber of this 
houfe, on the even at night -of £>t. Thomas the Apoftle, officers are 
to attend, according as they had been long before that time, at a 
former parliament named and elected to undergo feveral offices for this 
time of folempnity, honour, and pleafaunce : of which officers, thefe 
are the moft eminent; namely the fteward, Marlhall, Conftable 
marihall, Butler, and Mafter of the Game. Thefe officers are m 
known and elefted in Trinity Term next before ; and to have k- 
ledge thereof by letters, if in the country, to the end thf aow- 
prepare themfelves againft All Hallontide ; that if fuch nc J 
oncers happen to fail, others may then be chofen m the* •< m,nate( * 
The other officers are appointed at other times heercr Chr ^ m ^j£ S * 
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If the fteward, or any of the faid officers named in Trinity Term, 
refufc or fail, he or they were fined every one, at the diicrction ot 
the Bench; and the officers aforenamed agreed upon. Ar»d at fuch a* 
parliament, if it be fully refolvecf to proceed with fuch a grand 
Chriftmas, then the two yongeft but lei* mull light tw> torches and 
go before the bench to the upper end cf the hail ; who being fet 
down, the antientefl bencher delivercth a fpecch, briefly, to the 
whole fociety of the gentlemen then prefent, touching their conftnt 
as afore: which ended* the eld e 11 butler is to pubfiih all the officeis 
names appointed in pailiament; and then, i* token of joy and good 
liking, the -bench and company pafs beneath the harti and ring a 
carroll, and fo to boyer. 

Christmas Evk. 
The marlhall at dinner is to. place at the higheil tables end, and 
next to the library, all on one fide thereof, the mcft antieru; perfons 
in the company prefent; the dean of the chappel next to him; 
then an antient, or bencher beneath him. At the other end of the 
table, the fewer, cupbearer, and carvef. At the upper end of the 
bench-table the Icing's ferjeant and chief butler: and when the ftew- 
ard hath ferved in, and fet on the table the firft mefs, then he is alio 
to fit down. 

Alfo at the upper end of the other table, on the other fide of 
the hall, are to be placed the three mailers of the revels : and at the 
lower end of the bench table are to fit the king's attorney, the ranger 
of the foreft, and the mailer of the game. And at the lower end of 
the table on the other fide of the hall, the fourth mailer of the re- 
vels, the common ferjeant, and conftable-marfhal. And at the upper 
end of the utter- barrifters table, the marihal fitteth, when he nath 
ferved in the firft mefs : the clerk of the kitchen alfo,* and the clerk 
of the fowce-tub, when they have done their offices in the kitchen, fit 
down. And at the upper end of the clerk's table, the lieutenant 
of the Tower and the attendant to the buttery are placed. 
* At thele two tables laft reherfed, the perfons there may fit upon 
both fides of the table ; but of the other three tables, all are to fit 
upon one fide. And then the butlers or Chriftmafs fervants are firft to 
cover the tables with fair linnen table-cloths ; and furnifh them with 
ialt-cellers, nankins, and trenchers, and* a filver fpoon. And then 
the butlers of the houfe muft place at the fait celler, at every faid 
firft three higheil tables, a Hock of trenchers, and bread ; and at 
the other tables, bread onely without trenchers. 

At the firit courfe the minftrels muft found their inftruments, and 
go before ; and the fteward and marihal are next to follow together; 
and after them the gentleman fewer ; and then cometh the meat. 
Thoft three officers are to make altogether three folempn curte- 
fics, at three feveral times, between the ikreen and the upper tab'e ; 
beginning with the firft, at the end of the benchers table ; the fecond 
at the midft; and the third, at the other end; and then Handing 
by tie. fewer performeth his office. 

When the firft table is fet and ferved, the ftewards table is next to 

be 
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be fervcd; after him the mailers table of the revells; then that 
of the mailer of the gam*. The high conftable-marthall ; then the 
lieutenant of the Tower; then the utter-barriflers table; and laftly 
the clerks table : all which time the mulick mull Hand right above 
the harth fide, with the noife of t.heir mulick ; their faces direct to- 
wards the highell table ; and tl^at done, to return into the buttry, 
with their mulick founding. 

m At the fecond courfe every tal?k is to be £rved asat the firfl courfe, 
in every refpeft ; which performed, the fervitors and muficians are to 
refort to the place alligned for them to Sine at • which is the vale&s 
or yeomans table, beneath the fkreen. Pinner ended the muficians 
prepare to fing a fong at the highelt table ; which ceremony accom- 
panied, then the officers are to addreis themfelyes every one in their 
olttce, to avoid the tables in fair and detent manner, they beginning 
at the clerks table ; thence proceed to the next ; and thence to all 
the others,, till the highell table, be folempnly avoided. 

Then, after a little repofc, the pcrfons at the highell table arife, 
and prepare to revels ; iri which time, the butlers and other fcrvitors 
with them, are to dine in the library 

At both the doors in the hall are porters to view the comers 
in and out at meal times : to each of them is allowed a call of 
bread, and a candle nightly after fupper. 

At night before fupper arc revels and dancing; a ad fo alfo after 
fupper, during the twelve oUies of Chrillmals. The antienteft 
mailer of the revels is after dinner and fupper to ling a caroll or 
fong, and command other gentlemen then there prcfent to ling with 
him and the company, and fo it is very decently performed 

A repall at dinne* is — — — — 8 d. 
.Christmas Day.- 

Service in the church ended, the gentlemen prefcntly repair into 
t)>e hall to breakfait with brawn, muftard, and malmfey. 

At dinner, the butler appointed for the grand Chrillmas is to lee 
the tables covered and furnilhed ; and the ordinary butlers of the 
noufe are decently to fet bread, napkins, and trenchers in good form 
at every table, with fpoones and knives. 

At the full courfe is ferved in a fair and large bore'shead upon 
a filver platter, with minllralfye. Two gentlemen in gownes are to 
attend at fupper, and to bear two fair torches of wax, next be- 
jfore the muficians and trumpetters, and Hand above the fire with 
the mulick, till the firfl courle be ferved in, through the hall; which 
performed, they with the mulick are to return into the buttery. 
'The like courfe is to be obferved in all things during the time of 
Chrillmafs. The like at fupper. 

At fervicc time this evening, the two youngeft butlers are to bear 
two torches in the genealogia. A repall at dinner is 12 d. which 
grangers of worth are adrjijtted to take in the hall; and luch are to 
oe placed at the dffcretion, of the marfhall. 

B$ St. 
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St. Stxphsx Y Day. 

The butler appointed for Chriftmafs is to fee the tables covered, 
and furnifhed with falt-fellers, napkias, bread, trenchers, and fpoo'ns. 
Young gentlemen of the houfc are to attend and ferve till the latter 
dinner, and then dine themfelves. 

This day the fewer, carver, and cup-bearer, are to ferve as afore. 
After the firlt courfe ferved in, the tonftable-marihall cometh in- 
to the hall, arrayed with a fair, rich, compleat harneys, white and 
bright, and gilt, with a neft of fethers of all colours upon his creft 
or helm, and a gilt pole-axe in his hand : to whom is affociate the 
lieutenant of the Tower, armed with a fait white* armour, a neft of 
fethers in his helm, and a like pole-axe in his hand ; and with them 
lixteen trumpetters, four drums and fifes, going in rank before them . 
and with them attendeth four men in white barneys, from the middle 
upwards, and halberds in their hands, bearing on their Jhoulders the 
Tower: which perfons, with the drums, trumpets, and mu lick go 
three times about the fire. Then the conftable-marihall, after two 
or three curtefies made, kneeleth down before the lord chancellor, 
behind him the lieutenant ; and they kneeling, the conftable-ma*ihal 
pronounceth an oration of a quarter of an nour's length, thereby 
declaring the purpofe of his coming, and that his purpofe is to 
be admitted into his lordlhip's fervice. 

>The lord chancellor faith, He will take farther advice therein. 

Then the conftable-marihal Handing up, in fubmiflive manner 
delivereth his naked fword to the fteward, who giveth it to the lord 
chancellour ; and thereupon the lord chancellor willeth the marihali 
to place the conftable-marihall in his feat ; and fo he doth, with the 
lieutenant alfo in his feat or place. During this ceremony the Tower 
is placed beneath the fire. 

Then cometh in the mailer of the game, apparelled in green 
velvet, and the ranger of the foreft alfo, in a green fuit of fatten, 
bearing in his hand a green bow and divers arrows, with either of 
them a hunting horn about their necks; blowing together three 
blafts of venary, they pace round about the fire three times. Then 
the mailer of the game maketh three curtfies, as aforefaid ; and de- 
fireth to be admitted into his fervice, &c. All this time the ranger 
of the forelt llandcth dircdly behind him. Then the mafter of the 
game ilandcth up. 

This ceremony alfo performed, a huntfman cometh into the hall, 
*rith a fox and a purfenet ; with a cat, both bound at the end of a 
itafT ; and with (hem nine or ten couple of hounds^ with the blowing 
of hunting-homes. And the fox and cat are by the hounds fet upon, 
and killed beneath the fire. This fport finilhed the marihali pla- 
ceth them in their feveral appointed places. 

Then pvoceedeih the iecond courie ; which done, and ferved 
out, the common fcrjeant ddiveieth a plaufibie fpeech to the 
lord chancellour and his company, at the higheit table, how necef- 
ifary a thing it is to have officers at this prefent ; the conftable-mar- 
ihall, 
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4hall, and mailer of the game, for the better honor and reputation 
of the common- wealth -, and wilheth them to be received, &c. 

Then tire king's ferjeant at law declareth and inferreth the nece£ 
iity ; which heard, the lord chance Hour defireth refpit of farther 
advice. Then the antienteft of the matters oY the revels iingeth a fong* 
with afliftance of others there prefent,. 

At fupper the hall is to be ferved in all folempnify, as upon ChrifU 
mas day, both the fir ft and fecond comfe to the hi^heit tnble. Sup- 
per ended, the conftable-marfhall prefenteth himfelt with drums afoie 
him, mounted upon a fcaffold born by four men ; and goeth thr«5 
time* round about the harthe, crying out aloud, A Lord, A Zorjf,.&c. 
Then deicendeth and goeth to dance, occ. after he caileth his coijrt,' 
every one by name, one by one in this manner. 1

Sir Handle Rackabite of R'afcall Hail, in the county ot Rake Hell.

This done, the lord of Mi 'rule addrefleth himfelf to the banquet; 
which ended with fouie mjnftralfye, mirth, and dancing, evtry man 
departeth to reft. 

^ every mefs is a pot of wine allowed. Every repaft is 6 d.

About feaven of the clock in the morning, the lord of mifnile is 
abroad/, and if he lack any officer or attendant, he repaireth to their 
chambers, and compelleth them to attend in perion upon him, aiter 
fervice in the church, to breakfart with brawn, muftard, and walmfeyv 
After breakfaft ended, his lorcjfhip's power is in fufpence, until his 
perfonal prefence at night; and then his power is molt potent. 

At dinner and fupper is obferved the diet, and fervice performed on 
St. Stephen's day. After the fecond courfe ferved in, the king's fer- 
jeant, oiator like, declareth the dilorder of the conftabl/ marfhal, 
and of the common ferjeant; which complaint is anfwercd by the 
common ferjeant, who defendeth himielf and the conftable-marihal 
with words of grear efficacy: hereto the king's ferjwuit replyeth. 
They rjjoyn, &c. and whofq is found faulty committed to, t.he 
Tower, &c. 

• If any officer be abfent at dinner or fupper times, if it be com- 
plained of, he that fnteth in his place is adjudged to have like pu- 
nilhment, as the officer fhriuld have had being prdVnt ; and then 
withal he is enjoyned to fu,pply the office of the true abfent officer 
in all point. It any offender efcapc. from ihe lieutenant into the 
"buttery, and bring into the hall a manchet upon the point of a knife, 
he is pardoned : for the buttery fn that eaic is a fancTuary. Alter 
cheefe ferved tp the table, not any is commanded to ting.

On each fide, as his majefiy pafTed, flood the reader's fervants in 
fcarlet cloaks and white tabba doublets there being a way made 
£hrough the wall into the Temple garden ; and above them on each 
fide the bencher s ? barifters, ana other gentlemen of tlje fociety, all 
in their gowns and formalities, the loud muficfe playing from the 
lime of nis landing till ^e entred the Hall ; where he was received 
with twenty violins, which continued as long as his^ majefty flayed. 

Efinner was brought up by fifty felect gentlemen of the lbciety in 

! heir gowns, who gave their attendance all dinner while, none other 
ippcaring in the hall but themfelves ; the king and the duke of Tore 
fitting under a canopy of ftate at a table fit at the upper end of the 
|iall advanced three fteps above the reft ; the lord chancellor with the 
reft of the noblemen luting at a long table on the right fide of the 
hall ; and die reader with thofe of die fociety on the other fide* 
' On the jd 6f November following, to the farther honor of thii 
fociety, his royal highnefs the duke of York, the duke of Bucking- 
ham, the earl of Dorfet, an<J Sir William Morrice, knight, one of 
nis majefties principal fecretaries of ftate, were admitted of this 
houfe ; the duke of V ork being then called to the barr and bench. 

And on the 4th of November, Car. II. his highnefs Rupert prince 
Palatine, Thomas earl of Cleveland, Jocelyn lord Percy, John lord 
Berkley of Stratton, with Henry and Bernard Howard of Norfolk, 
Were admitted of this fociety. 

Orders and Exetcijcs then. 
'J 1 H E degrees of tables in the hall : 

1. The benchers table. 

2. The utter- barifters. 

y The inner bar table, which confifts of two for thofe of the 
matter's commons. 

And a third fhort table, at the lower end of the hall, called the 
Clerks Commons Table. 

There is alfo a table without the fkrecn, for the benchers clerks, 
called the Yeomans Table. 

Of 
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Of the clerks commons, . the aioft antient amongft them is xalfcd 
the Abbot; who is the firlt man that is to bring in the'moote into 
the library, as alio the clerks commons -cafe in the vacation, and to 
inform the re 11 what is meet to be done. 

The gentlemen of the clerks commfons did, in former trates, dailr 
ferve up the iirll mefs, from the dreflcr to the bench table, by ulc 
and cunom, *and likewife their own meat. 

When any one of the clerks commons will, T>e may be removed 
or tolted thence, unto the matters commons ; but rather than the, 
clerks commons exercife ihould iail, he is, for performance of exer- 
cife, to be retolted by the aiitient mefs at the bench table, at the end 
of the term, and the upper mefs of the bar in vacation, time. 

An inner barilter, or a gentleman of the clerks commons, is tp at ? , 
tend four vacations in like exercife and like vacations. 

Upon great feltival daies the gentlemen of the inner barr do ferve 
up into the half the firlt and fccond courfe from thedrefler, being at- 
tended on, at the fir'ft courfe, with mulick ; t.he mailer of the rcvells 
ftfllowing next to the mulick, holding a white wand in his hand ; and 
the treasurer, with another of the bench (viz. the lait* treafurer, or he 
that is to Tiave that office next) holding white Haves in their hands. 
Then foUows the fervice to the table where the lord? and judges do lit. 

The maftcr of the Temple for the time being, Itanding at one fide 
of the upper end of the table, fays grace; and if out of reading 
time (after grace faid) he takes his place and fits uppermoft, though 
any nobleman or judge, were there. But in the times of reading, tlie} 
reader hath that Jplace above any perfon whatfpever of the highest 
degree. ' _ '. ^ ; ^ 

When the clerks commons exercife in the vacation begjnnethi tire 
abbot, or aritientelt of them,' comes up to the barr table at the end 
of dinner, and acquainteth them, that the gentlemen of. the clerks 
commons have a cafe to put their mafterfhips ; and after, during the 
whole exercife of that vacation, upon Monday, Wednefday, and 
Friday, there are clerks common cafes to be argued. The gentleman 
that is t6 bring it in, as foon^as the tables in the hall be covered, and 
falt-cellers fet upon the cleijcs commons tableland that the horn 
hath blown to dinner, he that is to put the cafe layeth a cafe* fair 
Written in paper, upon the fait, giving thereby notice of the cafe to 
be argued after dinner ; which cale fo lajd upon the fait, ii any one 
gentleman of thehoufe do take up and read, he by order ©f the houfe 
is to be fufpended commons, : and to be amero'd. • ■ 

The time before any one ought to be called to the barr, by the an- 
tient Orders of the houfe, was heretofore eight years, but now redu- 
ced to feaven. And the exercife then done by him fo called (if he 
were not called ex gratia) was, by the like antient orders, 12 grand 
rnootes, which were performed at the inns of chancery, in the time 
of the grand readings ; and 24 petty mootes at the innes of Chan- 
cery likewife, in the term times, before the readers of the refpe&ive 
innes of Chancery. • Which exercifes, having been much difcontinued 
are now'ieviving, to the great advantage of young ftudents. 

: A barrilter newly called is to attend, the fix. next long vacations, 
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the ejercife of tie houfe ; viz. in lent and fummer ; and is thereupon 
fo* thofe three years called a Vacation Barrifter. 

For a vacation exercife, the firft moote, and the lafl tender of the 
moote in that vacation in the Jibrary, is always upon one argumentab^c 
"<|uere : and all the refidue of the exercife of vacations in the library 
is to betipon two argumentable points ; and befidcs, the puifhe bar- 
rifter, Rafter the cafe brought in, rspeates the pleading verbatim, and 
takes as many exceptions to the iniuftciency of the pleading, as ht 
can ; and-all this ex tempore. 

The fecond barriiler anfwers thoie exceptions taken by the firft; 
and takes as many more exceptions as he can ; and -then argues the 
j>oints in law contrary to the firft barrifter's argument. 

The third barrifter is to repeat all the exceptions taken by botli 
the puifne barrifters; and thofe which he conceives to be good in 
]aw, he allows ; and diffa Hows of the contrary. Then, if he finde 
any more exceptions than were formerly moved, he fhews thofe ex- 
ceptions, <and then argues the points in law, as he takes the law to 
be in his own opinion. Immediately after the argument ended ia 
the library, as aibre, the barrifters repair to their table in the hall, 
and fit there according to their antiquity *, to whom the inner barr, 
and thofe that brought in the cafe, refort ; and there, the moft ma* 
terial exceptions fpok en of in the library, are again touch't : and if 
any material exceptions were admitted by the barrifters into the li- 
brary, then it may be moved there ; and there the gentleman that 
brought in the cafe may make anfwer to the exceptions that were 
taken, and maintain the pleading to be good in law, notwithitanding 
thofe exceptions, if he can. 

The utter barrifter vacationers have the rule, ordering, and govern- 
ment of the houfe in vacation times, if the treafurer and benchers 
be abfent. 

The eve next before the reading -begins, the reader takes his place 
at the upper end of the bench table, in the treafurer's place and 
fupper ended, the antienteft utter barrilter in commons brings in a 
cafe at the bench table, which the reader and benchers are to argue, 
if they will. And then, after riling from the table, the reader firft, 
and next all the benchers and gentlemen follow, and come to the 
place between the buttry door and backfide of the lkreen in the hall, 
where the reader, by fome plaufible words or houfe-fpeech, declares 

Siblicly the ftatute whereon he purpofeth to read the next day. Then 
e antienteft bencher, by another plaufible houfe-fpeech, commends 
Mr. Reader's diiiretion in the choice of his ftatute, and declares the 
defires of the whole houfe, and what great defire they have to hear 
the reader's learned conceipts upon that ftatute in his enfuing reading, 
and fo take leave and depart. 

The next morning about eight or nine of the clock the reader 
comes into the hall, followed by the judges, if any of that houfe be 
prefent, and the benchers that attend the cafe that day ; and as foon 
as the reader is fet at the table, and all ceremonies 01 curtefy made, 
the reader takes the oaths of fupremacy and allegeance, and then 
makes another houfe-fpeech, wherein he utters fome divifions and 
expofitions of the ftatute whereon he is to read. > During 
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^ During the reading time, the reader is to read every reading day, 
Jus two tuft cafes twice, if tfye barrifter; who is to argue the cate, 
do defjre it : and the firft day the antienteft utter- barri iter in, com- 
mons is to take the reader's cafe, and is to argue it. And the readers 
i sines of Chancery, and the vacationer utter-barrifters, one after In- 
other, are to take the reader's cafe in the morning every reading day, 
and the antienteft bencher or tie antienteft of the judges then prefent, 
who are to argue the readers cafe (if they will) may put the utter- 
barrifter, appointed to argue that morning, to any other of the read- 
er's cafes; after whom, the judges and benchers argue according to 
their antiquity, the puifne bencher beginning firft ; and fo every one af- 
ter another, till the antienteft judge or bencher have argued the cafe ; 
all which }9 to be done e^tMf>ore pro if con. And laftly, the reader 
to anfwer the objections made againft his conclufton, to {hew his opi- 
nion of his cafe, as he takes the law to be; and fo conclude that 
morning's reading. 

Immediately alter £he morning's reading ended, the reader delivers 
kis oaper of cafes,, for that morning, to the puifne vacationer utter- 
bamfter ; who is to argue one of thole cafes which he likes beft, im- 
mediately after dinner, at the bench table end ; and the puifne bar- 
rifter, and all the other barrifters attending the reading, refort to- 
gether to break the cafe, and bpen jthe point* to the faid puifne l>ar- 
rifter, and then he argues the cafe at the bench table after dinner ; 
and after him, every bencher prefent argues the cafe fro ^ con. And 
laftly, the reader concludes the argument with his opinion, as he 
takes the law ; and fo the exercife is continued every reading day, 
which is doled up by the antienteft of the bench ; and then the reader, 
with congratulatory houfe-fpeeches, each to other for their company, 
pains, and attendance, colls, and charges. 

If in reading time, or other times of exercife, there fail to be luf- 
ficient attendance upon the exercife, the reader, benchers, and utter 
barrifters refpe&ivety may amerce the abfents, diffolve the exercife 
for that time, and fo depart. 

Before any moote in the hall after fupper, the benchers^ go all be- 
hind the (kreen as afore, and there break the cafe, which is to be ar- 
gued then forthwith in the hall ; and they have power to over-rule the 
cafe, as not argumentable ; and that over-ruling is termed a Failer ; 
and the whole inner barre is to be amerced, unlcfs they presently 
plead and argue another cafe of the fame learning ; which, if the 
benchers that fit approve of, the amercement is faved. 

Although the reader at the firft week's end, or fortnight's end, do 
end his reading, yet there is exetcife in the houfe or abroad, by read- 
ers or vacationers, untill the end of the whole reading month, as if 
the reading had fo long continued, fiut if no reading at all be in 
the houfe, yet are the readers of innes of Chancery, and the gentle- 
men of the inner barr, to hold the grand mootes, io long time as any 
other reader of any other the three innes of court do continue their 
reading, except in time of mortality. 

At the benchers parliament on St. Thomas's day (before Chriftmas) 

at 
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at night, all the gtand officers for the grand Chriftmafs are openly 
fummoned and called in the hall, and merced for their default of 
non-appearance. 

In the term time certain cafes, called bench-table cafes/ are at 
certain days brought in by the utter-barrifter, and argued by four of 
the puifne benchers ; unlefs it pleafe the treafurer or the auntient 
bencher then prefent, either to over rttle the cafe, or, elfe to take it 
up ; and the benchers are to x chufe the fide whereon to argue, with 
and'againft the action ; and fometimes the benchers make the uttcr- 
barriftcrs afterwards to put a third cafe* and to argue againft the 
action. 

All the bench table, . every meal, and the antienteft mefs of the 
utter-barr, muft ilfo battle every meal, by order of the houfe. 

After fupper, on that night the ileward's drinking is, the auntient* 
eft utter-barrifter in commons is to put one of the reader's cafes to 
the reader, in the prefence of the reader's guefts : and this cafe it 
ftldom argued by the utter-barr iller, but the reader makes a houfe* 
lpecch, and takes up the cafe. 

At the election 01 readers for inns of chancery the order is, that 
the laft reader of the inne of chancery, neer the time of reading, de- 
livers to the bench, at dinner, the names of fix utter-barriilers that 
have, not vet read ; out of which numbci the bench makes choice of 
three, and fends the names of thofe three to the inns of chancery, who 
choofe one of thofc to be their reader ; only to Lions inne they, fend 
the whole fix. . • 

/ The three grand days are Allhallown, Candlemafs, and Afcenfion- 
day, whereof Allhallown and Candlemafs are the chief, for coil, lb- 
lemnky, dancing, revelling, and muiick, guided by a mailer of the 
revells in form following : 

Firil the folemn revells (after dinner and the play ended) begun by 
the ivhole houfe, judges, ferjeantsat law, benchers, the utter and inner 
barr, and they led by the mailer of the re veils ; and one of the gea« 
tlemen of the utter-barr are chofen to fing a long to the judgts, fcr- 
jeants, or mailers of the bench, which is ufually performed, and jn 
default thereof there may be an amerciament *, then the judges and 
benchers take their places, and fit down at the upper end of the hall: 
which done, the utter- barriilers and inner-ban illers perform a fecond 
folemn reveil before them. 

Which ended, the utter-barriilers take their places and fit down ; 
fome of the gentlemen of the inner-barr do prefent the houfe with 
dancing, which is called the poll revells, and continue their dances 
till the judges or bench think meet to rife and depart. 

A fpecial admittance into this fociety is 6/. 131. %d. upon favour \ 
then lefs, as the treaiiirer and mailers of the bench do fet down. 

A general admittance is 65. 

The admittance of a iludent, certified to have been in commons 
two years, and during that time kept the exercifes of the houfe, paid 
all duties there, and been of good behaviour, and fo fignified by the 
principal and reader for the time being, of any inn 01 chancery, ia 
cplji go* The

The mailer commoners are called from the clerks commons, is by 
the mailers of the bench, when it is petitioned, and the time ex- 
pired to fit any longer on the clerks fide. 

Thcie mailer commoners having for the fpace of about eight years 
commendably perform'^ exercifes in the terms, readings, and vacati- 
ons, and according to the orders of the houfe, are by the' bench call'd 
thence to the barr table, for their fufficiency and merit. 

The utter-barriilers, or he that fits at that table, being reputed a 
perlbn able and fit to remove to the bench, is by parliament there 
thence called to the bench. 

Tht Church belonging io the Inner Temple and Middle 

Temple. 

TO this there did antiently fcveral prieits belong, who had a hall 
and lodgings affigned to them, as appears by fome tefiimonial* 
of Hen. VI i. time. 

But fince the difiblutiori of the hofpitalers (temp. Hen. VIII.) 
there hath been a divine, by name of a mailer or cuilos, conllituted 
by the king, letters patents, who hath adminiilred the facraments, 
and performed other divine fervice therein, without any inltitution or 
induction, as in other churches by the bifhop. 

There are certain buildings on the eail part of the church yard in 
part whereof he hath his lodgings, and the rell he letteth-out to ilu- 
dents. His dyet he hath in either houfe at the upper end of 'the ben- 
chers table, being the reader's place. 

Befiders the mailer, there is a reader, who readeth divine fervice 
each morning and evening ; for which he hath hi* falary from the 
mailer. 

And 
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And of late years, there hath been a lecturer maintained at the 
etyual charge or both houfes (viz. Inner and Middle Temple) who 
preachetheverjr Sunday afternoon} and be fides Sol. per annum from 
each houfe, and convenient lodgings, hath his diet at the bencher* 
table, in- which houfi he pleafeth. 

G H A P. V. 
, Jnncs v£ Qbatwery belonging to the Inner Tempk. 

Cliffords Inne. 

THIS houfe was antientlv belonging unto the honourable family 
of the barons Clifford £from whom the late earls of Cumber- 
land did defcend) and being their habitation' here in London, had 
thence the name of Clifford's Inne. 

The firft of them that pofleft it was Robert de Clifford* who had 
the inheritance thereof by grant {a) from king Edward the fecond 24 
Febr. in the }d year of his reign ; to hold by the fervice of one peny, 
to be paid into the exchequer at Michaelmais ; by which grant it ap- 
peareth, that it had been before that time the houfe of Malculine de 
Harley, efcheator to king Edward the firft on this fide Trent, and 
came to that king's hands for certain debts due to him from the laid 
Malculine* 

After the death of which Robert de Clifford, Ifabell his widdow 
dimifed it in 18 Edw. tertii to the Students of the law (apprentices 
de banco are the words of the record) for the yearly rent of 10I. fo 
that fince that time, firft by leafe, and afterwards by a grant thereof 
in feefarm to Nicholas Sulyard, efq; principal of this houfe, Nicholas 
Guybon, Robert Clinche, and other the then feniors thereof, in con- 
federation of fix hundred pounds, and the rent of 4I. per annum, as 
I have heard, it hath continued to be a manfioivfor the lawyers, and 
called an Inne of Chancery. 

CHAP. VL 

Clements Inne. 

THIS had doubtUfs its name, from Handing near unto St. 
Clements Church, or St. Clements Well, and was an i^an of 
Chancery, or houfe wherein ftudents of the law had rcfidcricein king 
Edward the fourth's time, as may feem by the book (b) of entries, 
from the record of Mich. 19 E. IV. fol. 61. titulo Mifnonier ; where 
the defendant, to {hew that he was not named of the right place of 
his abode, pleaded thus^-afa//, qucd tempore impetrationig,br*vis % fuit

VIII. (as I have heard) Oantlowe'* right and inter- 
eft therein was patted to William Holies, citiaen of London Rafter- 
wards knight and lord mayor of that city') and from him is defcended 
to the right honourable John earl of Clare, of whom this foaicty 
dp hold it. 

CHAP* VII. 
Lion's htne. 

THAT this was an iane of chancery in Ling Hen. V* time, the 
old books of the fie wards accompts do iEew} but how long 
before is uncertain. 

CHAP. VIII. 
The Middle TctrtpU. 

Th$ BviXDijfos. 

OF thefe, the moft antient, now remaining, is the great gate to- 
wards Fleet-ftreet commonly called the Middle Temple gate ; 
this, as the hiftory of Cardinal Woolfey's life (c) (written by Mr. 
Cavcndifh, one of his gentlemen ufhers) teftifieth, was built by Sir 
Amias Paulet, knight, about the 7th year of king Henry the eighth, 
who being, upon an old grudge, fent for up by the cardinal, and 
commanded not to depart London without licenfe, lodg'd in this gate- 
houfe, which he re-edified and fumptuoufly beautified on the outfide, 
with the cardinal's arms, hat, cognifance, badges, and other devices, 
in a glorious manner, thereby hoping to apneaie his difpleafure. 

But the fatreft ftru&ure belonging to this noufe is the hall, it being 
very large and ftately ; the firft preparation (J) whereunto was in the 
year 156a {5 Elix.) though not finiihed (e) till the year 15*73 (14 
klis.) Mr. Edmund Plowden being conftituted treafurer (f) tor that 
Work. 

The next whereof I find mention, are thofe (called then the Brick

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^Buildings) which I fuppofe to be the fame that now pafsby the name 
of the Brick-Court northwards from the hall towards the charge 
{g) whereof Thomas Daniel, fometime treafurer of this houfe, be- 
itowed no froall coft in II Ehz. 

. In 17. Eliz. the new (krecn in the hall- was (Ji) made; towards 
which every matter of the bench was afleffed at 20s. every mafter of 
the utter-bar, officer, and common attorney at 105. and each perfon 
*lfe of this iociety k at 6s 8d. 

It fecms that the fa brick of .the hall did put the houfe much in 
debt ; and that it was not diicharged of divers years after ; for in 17 
tiht. (16 Junii) there was an order (7) made in their parliament ; that, 
forafmuch as by one decree, made 8 Febr. 1 3 Eliz. the old penfions had 
been augmented for three years then next following, towards the pay- 
ment thereof", and hy ani ther, iji their parliament held 10 Febr. 16 
Eliz. that they had been augmented one year more, to the fame pur- 
pofe and that all thefe helps were not fufricient ; that the augmen- 
tation of the faid penfions fhould continue yet one year longer! 
- In 9 Jac. certain Brick /buildings adjoinirig to the eaft fide of the 
Middle Temple gate were eredted (k) by Sir Walter Cope, and Sir 
* Arthur Gorge, knights. . . , , 

. -And in 10 Jac. (an. 1612) thofe alio of brick in the Vine Court, 
over the cloyfters three lfories high, by (/) Francis Tate, efq; a per- 
ibn of great learning in the laws, and eminent for his knowledge in 
antiquities. > 

In 13 Jac. thofe buildings of brick near the Middle Temple gate, 
called Luther's Buildings, were made (m) by Anthony Luther, an 
utt«r-barriftcr of this houfe. 

r In I Car. I. (an fcii. 1625) were erected (w) thofe fair brick build- 
ings-adjoining to the hall ; and the next year following, thofe (0) 
brick buildings the Pump Court. 

In an. 1629 (fcil. 5 Car. I.) there was an order ( p) made (19 Junii) 
for pulling dow,n that.fabrick erected by Sir Walter Cope and Sir 
Arthur Gorge before- mentioned, and to rebuild it that next vaca- 
tion. 

And in the next year following (viz. an. 1630, 6 Car. I.) were erect- 
ed thofe lodgins of (q) brick on the eail fide of the Middle Temple 
Lane : thofe alfo in Elm Court, and (r) over the church porch. 
. In an. 1631 (7 Car. I.) was the building (5) by the church in the 
Inner Temple. Lane made ; and in an. 1637 ( x 3 Car. ^ tne re ^ °^ 
the brick buildings (/) in the Pump Court; and (w) between the 
Vine Court, and Middle Temple Lane Were fet up. 
A particular charge of the laft great buck buildings erected between 

Elm Coutt, Pump Court, Vine Court, and the Middle Temple 
_ Lane, which was begun to be buildcd an. 1638, when Sir Kicbaid

Towards this fum of 4668I. its. 0,d. there were colle&ed, not 
full out 2300I. by or amongit the gentlemen that were builders ; ev^iy 
one depofing Sol. for a whole chamber, and 40I. for a, half chamber ; 
■the reii of the charge went out or the treafury*, which did put the 
Jiouie much in debt. 

Befides the old materials of the former buildings, timber, (tone* 
lead ? v glafs, bricks; tiles, &c. which could not be fo little of value 
as 331I. 9s, id. which were wrought in again. The old buildings

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were much more fpacious than the new, but not fo high builded, it 
being five itories high, befides the cellar-chambers. 

There hath fmce that been, built in the Middle Temple Lane, a 
good fair fabrick, but the firft ftory thereof was only ot brickwork ; 
it was elected an. 1653. 

And fince that one other very large, high, fpacious brick buildirig 
in Efiex Court, on the weft iide and north end thereof, an. 1656. 

Orders for Government. 

IN ioEliz. (2 Junii)it was ordered, («) that whofoever had been 
of an inne of Chancery belonging to this houfe, ihould pay 40s. 
only for his admiflion into this fociety; but if he were of any other, 
then to pay 5I. and if of no inne of Chancery 61. 13s. 4d. 

And in 30 Eliz. by an order (>) made 30 Junii, it was deereed, that 
fuch ftudents of New Inne who ihould be defirous to be of this fel- 
lowfhip of the Middle Temple, after fuch time as they had mooted 
and done their exercife of learning in the faid houfe of New Inne, 
Ihould have their antiquity in this houfe, notwithftanding their conti- 
nuance and being in commons in New Inne: provided always that 
they bring a true certificate of their mooting and exercife* under the 
reader and principal's hands of the houfe for the time being, before 
their names be entered in the book of admittances; or have antiquity 
in this houfe ; and the fines for their admittances to be refpited untiU 
their coming into commons in this houfe ; and to ferve their vacations, 
and to pay their penlions prefently upon their coming into commons 
in this noufe, and not before. 

In 2 Jac. (25 Jan.) there wa(s a confirmation (c) of an order made 
here in parliament, 1 2 Maii 27 Eliz. viz. that none ihould be admitted 
to be afibciate with the bench, at the bench table, exceot he did firft 
pay the fum of ten pounds at the leaft, in plate, or fucn like provi- 
sion for the faid bench tables, if he were no reader. 

In 1 Eliz. (3 Nov.) it was decreed (d) in their parliament, by com- 
mand frpm the judges, that the utter- barrifters who did then praftifey 
or did afterwards purppfe fo to do, fhould not prefume to plead at any 
barr untiU they were of 12 years ftandin?, and with the bcenfe of the 
benchers, upon pain of expulfion out of this fociety: provided* that 
they might be of councel with their clyents, and come with them to 
the barr, upon, their bufineffes already begun. How long this decree 
was obferved I have not feen ; but in 11 Jac. (23 Apr.) there was an 
order (e) made that none ihould be. called to the barr under feven 
years ftanding. 

In 4 & 5 Ph. & M. it was ordered, (f) that none of this fociety 
fhould thenceforth wear any great bryches in their hofes, made after 
the Dutch, Spanifh, or Almon fa (hi on ; or lawnde upon their capps, 
or cut doublets, upon pain of 3s. 4(1. forfaiture for the firft default,

WHEREAS for the good government of the innes of court, it 
hath been lately advifed and required by the judges, by com- 
mand from his majefty fignified unto them by the lords of his majefties 
moil honourable privy councel, amongit other things, That every 
gentleman of the feveral locieties in commons fhall once every year at 
the leail receive the fyoly communion ; that no gentleman, foreiner, 
dilcontinuer, or other not of the focieties, lhali be permitted or air 
lowed to lodge in any of the laid focieties ; that, no common attorney 
or folicitor be hereafter admitted of any of the four inne> or* court ; 
that no utter- barriiter publickly pra&ife at any barr at Weftmi after, 
untill he have been three years a^t the barr. That none be admitted 
to the barr under eight y*ars continuance, and fuch as have kept ex- 
ercifes in the houfe, and at the innes of Chancery, according to the 
orders of the houfe : and that when the bench fhall find the number 
of fit and learned itudents, of honeft condition and well deferving 
the fame. That no gentleman of any houfe fhall come into the feve- 
ral halls or places of publick prayer with hats, cloaks, boots, fpurs, 
fwords, or daggersj or fhall wear long hayr and that every utter- 
barrifter and other gentleman do give due lefpectand reverence to the 
readers, benchers, and antients or every houfe : the matters of the 
bench conforming themfelves to the grave advice of the faid judges, , 
and in obedience to his majeftie's command, and finding all the faid 
particulars agreeable to the antieut orders and conJtitutions of this 
houfe, have agreed arid ordered concerning the fame, in manner and 
form as folio weth : , . 

1- That every gentleman of the houfe, by the fecond communion 
in next Michaelmafs term at the fartheft, fhaU receive the holy com- 
munion in the Temple church ; and if any fhall refufe or negledt fo 
to do, to be expelled the houfe. And it is farther ordered, that the 
aft of parliamen. of this houfe, made the 8th day o{ July, 11 Jac.

2. That the orders 4 of 26 Junii, 16 Jac. 161 2, and of 20 Maii 
1631, the former forbidding any gentleman to lodg any itranger in his 
chamber, upon pain to forfeit five pounds for his firit offence, and 
to lofe his chamber for the fecond; the latter forbidding every gen- 
tleman having a chamber, to fuffer any other gentleman of the houfe 
that hath none, to lodg in the fame, without allowance of trie treafu- 
rer firit had, upon pain of five marks for every week of fuch fuffer^ 
ance ; and for default of payment thereof upon demand, the 1 lofs of 
his chamber ; that every of thefe oiders be duly obferved, and ftriftly 
put in execution. 

3. Thdt the aft of parliament of this houfe, touching none ad- 
mittance of common attorneys, made 25 Junii, 3 & 4 Fh. & M. be 
from henceforth duly obferved ; and further, that a lilt be made of 
the names of the prefent attorneys and follicitors of this houfe, and 
entered into the parliament book : and if any gentleman from hence-* 
forth, after he fhall be admitted, fhall then become an attorney, or 
fhall pra&ife'as a common attorney or follicitor in any of his majef- 
tie's courts, fhall ipjojhfto be expelled the houfe. 

4. That whereas there have been heretofore, a ntiently, divers adfcs 
made by the preceding benchers, gotfernours of this houfe, to reftrain 
the too early practice of young barrifters, which fuit not lb well unto 
thefe times ; the mafters of the bench have therefore ordered, that no 
young barrifter prefume to take u^on him to pracYife in any of the 
courts at Weftminfter before he have been full three years at the barr 
at the leaft, upon pain to be convented before the bench, and fined, 
or otherwife dealt withall as to them in their rfjferetions fhall feem 
meet. Neither do they intend to call any to the barr hereafter, other 
than fuch as have their full time, and are otherwife qualified theife- 
unto, as the orders of the houfe do require ; and therefore they en- 
joyn the gentlemen under the barr to apply and follow their ftudies; 
to keep the cafe ; to perform their exercifes ; to order their habits 
and hayr to decency and formality, according to orders of the houfe ; 
and to yield due refpeft and obfervance to the benchers and antients, 
their govejnours, as they expect and dtfire the preferment to the de- 
gree of the barr, or otherwiie care to be lyable to the cenfure ol the 
bench, or (as the cafe fhall leqnire) to be cut off from the fociety. 

In an. 1642 (29 Apr.) thcie vras an (£) order made, that the books 
given by the lajt will and tellament of Mr. Robert Afhley, an anci-

THIRST, there is no (/) lands nor revenues belonging to the houfe, 
A whereby any learner or lludent mought be holpen and encouraged 
to iludy, by means of fome yearly Aipend or falary ; v which is the 
occasion that many a good spitt, for lack of exhibition, is compelled 
to give over and forlake lludy, befor- he hav^e any pcrfyte knowledge 
in the law, and^to tall to practifwg, and become a typler in the law. 

The AuBoryte of the Hed Officer in ther Houfe. 

ITEM, that there is in the faid houfe, yearly chofen by the elders 
of the houfe, one of the fageft of them to beie the office and 
name of Treaibrer ; and his aucloryte is to admit into the fellowfhip 
fuch as he thinketh mete : his au&oryie is to affign to fuch as are of 
the fellowftiip there their chambers and lodgings. His au£toryte is 
to gather of certen of the fellow/hip a tribute yerely of 3 $. 4^. a- 
piece, which ambng them hath the name of a pencfon, and to re- 
ceive of certain of the fellowfhip a rent of certain chambers. His 
office is alfo to pay, of the faid money, the rent due to the lord of 
St. John's, for the houfe that they dwell in ; and to pay alfo, of the 
lame money, for reparations of their chambers and houfes. His of- 
fice is alfo to pay, of the fame money, the wages or falary of the 
fervants of the houfe; as the fluard, their butlers, cooks, and other 
officers ; and yearly to yield aceompt of his receipt unto two auditors, 
wn.ich are appointed unto them by the elders of the houfe. 

The Diverfity of Fellowjhips there ; their manner of Study y 
and Preferment therein. 

ITEM, that there is in the fame houfe of the fellowfhip there, 
two companyes : the ' one called the clerks commens ; the other 
called the mailer commens. 

Item, the clerks commens are fuch young men as are admitted to 
the fellowfhip of the houfe, who during two of the firlt years, or 
thereabout alter their admiflion, ihall dyne and fup together, and fyt 
one more at a mefs than the mailers commons doth ; and tintiil they 
be called up to be of the mailers commons, they {hall not pay the 
penfion money of 35. 4^. a- piece; neither pay fo much for their < o n-, 
mens weekly as the mailers commens doth, by 6d. a piece : and they 
lerve the mailers commens of their meat, every day at dinner ana 
fupper. 

Item, that the mailers commens are fuch as have byn in the houfe 
by the fpace ot two years or thereabouts ; and then are by the elders 
of the houfe, which they call benchers, called up to the mailers 
commens, whereas they fit one lefs in a mefs than the clerks commens 
clo; and pay 6d. a week for their commens more than the clerks

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comment do ; and pay eche of them 35. 4^. yearly to the treaftrex 
for tlieif peniion. 

Furthermore,- the mafters commens are ferder divided into three 
companies ; that is to lay, no utter-barjlters, utter- bar i Iters, and 
benchers. 

Item, thofe that be no utter- bari Iters, are fuch as for lack of con- 
tinuance in the houfe, or becaufe they do not ftudy or profit in lei fl- 
ing, are not by the elders of the houfe cali'd to difpute, argue, and 
plead fome doubtful matter in the law, which among them is called 
motyng, before the benchers and elders. \ 1 

Item, the utter barri Iters art they which, after they have continued 
in the houfe by the fpace of five or fix years, and have profited U 
the ftudy of the law, are called by the elders or benchers to plead; 
argue, and drfpute fome doubtful matter in the law before certain of 
the fame benchers, in term time, or in the two principal times in the 
year of their lernings, which they call grand vacations, and the fame 
manner of argument or difyutacions is called motyng ; and thik 
making of utterrbari Iters is as, a preferment or degree given him for 
his learning. 

As alfo the benchers are thofe utter-baiifter* which, after they 
have continued in the houfe by the fpace of fourteen Or fifteen years', 
are by the elders of the houfe chofen to reade, expound, and declare 
fome eftatute openly unto all the company of the hbufe, in one of the 
two principal times of their learning, which they call their grand var- 
iations, in fummer ; and during the time of his reading, he hath the 
name of a reader, and after of bencher. 

Item, that they have two chief times of lerning with them, which 
they call their grand' vacations ; the one doth begin the firlt Monday 
in clean Lent, and doth continue three weeks and three days, in 
V/hiqh time one of the elders or benchers, that hath before time re*d 
and expounded fome eltatute, doth then read and expound fome other 
ltatute again ; the other doth begin the firlt Munday after Lammas- 
clay, and doth continue three w^eks and three days, ia which doth 
read fuch as are firlt chofen to be benchers. . J 

Item, by the old cuftom of the houfe, all fuch as are made fellows 
of the houfe, unlefs they be diipenfed withal at their admittance, are 
compelled to be perfonally prelent at the two firlt grand vacations in 
Lent after their coming: at the two firft grand vacations in fummer 
after their coming, and the two firlt Chriltmalfes that be folemnly 
kept after their comyng, upon peyne of forfaiture of 20s. for every 
detain. • 

Item, all they that are fellows of the houfe, except at the time of 
their admittance they be -difpenled withall, or for their Ternyng be 
promotyd and made utter- banilters, are compelled to exercife all 
fuch rooms and offices as they lhali be called untbi at fuch time as 
they kepe a folempne Chrillmaff, upon fuch peynes as by old cuftome, 
tiled to be afieiTcd for the rciulai ol occupying of fuch offices. 

Fui thermore, in the faa.c grand vacations, when that one of the 
elders do rede and expcniid an eitatute, fuch utter-barri Iters as are 

• • ; of 
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of long continuance do Hand in a place together, where, as they re- 
lierfe iome one opinion or faying of him that readeth, and by ajl 
wayes of leming and reafon that can be invented do impugne his opi- 
nion ; and fometimes fome of them do impugne it, and fome other 
do approve it, and all the reft of the houfe give car unto their difpu- 
tations ; and at laft the reader doth confute all their fayings, and 
confirmeth his opynion. 

Alfo in the lame grand vacations, everyday at night, except Sun- 
day, Saturday, or fome fefte of nine leffons, before three of the eld- 
ers or benchers at the left e, is pieadvd and declared in homely law 
Frenche, by fuch as are young ierners, lome doubtful matter, or quef- 
tion in the law ; which afterwards an utter- barrifter doth reherfe, and 
doth argue and ieafon to it in the law Frenche ; and after him ano- 
ther uttei -barrifter doth reafon in the contrary part, in law French 
alfo ; and then do the three benchers declare their mynds in Engliih ; 
and this is what they call motyng ; and the fame manner is oblerved 
in the term time. 

Furthermore, belidcs this, after dynner and fupper the ftudents 
and Ierners in the houfe fit together by three and three in a company ; 
and one of the three, putteth forth fome doubtfull queftion in the lay 
to the other two of his company, and they reafon and argue unto it 
in Engb'fh ; and at laft, he that putteth forth the*queftion, declareth 
his minde, alfo fhewing unto them the judgment or better opinion of 
£is boke, where h^e had the fame queftion; and this do the ftudentf 
obierye every day through the year, except feftival days. 

Alfo after the term ended, and after the two grand vacations ended, 
then the ydung men that be no utter-barrifters, do difpute and argue 
in law Frenche fome doubtfull queftion before the utter- barifters, who 
at laft do fhew their opinions in finglifh thereunto : and this manner 
of difputations is called meant vacation motes* or chapell motes. 
' Item, that the Middle- Temple doth find two readers, which arc ut- 
ter-barrifters unto two houfes of chancery ; that is to fay, Stronde- 
Inne, andNew-Inne; which readers do reade unto them upon fome 

Satute in the terme time and in the grand vacations : and they of the 
oufes of chancery do obferve the manner of difputations and motyng 
as they do* in the Temple ; and their readers do bring each of them 
two with him of the Temple, " and they argue unto it alfo. 
; And bciides this in the grand vacation time, out of the four houfes 
of court, come two and two to every houfe of chancery; and there, 
according to their years and continuance of the houfe that they be of 
which they call auncienty, they do argue and reafon to fome doubtful 
matter that is proponed, So ^that the molt you ngeft doth begyn, and 
the next to him in continuance doth follow ; and at lalt, he that 
readeth to that houfe of chancery doth declare his opinion in the 
matter that is called in queftion. i 

There is none there that be compelled to learn, and they that aVe 
learners, for the moft part, have their ftudies and places of learning 
fo fet, that they are much troubled with the noiie of walking and 
communication of them that be no learners : and in the terme time 

they 
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they ire lb unquiettcd by clients, and fervants of clyents that refbrtt 
to iuch as are attorneys and pra&ifers, that the ftudents may as quietly 
ftudy in the open ftreets as in their ftudies. 

. Item, they have no place to walk in, and talk and confer their 
learnings, but in the church ; which place, all the terire times, hath 
in it no more quietnefs than the pervyfe of Pawles, by occalion of the 
confluence of fuch as are fuiters in the law.

The Itfanher of Vunijhment of Offences and making of 

Orders. 

THERE is among them 4 no certain punifhmenf for offences ; 
but fuch offences and mifdenieanors as are committed, are pu* 
niftied by the judgment of the elders or benchers, who punifh the 
offender either by payment of money, or by putting him forth of 
commens ; which is; that he fhall take no meate nor drynke among 
the felkowihip, until! the elders lift to revoke their judgment. 

Item, at certain times in the year the benchers and mt4r*barift<$rs 
do refort together, and there they do confult and advife themieives 
concerning the caufes of their houie, and make decrees and orders 
concerning fuch things as they think meet to be reformed* in the 
houfe ; and that they call a parliament. * 

The Manner of Divine Services in the Churchy and their 
Charges thereunto. 

ITEM 1 , that they have' every day^ three maffes fa id, one after tne 
other : and the firft maiTe doth begin in the mornyttg at feaveri of 
the clocks or thereabouts. The feftivall days tfiey have mattens and 
mafte fokmnly fung'; and during' the matyns fingitig\they have 1 thSee 
mafles faid. * 

Their charges towards the falary for mete and drynke of the priefts 
is none, for they are found by my lord'of St. John's ; and they that 
are of the feUcwlhip of the houfe are charged With nothing to the 
priefts, laving that they have eighteen offring days in the year, fo that 
the charge of each of them is lbd.

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Their Order for Payment of Debts due to the Houfe. 

ITEM, if any of the fellowfhip be indebted to the houfe, other 
for his diet, other for any other duty of the houfe, he fhall be o? 
penly in the hall proclaymed ; and whofoever will pay it for him, 
lhall enjoy and have his lodging and chamber that is fo indebted. 

ApparelL 

THEY have no order for their apparell, but every man mav'go 
as him lifteth, fo that his apparell pretend no lightnefr or wan- 
tonnefs in the wearer ; for even as his apparell doth lhew him to be, 
even fo lhall he be efteemed among them. 

The Fajhion of their Houfe in the Night. 

IN the night-time they have not their gates Ihut, fo that every man 
may go in and out through the houfe all feafons of the night which 
is occaffon that their chambers are oftentimes robbed, and many o- % 
ther ihidemeanours ufed. 

library. 

THEY now have no library, fb that they cannot attaine to the 
knowledge of divers learnings, but to their great charges by the 
buying of fuch bookes as they lull to ftudy. They had a fimple li- 
brary, in which were not many bookes befides the law ; and that li- 
brary, by meanes that it Hood allwayea open, and that the learners 
had not each of them a key to it, it was at laft robbed and fpoiled 
of all the bookes in it. 

TJjeir Ufagf ii} Time qf Pefi/eme. 

IF i t happen that the plague of peftilehce be any thing nigh 
their houfe, they immediately break up their houfe, and every 
man goeth home into his country, which is a great lofs of learning ; 
for if they had fbme houfe nigh London to refort unto, they might as 
well exercife their learning as in the Temple, untill the plague were 
cca/ed. 

The State of the Houfe at this Bay. 

TftlS fociety confifteth alfo of three forts or degrees of men pro- 
feffing the laws, viz. benchers, id eji t fuch as have been readers 
(antiently called apprentices of the law) utter- bar ifters, and ftudentt 
under the barr, all which have their commons in the hall. 

The officers are thefe ; a fie ward and his fervant, one chief butler, 
four others who wear gownes, and two more inferiors, called waih- 
pots; one head-cook, an under-cook, a turn-broach, two fcullions, 
a porter, and a gardner : alj which, except the porter and gardner, 
have their diet in the houfe, and receive wages with certain vailes 
belonging to their offices* 

The porter hath his lodging under the Middle Temple gate, and 
two v Ihops there on the eaft-fide which afford him rent ; his office 

being 
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hting to fhut. and open that gate at due hours, and to keep out 
beggers and fuch loofe kind of people; as alio in vacation time tof 
fee to gentlemen's chambers that the dores be not broken. 

The fteward is to provide the ordinary diet for the houfe (extra - 
* ordinary being to be taken care fof by the iecbnd cook) and hath his 
lodging under the hall. He is allowed a fervant under hinf, be fides 
a porter or pannyerman to bring in the meat, and keep a' roll, wnereirt 
the names of all the perfons are entered, who are either in whole or 
in half commons, viz. half the week, and fucK only as take re pa its ; 
every repait being one meal in the hall, and of which two and no 
more are allowed ; for if they exceed that number it goe* for half d 
week, and accordingly they are rated at the week's end, vis: Saturday, 
when he calls up the commons in the prefence of two utter- Barifters 
in the term times, and two gentlemen under the barr in vacation time, 
who are to bverfee him and to examine his accompts, being termed 
auditors i but it belongs to the chief butler (and not to the fteward) 
to take a note of the names of fuch as arc in commons, which en- 
tered in the buttery- book, out of which the fteward makes up his 
roll, wherein if any gentleman be wronged, id eft, call in commons, 
whereas in truth he was abfent, and took no commons that week ; 
or call in whole commons, where he ought to be but half commons, 
yet he ought to pay it, the fteward's roll being a record, and figned 
by the faid auditors is a conclufion to him : his only remedy in that 
cafe being to pay an allowance of another week, or half a week, as 
the cafe talis out, in lieu thereof, which is granted to him in cale the 
error be manifefted. 

To the fteward and his fervant it belongs to ferve in the meat iri 
raeHes throughout the whole hall, except the mailers of the bench- 
table and their affociates (being like fellow-commoners rn the Uni- 
verlities) who are ferved by the fecond butler and his affiftant ; and 
the mailers of the bar, that is, the primier bar-table (confifting of 
fuch as have been readers of New-Inne, or fuch whofe puilhes have 
been readers, there) who are ferved by the fecond butler and the pan- 
yerman. 

The chief butler is to keep a buttry book, artd to enter thetein all 
fuch orders as are made by the bench at the table *, but not fuch as are 
made in parliament, for thofe are entred by the under-tfeafurer. He 
is likewife to enter the names of fuch as are admitted into commons, 
•r which are admitted into the houie by the readers in the times of 
reading, and divers other things of like nature. He alfo entreth 
the names of all fuch as perform any moot or exercife, either within 
the houfe or abroad, to the end he may give a true accompt thereof' 
when he is thereto called. 

He is likewife to provide bread and beer, as alfo green earthen 
drinking ppts, which he calls into the fteward's accompts, who 
pays for the fame ; but cheefe he provides at his own charges ; 
and after dinner cuts every man his portion, for which he hath a cer-* 
tain weekly allowance from every one in commons.' And to him it 
belongs (as aforefaid) to enter into a roll the names of all fuch as 
are in commons. He 
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^ js.alfq j^loyed to cajl any offender to jtfre french t*blc, to he 
titter puniffied or admoniflied for his offence and likewiie to prp- 
vide torches. for the foleron revells, and a white rod, and a white Jtaff 
fox the readers eledr, and others at thcfe revclls, which are the two 
next antient ii comraons then piefent in the hall; the firii of whom 
teing denominated maiter of the revells, is at <all folemn reveJJs to 
carry the white flaff, and leads the feveral dances, or antient meafure*, 
condu&ing the whole fociety (id eft, all under-bencheu) round the 
hall at thofe times ; the other is to carry the white rod or verge, and 
is called mailer of the ceremonies, who, itandbj* at the cupJboard, 
with a loud voice doth thrice fummon the mailer of the revclls to 
come forth ^nd perform that duty. 

£0, the office pf chief butler it lijcewife appertaineth to take, the « 
names of thofe that were abfent at the faid folemn revels, and to 
preijyn them to the bench; as alfo inform the bench of fuch as wear 
nats, bootes, long hair, or phe like (Cor the which he is commonly 
out of the young gentle mens favour); and to appoint fuch as in. 
term are to recite pleadings or to moot, or to perform any affigne- 
ment, and to inform the bench thereof in cafe they refufe. 

Thefe are to fee the tables throughout the hall covered, and again 
voided at the end of every meil ; the antienteil of which three attencjs 
at the bar table, and next ypon them on that fide of the hall : the 
puifne oj fifth butler attends on the other fide, and ferves the feveral - 
tables there with bread and beer. Moreover this puifne butler is to 
lay grace, DOtn before arid after every meal, which he dotK with art 
audible Voice, Handing in the term time with his face towards the 
pencil table* and in the vacations towards the bar table. 

The amienteft of thefe butlers keeps the penfion roll, and colje&s 
the penfions every term, which are five groats a term from every one 
©f the ibciety, as well ftudents and utter-barifters, as benchers ; out 
of which collection he is allowed for his paines I2d. in the pound ; 
but antiently thefe penfions were collefted termly by a gentleman of 
the fociety. . And the other of thefe butlers do collect the other rolls ; 
viz. the CJalves-head Roll, the Farfon's Roll, and other occafiona) 
rolls, ] having the like poundage for their fo doing. 

Thcfe three butlers were heretofore (as appears by an entry in the 
tu^try-book made an. 18 Eliz.) to have I2d. yearly of every gentle- 
man, for their falary ; and the chief butler was to make a roll of all 
their name,*, to be figned by the treafurer, and affixed to the penfion 
roll, for the better collection thereof : but now every gentleman un- 
der the bar pays I2d. and every barifter is. 6d. yearly ; which fumms 
are gathered yearly by the fccond butler, who [for that purpoie keeps 
a little book of the gentlemens names* and crofleth thofe that hav^ 
paid. Which collections, by an order majde an. 19 Eliz. were thus 
diitributed ; viz. the three antient butlers to have three parts thereof 
(of four %o be divided) and the two puifixe butlers the fourth ; which 
puifne bu tiers ferve, for the mpft part, to wafli pots, fill beer, and 
ferve the fame into the hall, for the eafe of the other butlers; as ajfo 
W cfeip bread, and to do fuch other fervile work. Of thefe the head 

butler 
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fcutler hath for his wages 3I. 6s* 8d. and the other four but aos. a 
piece yearly. 

The chief cook, befides his ordinary fervice in the kitchin, in 
looking to the drefling and ferving out of the meat, to his office do 
belong divers vailes *, viz. dripping and fcummings, the rumps and 
kidneys of loynes of mutton, which is the ufual flipper-meat of this 
fociety, there being feldome any other joynt ftrved in the hall. Be- 
fides, for his farther benefit, he was wont yearly every Eafter term to 
beftow upon the old fociety a breakfaft 01 calves heads, for which 
every gentleman gave I2d. or more, according to his difcretion; b.ut 
by an order made in 1 1 Jacobi thefe calves-heads ufed for breakfafts 
were turned into a dinner, which was appointed to be on the firft ana 
fecond Munday in Eafter term. And whereas heretofore the benefit 
of thefe break falls was wholy conferred on the cookes, now all other 
inferior officers of the houfe, viz. fcullions, turn-fpi,u* waib-pots, 
undcr-butlers, the panyer-man, porter, and fuch like,' do (by usurpa- 
tion) partake of the gentlemens bounty, and heretofore flood in 
rancks at the hall dore, ready (as the gentlemen paffed out of the 
hall after dinner) to receive their benevolence ; but this cuftome of 
Standing being diiliked by the fpciety, hath been laid afide above 
thirty years fince ; and in lieu thereof, there is a roll, called the Qalves 
Head Roll, inftituted, whereby every bencher is taxed yeaily at 2s. 
every barrifter at is. 6d. and every gentleman under the bar at is. 
which is a greater advantage to the faid officers and feryants, receiv- 
ing the tax now from the whole fociety (all admitted members, as well 
abfent as prefent) whereas formerly they received not a certain duty, 
but a voluntary gratuity from a few who were in commons only in, 
Eafler week ; and of them alfo but fuch as did not abfent themfelves 
from that Munday 's dinner in Eafter week. 

Befides the vailes before mentioned, the chief cook hat,h for hi*, 
yearly wages allowed him by the houfe 3I. 6s. 8d. the under-cook 
40s. yearly; the turn-broach 26s. 8d. yearly ; but the two Icullions no 
more than what they receive from the benevolence of the gentlemen. 

Tb the fecond cooke's office it belongeth to provide fpecial achates 
for the bench table, and likewise for the antiept riiefs of the ban- 
table ; as alfo of the auntients table, fuch as are paft their reading, 
and never read : which fpt\:ial achates are fuch (for the moft part) as 
the bench pleafeth to make choice of ; for the fame the benchers pay 
weekly, but the reft by the meal. 

The panyer-man, by the winding of his horn, fummons the gen- 
tlemen to dinner and fupper. He alfo provides muftaid, pepper, and 
vinegar for the^hall ; and hath for his wages yearly ^1. os 8d. and 
. the fragments of certain tables, viz. the barr-table, and thofe other 
in the middle of the hall, which he ferves, and is to attend untp. 

The gardner is allowed 61. 13s. 4d. peiv annum to drefs the gar- 
dens ; and the porter's wages is 5I. 10s. per annum. 

The chief treafurer, who is chofen yearly at the firft parliament in 
Michaelmafs term from amongft the readers, to receiye and dilburfe, 
the fi^es and revenues belonging to, the houfe, is by reaftm of hi* 
' * * 1 • office 
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office difcharged of his pen lion for that year. He is the fupreme^ 
officer of the whole fociety, upon whom the judges (whbhave formerly 
teen of this houfe, as fupervifors thereof) do call, if things be ami ft 
in the fociety, to fee the fame corrected and amended, fie admit* 
all gentlemen intb the fociety : he hath power to remit and abate s>i 
fines at ^fuch times ; as alio when they are admitted into chambers* 
and to make falc of all fuch chambers as are forfeited, or fuch as do 
fall to the houfe by the dea th of any member thereof : and if a cham-> 
ber do fo fall, he may admit any fon of his houfe (being of the houfe)' 
into fucK a chamber gratis, and without fine. He may lay out of the, 
jmblick moneys of the houfe, at his difcretion, what is convenient 
or requifite, on his own chamber (being a bench chamber) in re-edify-, 
ing, repairing, enlarging, wainfeoting, or adorning the fame. He 
hath alfo power to compound and mnigate forfeitures, houfe-duties, 
rents of tenants, arid other matters which concern the fociety *, bu£ 
he hatli nd wages, fee, or gratuity by reafon of his treafurerfhip. 
heretofore one perfon hath continued in this office two or three years, 
till by an order made in an. 39 Eliz. it was made annua^ , 

The under treasurer's office is to make entries of every gentleman's 
admittance into this fociety, or into any chamber belonging thereto; 
together with the fines paid for fuch admittances, and to take bonds, 
for them for payment of their duties. His entries are preferved in a 
book kept for that piirpofe •> and therein alfo are regiftred and pre- 
ferved all fuch orders as are made from time to time by the benck in 
their parliament affemblies. He is, by reaibn of his office, difcharg- 
ed of all penlioris, taxes, and contributions, and hath 20I. per annum 
fee or wages ; as alfo his diet, with a chamber for himfeif and ano- 
ther f^r his clark. He hath like wife the fee of 2s. 6d. per diem, as 
fupervifor of the buildings, reparations, and alterations of the 
Houfe*, and 6s. #d. upon tie admittance of a^ny gentleman into the. 
fociety, and his clark (then) ts. 6d. At every admittance into a 
chamber he hath 10s. and his clark 2s. 6d. When any barrifter is 
called and fworn of the bar, he hath 10s. and his clark 2s. 6d. be- 
fides certain other allowances arid fees for paper, parchment, writing 
books, &c. He attends on the mailers of the be*nch at all their par- 
liaments ariJ folemn affemblies, and is their clark of the parliament. 
He enters up all matters of record, is cuftos rotulorum for the focie-. 
ty and receives fees or gratuities for fearching, copying, or certifying 
of the records and orders of the houfe. 

Their parliaments are held thrice in Michaelmas term, viz. the 
firft and laft Friday of the term, and the Friday next before Allhal- 
lown-tide ; and twice in every other term, viz. the fmt and laft Fri- 
day of the term, in the evening. 

The order in keeping thefe parliaments is this ; firft the benchers 
onely, who have been readers, meet in the parliament chamber,, 
which is at the lower end of the hall, and take their places according 
to their antiquities ; then the treafurer for the time being fits at table . 
bare-headed, and reads fuch petitions, and propofeth fuch matters as 
lhall be thought convenient for the better government of the houfe 1 , 
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the under treafurer Handing bv as a*n attendant : and when the bench 
have concluded on any order, he fees to the entry of it. If they dif- 
fer in any thing, every one gives his voice apart, beginning at the 
puifrie, and fo upwards, and thereupon the molt voices prevail. Here- 
tofore none who. had^heen called to the bench to read, came to thofe 
meeting* before he had read, and was allowed by the bench-, nor wa» 
any aflociate admitted to be piefent amongft them; but of late time 
all fuch at are called up to the bench table, and do re vera intend to 
read, have place and vote in their parliaments, except only the laft 
reader himfelfj who is excluded from the firft of their parliament! 
which is held in the next term after his reading, to which he may not 
come, until it is ended, and that the barriflers (id tit, ail in com- 
mons)^ called in by the under treafurer, to have notice given them 
by the high treafurer of all new made laws and orders, or alterations 
of the old ones to which fervice they are bound by the orders of the 
houfe every laft Friday of each term (which is called a Parliament of 
Attendance) and whoibever are abfent, do forfait 3s. 4d. pro non con- 
fulundo, although they may not confult (but mull conient) when they 
meet there. 

After the reader is thus entred and placed, his laft and immediate 
predeceffor welcomes him; hither with an oration ; and accoiding to 
his merit reports of him to the reft of the mailers of the bench ; unto 
whom the reader replies in another oration, and' excufeth his imper- 
fections and inabilities 5 but is rejoyned unto by the high treafurer in 
a third oration, and, in the name of all their mallei fhips, welcom'd 
thither, and pronounced a bencher, who, from that iniiant, is as ab- 
folute as any of them. 

The admittance of ltudents into the houfe is thus : Firft, he makes 
his choice, whether he will be generally or fpecjaily admitted ; irge^ 
nerally, then he is to pay five marks for his admittance; if fpecially 
five pounds ; but formerly it hath been 61. 13s. 4d. except he were of 
an inne of Chancery, and then the fine is lefs ; viz if he hath been 
two years, his fpecial admittance is 40s. and his general 10s. When 
he hath made his election, the under treafurer brings him to the high 
treafurer, who allows of him, and fets his fine as aforefaid ; ret fome- 
time, by fpecial favour, the treafurer mitigates the fine. This being 
done, the under treafurer enters into a book the parties name, whole 
ion he is, and the day of his admittance ; then the party, and two 
others formerly admitted of the houfe, enter into bond with him, as 
his fureties, to obferve the orders, and difcharge the duties of the 
houfe ; after which the under treafurer makes him a Reciputur, which 
being. delivered to the chief butler, he is thereupon admitted into 
commons, the chief butler having as. 6d. for his fee, and the fenior 
walh-pot 6d. from him that is a new comer, at his entrance. 

Afterwards, if his admittance be general, he is bound to continue 
in common's two years vacations; and if he fail, he is then fined los. 
at the leaft for every fayler ; but if fpecially admitted, he is not then 
bound to any fuch attendance. 

His habit is a ftudent's gown, and in the term time a round cap, 
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which he wears both in the hall, and in the church. Boots and fpursV 
fwords and cloaks, are in thofe places foi bidden, as alfo extraordinary 
long hair; and lor any offence a^ainft thefe Orders he is fined. 

Ne*t to his admittance into the houfe, he is admitted into a cham- 
ber, when he can purchase the fame of any other of the fociety, or 
of the houiV, when any fajls void by death. Touching which cham- 
bers it is to be noted, that all but the benchers go two to a chamber; 
a bencher only hath the privi ledge of a chamber to himfelf. When 
any one is admitted to a chamber, it is entred generally by the under 
treafurer, that he is fo admitted fuch a day, without limitation of any 
eftateat all; yet, bj the antient ufa^e and cuftome of the hbufe, he 
hath an eftate therein for the term of his life, if he fo long continue 
in the fociety, and keep commons; for unlefs he be in commons fix 
weeks in every year, he forfaits his chamber to the houfe. But though 
he hath onely an efface for life therein, yet he hath power to fell it to- 
any other of the fociety ; and the party that buys it hath his own life 
therein, and upon his admittance payes a fine of 5I. or thereabouts; 
but if any.fb admitted dy before fale made of his chamber, it then 
falls to the houfe, who lell the fame to the beft value. 

If there be any one chamber confifting of two parts, and the one 
part exceeds the other in value, and he who hath the beft part fells 
the fame, yet the purchafer {hall enter into the worft part ; for it is 
a certain rule, that the auntient in the chamber, viz. he who was 
therein firft admitted, without refpe& to their antiquity in the houfe, 
hath his choice of either part. 

Thefe ftudents heretofore ufed, in reading times, to carry the read- 
er's meat unto the bench table ; but now that ufe is omitted: never- 
thelcfs they carry up the meat at the reader's feaft, and at the two 
other feafts, viz* All Saints, and the purification of our Lady. They 
ufed alfb poft-revels, upon thefe feaft-dayes, and every Saturday night 
"between the fa id feaits: befides mafques and other difports in the 
time of Chriftmas. 

After two. or three years, the ftndents are to perform certain ex- 
ercifes; viz. firft to recite the pleadings of fuch barrifters as moot in 
the term time ; to moot alfo in the vacation, and fhortly after to per- 
form their exercife of mooting abroad, in the, innes of Chancery, 
After the performance of all which at home and abroad, and after 
the expiration of feven or eight years, they are by the bench (amongft 
other their fellow ftudents) admitted unto the degree of utter-barri- 
Jfter ; fo that once at the leaft every two year y a dozen or more are by 
a general call prefered to this degree. This now is an ad of the 
whole bench at their parliamentary meeting; but heretofore every 
reader of the houfe made choice of fuch as he thought fit r and had 
power to call them to the bar ; viz. every fingle reader, two ; and e- 
very double reader, four; which is confirm *d by an order of the 
Jioufe, made an. 37 Eliz. 

Note, that there is no ceremony ufed in the calling of any to the 
bar, more than that their election is at the end of the parliament de- 
dared by the high treafiircr to the reft of Ue barrifters, who are then 
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called tot be, informed what the bench hath conclude^ on in that 
meeting:.- their names then entered by the under treafurer; the next 
d»y, immediately btfore dinner, they are called to the cupboard where 
the treafurer ot the houfe, with feme of the benchers affixing him, 
caufe the parties called or elected to take the oath of fupremacy, the 
one after the other *, which being done, all is ended, and they remain 
utter-barrifters- • Neyerthelefs, after this their call, it was not here- 
tofore allowed them, either to wear a bar gown openly at any bar 
in Weftminfter Hall, or to praftile the law; but to forbear, for the 
ipace of two years, and in the mean time to continue their exercife 
of mooting in the innes of Chancery. . , 

There is an exercife, befides ? to be performed by every utter-bar- 
rifter within the hqufe> in t)ie term time ; viz. to perform two feve- 
ral alignments of moots, every fuch affignment confiiting of three pjr 
four moots or exercifes, wherein they aigue fro and con. a cafe agreed 
on between themfelves, confining,, for the mofl part* ot two quefti- 
pns, three benchers, fitting as judges^ and arguing the fame cafe after 
them. Amongfj: tnefe uUer-barriflers there is one (commonly of 4- 
bout eight or nine years landing of the bar) yearly chcien to be readi- 
er flrf New I»ne, who in the time of reading doth there argue certain 
cafes? qf his own framing; which cafes are firit argued by two gentle- 
men of New Inne, and afterward by two gentlemen of every iune qf 
court, wherof one iV commonly of the barr, the other under the 
barr, who argue in their turnes, beginning with the puifne, who main- 
taineth what fide he plcafeth; the next argues againft him, and fo all 
the reft maintain tJjat conclufion which falls to their turn. LafUy, 
t.he reader himfeif argues tfce cafe,, and, delivers his conceipt and opi- 
nion,, what he thinks, in truth, the law.t^o be therein. 
. The next ftep whereunto a barifter x of this fociety afcends, is to 
the cupboard whereof there are four, who, in the reading times, 
argue in; turner thereaderY cafe, beginning at the puifne; who, of 
thofe caies which the Reader propofeth, takes hi^s choice, and is to 
argue againft the reader's conclufion ; the next, againft Kim, and the 
reft as u falls out in ,tJieir turn. Thefe four cupboard men were 
Heretofore wont to t>e the four antienteft banners or the houfe ; who 
in time, and by reafor* ot their antiquity, were to be the two next 
readers of; the lioufe ; and triis was obferved, whether they purpofed 
to bp readers or nqt,:, f but by an order of later time, no man ought 
to take upon him tp fee, a cupboard-man, unlefs he refolveth to read 
when his turn comejtk,; therefore, if any one do declare his intention 
hot to read r hp (s |fpared from the cupboard, and the next in anti- 
quity unto him is cjioien to l^cceecl in his roemth. Yet time alone 
mikes not a cupboard, nran \ for the; bench^ upon juft caufe of diflike, 
miy pafs over any whom they hold not fit for that place, and ekcfl 
Qthers next in antiquity ; which election of theirs is twice in every 
yeaj\ at the meeting of tHe. bench in parliament •, viz. in the laft par* 
liament of HilUry, term, av what time the four cupboard men, for the 
next Lent-reading are chofen ; .and declared by the treafurer ; and ir* 
the laft parliament in Trinity term, wfien, in like manner, the four 
cupboard men, for the next fumrner reading, are chofen and declared. 

Di The 
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The next degree is a bencher, then a reader, which at the fartheft 
falls out to be within two years after the parties firft admittance to 
the cupboard. 

The fe readers are likewife chofen by the bench at their afiembly in 
parliament yearly, upon Fryday before the feaft of All Saints, at what 
time the two readers for the year following are elected and declared ; 
wherein, although it be feldnme feen, but tnat the parties fo chofen be 
the two ancient cupboard men, yet the bench is not tyed to any fuch 
neceflity of choice; for if upon due confidrration c,f the eftate, learn- 
ing, quality, and carriage of the perfon, he be not thought worthy 
ot (b great a calling, the bench hath power to put him by, and to 
tle£t another in his room, notwithstanding his precedent election to 
the cupboard ; for during the time of his attendance to the cupboard, 
and before he be declared a reader, he is only in the nature of a pro- 
bationer. 

The two parties nominated as^aforcfaid, for readers, are the next 
day at dinner called to the bench table, where, from thence forward, 
they take their commons, and are to bellow upon the reft of the 
benchers and antient barrifters a certain proportion of wine for their 
firft welcome. 

On the other fide, thofe who are put by their readings remove from 
the bar table (where before they ufed to fit) unto a table called the 
. Auncients Table, oh the other fide of the hall, oppofue to the bar* 
table, where alfo they give a garnifh of wine for their welcome ; and 
from henceforth they are freed from all mootes and cxercifes in the 
houfe, and likewife from the ceremony of walking the old meafures 
about the hall at the times accuftomed. And it it no difgrace for any 
man to be removed hither ; for, by reafon of the excefRve charge of 
readings, many men of great learning and competent pra&ife, as well 
as others of lefs learning, but great eftates, have refufed to read, and 
are here placed. 

The two readers, new chofen as aforefaid, at the next feaft day of 
All Saints (on which day fuch judges and ferjeants at law as have 
ifTued out of this focicty, are highly feafted, and come in their fcarlet 
robes) are bound to give their attendance, their duty being to meet 
the judges and ferjeants at the lower end of the hall, and to conduct 
them upwards. For diftin&ion and order's fake the one of them, viz. 
the ancient, hath a white ftaff,in his hand, the other a white rod, 
with which they ufher in the meat, following next after the mulick. 
When the meat is brought to the table (which it foch folemn feafts is 
always performed by young gentlemen of the houfe under the bar) 
the one of the two new readers ele& receives every difh of the gen- 
tlemen who carried it, and placeth it on the table in decent order, the 
other (landing by to wait on the judges: and during the feaft the/ 
both, with folemn curtefies, welcome both the judges and ferjeants. 

Bcfides this, the puifne reader elects ferves every mefs throughout 
the hall, receiving it from the fteward, and placing it on the table. 
Dinner being ended, they wait on the judges and ferjeants, ulheririg 
them either into the garden, or fome other retiring place, untill thfe 
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Jiall be clcnfed and prepared ; and then they uftier them again into the 
hall, and place them in their rooms, one after another. r ihis being 
done, the ancient of the two that hath the ttaff in his hand, Hands at 
the upper end of the bar table; and the other with the white rod 
placeth himfelf at the cupboard in the middle of the hall, oppolite 
to the judges, where the mufick being begun, he callcih twite the 
matter of the revells ; and at the fecond call, ihe auncient, with his 
white itafT, advanceth forward, and begins to lead the meafiires, fol- 
lowed, firft by the barifters, and then the gentlemen unrlej the bar, 
jalfaccoiding to their fcveral antiquities ; ai;d when one meafure is 
ended, the reader at cupboard calls for another, and fo in cider. 

All fuch as are in commons under the degree of benchers (except 
.©nely^hem of the auncients table, who are pall their reading*) ought 
not to abient from folemn revells; and whoever ihey be that do ab- 
fent themftlves, do foifait, or are fineable 3s 4d. and uhrlievcr of 
the bar that are made choice of 10 carry up wafers (on grand days) to 
the judges, and do nefuie, do foifait 10s. ar.d wholoever of ihe >oung 
gentlemen under the bar that refufe, do foifait 5s. and whoibever on 
days of folerajp rebels do refufe to cany up bread and beer to the 
matters of the bench, do forfait, barifters f^s. 8d. and others 3s. 4d. 

When the laft meafure is dancing, the reader at the cupboard calls 
to one of the gentlemen of the bar, as he is walking or dancing with 
the reft, to give the judges a fong, who forthwith begins the fir It Iii.e 
of any pfalm as he thinks fitteft; after which all the reft < f the com- 
pany follow and fing with him. Whileft t^cy aie thus walking and 
linging, the reader with the white rod departs from the cupboard, and 
makes his choice of a competent number of titter-bariJters, and as 
many under the bar, whom he takes into the buttry ; where there is 
delivered unto every barifter a towel with wafers in it, and unto every 
gentleman under the barr a wooden bowl fi/lcd with ipocras, with 
which they march in order into the hall, the reader with his white 
rod going forcmott. And when thev come near to the half pace, op- 
polite to the judges, the company divide themfelves/one half (as well 
barifters as thofe under the bar) Handing on one fide of the reader, 
the other on the other fide ; and then, after a low folemn congee made, 
the gentlemen of tfye b*J firft carry the wafers, the reft with the new 
reader iiandin£ in their places. At their return they all make another 
folemn low congee, and thep the gentlemen under the bar carry their 
bowls of ipocras to the judges ; and leturning, when the judges have 
drank, they make the like folemn congee, and fo all depast, faving 
the new readers ele#, who wait, upon the judges until! tlieir departure, 
and then ulher tl>em down the hall unto the court gate, where they 
take their leaves of them. 

In the felf-lame manner they entertain the judges and ferjeants on 
Allhallown day and on the feait day of the purification ot our Lady ; 
which two feafts, viz. All-Saints and Candlemafs, are the onely fealts 
in the whole year made purpofely for the judges and ferjeants in this 
fociejy; but of later time divers noblemen have been mixed with 
jhem, and folemnly invited as guefls to the dinner, in regard they 
were formerly of the feciety. As 
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As for the charge of thefe feafts, it is caft amongft the gentlemen of 
the houfe in their commons ; no man exempt, if he be vvithm-thej 
city, though not in commons ; for in fuch cafe he is called vi/us in 
<otlla> and thai 1 pay half that week's commons wherein the fealt day 
happens, though he take none. 
.Moreover, tor a farther honour to the judges and ferjeants at law, 
two ajincient barifters of the fociety arechoien to invite them to thefe 
feafts, who to that end do repair to their feveral chambers four or live 
days before. Likewife when they are in the hall, and before they 
take their places^ twoantient utter- barifters are appointed to wait on 
them with bafms and ewers of fweet water for the wafhing of their 
hands, and two other like anticnt bari Iters' with towells. 

Befides thefe folemn revels, or meafures aforefaid, they had wont 
to be entertained with poft revels, performed by the better fort of the 
young gentlemen of the fociety, wirh galliards, corrantoes, and other 
dances, or elfe with ftage-players : the lirft of thefe feafts being at the 
beginning, and the other at the latter end of Chriftmas. But of late 
years thefe poft revells have been difufed 'both here and in the other 
innes of court. » \ • ^ , 

The next duty which thefe new readers are in time to perform, are 
their exercifes within the houfe ; which, together with the young 
gentlemen under the barr, and the new chofen readers, they perform 
in this manner : '■ 

The new barifters (as before hath been intimated) are for their de- 
gree to perform each of them two feveral aflignments of mootes ; 
which exercifes are done in the hall in the term time only, every 
f uefday and Thurfday night immediately after f upper. The cafe is 
framed with apt and proper pleadings unto it, by the two oitter-ba- 
rifters who are to perform the alignment. Thefe pleadings are re- 
cited by two gentlemen under the bar,, one of which fpeaks for the 
laintitf, the other for the defendant; which done, and the cafe 
•riefly put out of thofe pleadings;: and argued by the utter-barifters, 
three or the benchers as judges argue the fame cafe, whereof one of 
the new elected readers is a 11 waves one, they fupplying the place 
dlttrms vicibus. Which courie (touching the two leaders) holds only 
ti n till the end of Hillary terhi ; for Ihortly after follows the Lent 
reading, performed by the auncient of the two ele# ; after whicu 
time fie is freed from this alternate cOurfe of arguing, taking his 
turn onely as oiher benchers do ; for which caufe, in the two ternis 
following (fcil. Eafter and Trinity) the former reader eleel doth, with- 
out his fellows help, fit at every of their mootes untill his own read- 
ing be pail ; two other benchers (as aforefaid) arguing with him. 
•■ Befides thefe exercifes, the reader, by tne,antient cuflbme of this 
h^ufe, ought to remain in coinmons from the end of the term next 
preceding his reading, untill the wtek- before he takes his place as 
reader; and in all that time, viz, every Tueiday and Thurfday night, 
to fee the • exercifes of the houfe per formed, and to be preftnt ar.^ 
alliftant to them ; which exercifes are mootes of the fame nature a $ 
the, other, and differing only in the pcribns ; the cafes and pleadings 
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to them being framed and argued by two gentlemen under the bar, and 
the pleadings recited by two other puifne gentlemen; and laftly, ar- 
gued by two utter- barifter and the reader eledt; the reader fitting in 
the middle, and arguing laft of all. 

Then follows the laft peculiar a& and exercife of the reader, be- 
ing; his reading which begins regularly in Lent, viz. the firft Munday 
of clean Lent ; and in iummer the firft Munday in Auguft, unleft 
thofe dayes be feftival, and then it begins the clay following. How- 
beit, the reader having firft abfenud himfelf out of commons for the 
fpace of a week, in which time he feldome comes abroad, that his 
entrance may be with the more ftate, appears fir it as a reader at the 
church the Sunday afternoon next -before his reading, accompanyed 
by fuch benchers as are in town •, whereof two are appointed for his 
aiftftants ^being for the molt part the two next pi ece lent readers) and 
attended by twelve 01 fourteen feYvants at the leait in one livery, and 
the fame night at fupper, he takes his place in the hall in a chair at 
the upper end of the bench table. 

The next morning he makes choice for his fub-lcc5turer of a puifne 
gentleman of the houfe, to whom he delivers his bag of books and 
papers, and tl^en repair* unto the parliament houfe to breakfaft ; 
"which ended,, he goes into the hall, where the whole fociety experts 
his coming; and reftingat the cupboard, doth there take the oaths 
of fupremacy and allegiance ; then he takes his place towards the 
lower end of the bench table, where the fob- lecturer doth firft, with 
an audible voice, read over the ftatute, or at lealt that branch of it 
that he hath chofen to read on. 

This ended, the reader begins with a grave fpeech, excufing his 
own weaknefs, with defire of their favourable cenfures ; and con- 
cluding with the realbns wherefore he made choice of tha.t ftatute. 
Then he delivers unto them his divifions made upon ihe ftatute, which 
are more or fewer, as he pleafeth, and then puts ten or twelve cafes 
upon his firft diviiiori ; of the which the puifne cupboard-man, before 
fpoken of, makes choice of one to argue, and in his argument en- 
deavours what in him lyes to oppofe the reader's conclufion. After 
him follow the reft of the cupboard-men {landing at the cupboard ; 
then the^ benchers, who are placed on a form oppofite to the reader, 
argue in their turnes ; and laft of all, the reader himielf, who maintains 
his own conclufion; and oftentimes fuch judges or ferjeants at the law 
as are of this fociety, come to argue the reader's cafe, who at fuch 
time come alwayes in their purple robes and fcarlet hoods, and are 
placed on a form oppofite to the benchers, with their backs to the 
reader. » 

All arguments being ended, dinner is ferved in, where he enter- 
tains the company with a great feait at his own table, with addition 
of one difh extraordinary unto everv mefs throughout the hall. 

When dinner is ended, and the cloth taken away, the fub-le<5turer 
repairs unto him with his bag of books; and then one of the cup- 
board-men repeats another of his cafes, and argues it againit him ; 
after whom follows the reader with an argument in maintenance of his 
©Wn conclufion ; and fo that c}a/s exercife is ended. T^ s 
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This courfe he obferves three dayes in a week, untill the end of t^e 
reading, viz. eveiyMunday, Wednefilay, and Friday, the other inter- 
mediate dayes being fpent in feafting and entertainment of itrangers, 
who are commonly great lords and other eminent perfons ; but be the 
guefts of never fo high a degree, the reader within the procin&s of the 
Koufe hath precedence of them ; and at the table keeps his chair at 
the upper end. His expences during this time of reading are very 
great, inlbmuch as fome have fpent above fix hundred pounds in two 
days leis than a. fortnight, which now is the ufual time of reading. 

Although latter times and examples have added to the excefs ; yet 
heretofore, when they were moft frugal, a competent proportion for 
entertainment of ft rangers (which was held to be a lullre and honor 
to the houfc) was ever expected from themi and in fome* fort hath 
been prefcribed unto them, as in part appears by an order of the 
bench, made in the reign of king rhilip and Mary ; whereby every, 
fummer reader was enjoyned to fpend fifteen bucks in the hall during 
his time of reading, on pain of . . . marks. And fhortly after (to 
avoid all occafion of fuperfiuous expence) by another order, in the 
reign of the lame king and queen, the reader was enjoyned not to ex- 
ceed thofe fifteen bucks; but the times are altered; there being few 
fummer readers, who in half the time that heretofore a reading was 
wont to continue, fpent fo little as threefcore bucks, befides red deer: 
ibme have fpent fourfcore, fome an hundred, whereof one brace of 
bucks are commonly bellowed on New Inne, to feaft the Undents 
ihere ; and the neighbour parifhes jo the Temple do alf© tafte of the 
leader's bounty in this kind : yet . fome help the reader hath from the 
Jioufe, which allows every fingle reader one hogfhead of wine, or rive 
pounds in money ; and a fpecial admittance of any gentleman into the 
iioufe, or five pounds more in lieu thereof. Befides, in thelaft we.k 
of his reading, a great and coftly fealt is provided for the entertain- 
ment of foreign ambafladours, earls, lords, and men of eminein qua- 
lity; which, although it be call'd the reader's fealt, yet he bears no 
, v>art of the charge, the fame being impofed on four gentlemen of the 
houfe, whom they call ftewards of the feaft, whereof two are utter- 
barifiers, and the other two under the bar, whofe charge is now at the 
lealt ten pounds a-piece, but heretofore lcfs;-for by an order made 
34 Eliz. they were to be at no farther charge then five pounds a man. 

Heretofore the reading continued by the fpace of a month, after- 
wards three weeks, but of later times no more than a fortnight, be- 
ginning commonly on the Monday, and ending the Fryday fennigli| 
following ; on which day the reader (after breakfalt) comes unto tSe 
cipboard, with his aui.tt.ants and cupboard- men, and there makes k 
-i ave and fbort fpecch to them, tending to the excufe of }iis weaknefs, 
with dei.re of pardon for his errors committed, which forthwith is an- 
iwcred by the molt antieut bencher then prefent, who extolleth the 
reader's jounty afid learning,- concluding with many thanks unto him^ 
which ended, he takcth his ufiial place, and having put his cafes up- 
cn the diviuon of t hat day, two of the cupbuaid-men argue one of 
thofc cafes, ai-d a third deiires to know Mr. Reader's opinion therein

the next term; whereupon the reader arifeth without mating any art 
gnment at all, and taking his leave of the fociety, retires unto his 
chamber, and prepareth himfelf for his journey homewards, wherein 
the young ftudents and many others do ufually accompany him for 
ihat daye s journey, bringing him forth of the town with great ftate 
and folemnity ; and at night beftowe a great fupper upon him in his 
inne at their own charges, and the next morning part company. 

Yet here the formal part of the reading ends not ; for the nrft par- 
liament of the next term, when the benchers there affembled have 
difpatched their other affairs, this new reader is fent for to come 
amongft them \ where being come, and takeing the loweft feat of the 
room, one of his affirmants (who commonly is the next precedent 
reader) being by the bench called to give an account of the reading, 
makes a great oration unto them, declaring the great learning and 
charge of the reader, together with the ftatute that he read upon, and 
his divifions thereupon made, with other words/ tending wholy to 
the reader's commendation. In anfwer whereof, the reader makes 
another grave oration in his own excufc, magnifying the learned ar- 
guments of his affirmants and cupboard-men, as alfotae good behavi- 
our of the young gentlemen; with thanks to them all for fo patiently 
bearing with his infirmities. After which the bench gives him thanks, 
and fo they all together fit dowh to fupper; at what time (and not 
before) the reader is an abfolute and confirmed bencher, and hath 
voice with the reft in all fucceeding parliaments ; and is for the two 



next readings chofen one of the affiftants to thofe readers. But note, 
that before the new reader is thus called into the parliament houfe, 
the bench receiveth particular information of his carriage and pro- 
ceedings' during the time of his reading ; and if they finde him guilty 
of any great fault; they fet a good fine upon his head, or make fiich 
Other orders againft him as they think fitting. 

Note alfo, that in antient times the former reader, by a cuitom ufed 
in this fociety, was to be fie ward of the houfe for the time of Chriit- 
mafs ; but this cuftome was abolifhed by an order made an. 4 £liz. 
whereby fome other fellow 6t the fociety (fit in refpeA of hi? eftate) 
was to be chofen fteward, and the? reader to be fpared, paying a rea- 
sonable fine for the fame •, the which fine is now turned into a brawn 
and mufkadine, -which the fummer reader doth bellow on the gentle- 
men of the houfe at Chriftmas before, the charge thereof amounting 
to about four pounds. j 

Yet a reader's trouble and charge here ends not ; for in the term 
time the cafe is orderly kept every day after dinner, afwell amongft 
the benchers as utter- barrifters and ftudents ; the manner thereof be- 
ing thus, viz. one of benchers (beginning commonly at the puifne, 
and fo the reft in turn) puts a fhort cafe, confifting of twt> or three 
difficult queflions in the law of his own invention. • The cafe being 
>ut from one mefs to another throughout the table, they divide them- 
elves by three in a company, and ib argue it, the party that framed 
the cafe being the laft ot the company that argues it, but all the reft 
argue according to their antiquity, beginning at the puifne. The 
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like is .done by a c*fe put by one of the utter- barifters, which run? 
through the whole table, and is argued in like companies as afore- 
laid ; which kind of exercife doth bojh whet their wits and ftrengthen 
their memory. 

Befides theie daily exercifes, there are (as hath been before remem- 
brcd) mootcs every Tuefday and Thurfday night brought in by two 
utter- barriftcrs, wherein the benchers proceed as folio we th ; imme- 
diately after fupper the benchers affemble themfelves in the bay win- 
dow at the upper end of the hall, where Handing in order, according 
to their antiquity, there repairs unto them two gentlemen under the 
bar, whoie turn it is to recite the pleadings; who, after a low obey- 
iance, demand whether it be their plea fur e to hear a moot, and de- 
part with an affirmative anfwer. Then' the benchers appoint two 
amongft themieJves to argue the cafe, beficjks one of the readers elec% 
who ftands not in their aSembly, and is to be allwayes one (as hath 
been faid). Wherein note, that every man is appointed according to 
his turn, as thus ; the benchers of this fociety are divided into two 
feveral ranks or claties, viz. the upper daffes confiftirig of the aunci- 
emy, and the lower of the puifnes. Now at the fiift moot of every 
tourn the puifne of the lower rank and the puifne of the upper rank 
are firft to argue, and fo afterwards of the reft in their turns : which 
order was (as it ieems) devifed, to the end every bencher might once 
in a term argue at one of thofe mootes. 

When it is agreed on who are to argue, all the benchers depart 
out of the hall, leaving the reft of the company there : the two ar- 
guers walk a turn in the court or garden, untill the hall be prepared 
and made ready for them ; which being done, they return into the hall, 
and ftay at the cupboard, demanding if the mootmen be ready. Dur- 
ing their ftay at the cupboard there is oftentimes a cafe put unto them 
hy one of the utter-bar, which is termed a cupboard-cafe, and when 
the two benchers have argued it, then the party that put the fame, 
doth alio argue it ; but this is on the by : for there is no aeceffity for 
any fuch cupboard-cafe ; neither is it any part of the exercife of 
the houfe, and therefore it is but feldome done, though every 
utter-barifter may, at his pleafure, put a cupboard-cafe ; and being 
put, it is by cuftome to be argued. 

< But to return to the mooting : all parties being ready, the two 
benchers appointed to argue, together with the reader eleA, take 
their places at the bench table, the auncient bencher fitting in the 
midft, the fecond on his right hand, and the reader eledt on his left : 
then the mootmen alfo take their place, fitting on a form clofe to the 
xupboard, and oppofite to the bencher. On the one fide of them fits 
one of the Itudents, that recites the pleading, and the other on the 
other fide. The pleadings are firft recited by the ftudents, then the 
cafe put and argued by the barifters,and laftly by the reader cleft and 
benchers, in manner aforefaid, who all three argue in Englilh ; but 
the pleadings are recited, and cafe argued by the utter-barifiers in law 
French. The moot being ended, all parties return to the cupboard, 
where the mootmen prefent the benchers with a cup of * beer and a' 
flice of bread; ancf lo the exercife for that night is ended. So 
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So that no man, though of never fo great antiquity in the houfe, i* 
priviledged from keeping the exercifes of the houfe ; thoie only ex- 
cepted which are paft their reading, 'and have never read. 

Again, after this great charge of reading, by theantjent orders of the 
Jioule (though of late years difufed) he is in his turn to read again, 
and then is called a double reader : but there is not ib great expence 
in diet expe&ed from him, as from a tingle reader, and yet he hath a 
greater allowance from the houfe towards his charges. The antient 
ufe hath been (before fuch time as the proteffors of the law did mul- 
tiply to that number as now they are) to choofe but one iingle reader 
in a year, who alwayes read in iummer ; and for Lent vacation a dou- 
ble reader was appointed ; fo as in thole days men came to be iingle 
readers at 15 or 16 years {landing in the houfe, and read double about 
feven years after ; but if that courfe fhould be now obferved, the num- 
ber of utter-barifters being fo grtat, many other would not live to 
read at all, or be very old ere they did attain thereto. 

Thefe readers and benchers do enjoy divers privileges above the 
reft of the fociety : for firlt they are governours of the noufc, and in 
their parliament aflembiies have power to make orders to bind the 
reft; and cut of parliament, have power alio at the bench table to 
punilh fuch as fhall tranfj>refs their orders, either by fine, forfeiture 
of their chambers, putting out of commons, or expulfion from the 
Jioufe^ but not by imprifonment. t 

Secondly, every iingle reader is allowed one clark in commons, 
paying only 2s. 6d. the week ; and every double reader two clarks in 
commors at the like allowance of one clark a- piece in commons. 

Thirdly, every reader, during the time of his reading, hath power 
to admit any into the fociety, paying the ufual rate for his admittance ; 
viz. five marks for a general admittance, and five pounds for a fpe- 
cial admittance : and this is to be under Hood only of fuch as intend 
to be ftuderits ; but of lords, knights, and fuch like, he may admit, 
fans nombre, any without paying any fine for fuch admittance. Be- 
iides,' heretofore (as hath been noted) a iingle reader was allowed to 
call two to the bar during his time of reading, and a double-reader 
four : but of late none have been called to toe bar, except at the ge- 
neral calls, and by the whole bench in parliament. 
? Fourthly, a bencher hath this privilege, that his fon is to pay no- 
thing for his admittance into the houle, or into any chamber; but 
this hath not been always fo, the favour being gi anted them by an 
order in their parliament an. 25 Eliz. 

Fifthly, every bencher is permitted to have a chamber to himfelf, 
without a chamber-fellow, whereas others go two to a chamber, and 
this priviltdge alfo began by an order in parliament made an- 20 Elia. 
where all benchers are included, as well readers as other*. ; They 
like wife have choice of the chambers that fall void, and pay no fine 
for their admittance thereunto. And in this master of choice, a 
reader, alhho ugh puifne, is preferred before any afibciat to the bench* 
£eing his auntient, lor which there was a late order made an. 14 Jac. 

The 
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The .benchers alio do come within the bar at the chappel of the 
Rolls, and fit there promifcuoufly amongft the ferjeants at law, and 
the king'* and queen's councel learned. They are likewife heard by 
the mailer of the Rolls in courfe, and before all utter- barifters, be- 
ing called in by him (fiom the utter- bar) fo foon as helrrft hath notice 
of their being called to the bench in their refpe&ive focieties. 

If any member of this fociety be made recorder of the city of Lon- 
don, he is to be the next reader, though he be not of reader-ftanding. 

It fell out in the year 1635, thst Sir Henry Calthorp, knight (the* 
the queen's follicitor general-) was made recorder of London ; and 
thereupon, in Michaelmas term, he was by the benchers in parlia- 
ment declared to be the next Lent reader following, and before Mr. 
Raphe Lathum (who was then the city ferjeant and his immediate an- 
tient); notwithstanding which aft of' parliament, and declaration by 
their mafterfhips made thereof unto tjie fociety, afterwards, upon the 
death of Sir Walter Pye, Sir Henry Calthorpe, being made the kind's 
attorney in his court of wards, and deferting the recorderfhip, the 
term following Mr. Lathum would not give way to Sir Henry, but 
took his turn in courfe, according to his antiquity, and did reacT in 
Lent following. r 

Sixthly,, ferjeants at law have alwayes been chofen from amongft 
the readers ; yet the power of the prince is not to be difputed wben- 
foever he fhall pleafe to call any man to that decree who never read, 
which hath been feldome feen. And if any perfon receive a feneant's 
writ, either in Hillary term returnable in Ealter term, or in Trinity 
term returnable in Michaelmafs, fo as there be a reading time between 
the receipt and the return of the writ, the party to whom fuch writ is 
fent is to read in that next vacation, whether he hath before read or 
not ; and albeit ie hath before been a double reader, yet that cxeu- 
feth him not. And in all general calls of ferjeants bv writ, return- 
able as abovefaid, the puilne of them is to' read in tne vacation fol- 
lowing; otherwise it is, in cafe and when there is no reading vacation 
between the telle and return of the writ. 

Note alio, that if there be a reader ele&ed and nominated in par- 
liament and afterward another receives a ferjeant's writ, in fuch cafe 
both of them, by the orders of this houfe, are to read ; viz. the fer- 
jeant in r<fpe& of his degree is to fupply the firft week of the read- 
ing, and the reader ele& the fecond week : but if a ferjeant's 
writ be delivered to a reader of this focietv before any nomination in 
parliament of any reader, therj it feems tne ferjeant alone is to fup- 
ply the whole next reading. , 

Likewife }f any member of this houfe receive a ferjeant ? s writ, he 
is then forthwith placed at the' upper end of the bench table above 
all other readers, as being a ferjeant eleft, though not com pleat ; 
and not with Hand ing fuch his writ, he continues itill'a bencher, and 
in commons, until] I the day of folemnity, and receiving of the coif; 
at which time he takes his leave of the houfe in ' this manner :- 

THc morning of that day, all the benchers, Bkrrifter.s and ttudents 
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of this fociety meet in the hall, whither comes the ferjeant el%& 5 to 
whom the treafurer of the houfe makes a grave and learned fpeech, 
and in the conclufion thereof, prefents him(as from the whole fociety) 
with a purfe, and ten pounds therein ; which done, the eleft ferjeant 
makes a congratulatory oration ; which fuin of money is raifed by 
a collection trom every one of the fociety, viz. 3s. 4d. a-piece. But 
note, that the laft moot night before the creation of thefe ferjeants, 
ail the eledt fcrjeants fit at the moot, on a form, not on the bench, 
and there argue the cafe. But albeit a ferjeant at the law doth in 
manner aforeiaid take his leave of the feciety, yet he fhall remain a 
member thereof to fome purpofes ; and therefore ftiil keeps his cham- 
ber, untill he be prefened to one of the Serjeant's Innes ; yet fome 
hold, that this is rather by favour of the honfe than of right. Be fides, 
rf a ferjeant at law be fuipended from his degree, by reafbn of any 
office given unto him by the king, as if he be called to be the king's 
attorney general or follicitor, in fuch cafe he returns again into com- 
mons in the fociety without any new admittance. Moreover, when 
any ferjeant at law of this fociety is made a judge, he is accompanved 
to Weftminfter hall by all the fellows of the houfe, as being a fellow 
member with him ; and being a judge, the bench refort unto him of- 
tentimes for his advice and alliflance in matters touching the govern- 
ment of the houfe. 

A reader alfo takes place, not only within this fociety, but elfe- 
where abroad, of all fuch as have not been readers, thougn their aun- 
cients ; fo doth an utter- J>arrrfter, as was declared by an order of the 
bench, made an. 9 Jac. whereby utter-barifters were not to have an- 
tiquity at rhe mootes abroad above others of the houfe their aunci- 
ents* and not of the bar. Howbeit, in the former cafe of a reader, 
fome fay, that a reader in his own houfe only takes place of the aun- 
cients that have not been readers, and like wife abroad of all thofe 
who are pall their reading, but not of fuch as are their auntients, and 
whofe turn is not yet to come to read. But clear it is, that a bencher 
within his own fociety gives place to none but his auncients that have 
read, unlefs to fuch as are advanced to fome eminent office or place; 
and therefore, if his puifne be made a knight, yet within the houfe 
he hath precedence of him; but if his puifne be made the king's at- 
torney general, follicitor, recorder of London, or the like, in fuch 
cafes he takes precedency of his auntients, both within the houfe and 
abroad. 

Eightly, a reader was wont have to refpec^ abroad, as to be heard 
in the King's Bench, and other courts of Juftice, before others. 

Another fort of perfons there are, who (it at tie bench table, who 
are not benchers in truth, bat affiilams or affociates, and have no 
voice in parliament, nor government over the houfe. Thefe, by 
rcafon of fome eminent place or office which they hold, are by the 
favour of the bench permitted to fit amongft them, as mailers of the 
requefts, mailers of the chancery, and fuch like. Touching which 
perfons the houfe hath lately ufed this difference, that mailers of the 

bench 
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bench fit at the upper end of the table •, but matters of the chancery, 
accordi ng to their antiquity, or as they come. 

Thcfe perfons were heretofore wont to be admitted gratis ; but by 
an order of the houfe made in parliament an. 27 Eliz. none was to 
be received as alTociate or afliftant to the bench, without paying ipl. 
in plate, or other provifion towards the furnilhin^ of the bench table.' 
And by a later order in parliament made an. 14 Jac. the fine is in- 
Creafed to an hundred marks, to be paid to the treafurer to the ule of 
the houfe. * . 

The alTociate is not tied in all things to fuch regularity as the 
benchers are; for they come into the hall in their hats, whereas the 
benchers come in round caps, according to the antient ufe. Befides, 
the alTociate is hot tied to keep the caiie after dinner, nor to fit at 
mootes : yet thcr$ have been aflbciats fo tyed, viz. thofe who being 
paft their readings, and yet afterwards, by reafonof their gravity and 
learning, received to the bench table i touching whom ihere was an 
order in parliament made an. 11 Eliz. that they were to be accounted 
benchers, laving that they were not to have any voice or place in par- 
liament, nor in ordering matters of the houfe, but to Jftt at mootes as 
other benchers. , ■ , , 

Note alfo, that in* alTociate is not of right preferred to any chamber 
in the hpule, nor to , have his choice when any falls void \ neither is 
he to fit at re veils amongft the other benchers. 

Th,ere are other perlons alfo that } are (in truth) to all purpofes 
benchers, and yet^ in fome refpefts, have preheminence above them ; as 
are ferjeant£ at the Jaw ele<3, which are fuch benchers of. the. houie 
as receive writs to be called to the Hate .and degree of a ferjeant at; 
the law. Thefe, between the delivery of the writ unto them and the 
return thereof remain ftill benchers, and take their place at the up- 
per end of the bench taMe abpve all tKe reft. 

There is li£ewife ; an officer, called the bayliff of the mootes, who 
is elected always upon the Saturday immediately after dinner, before, 
every reading. He is exempt from all manner of exercifes during the 
reading time, in refpeft that he is to receive all the moot cafes, which 
all the readers of the innes of court and Chancery do go 'out upon ; 
and then he doth affign to all gentlemen that are moot-men (as well 
them of the bar as under-graduates of this fociety) to go out in their 
turns, and todiredt them to what innes, and upon what cafes they are, 
to go out upon, and tp fee tha,t they , do accordingly ; a^fo' that tnere 
be no faylers ; which if there be, it is five pounds forfeiture to him 
that is afiignerfy and ws. a piece tp all the other mootvmen in com- 
mons, who are not affigned by the laid bay lift to go out (at the lame 
time) unto lome other innes of Chancery, and it is five pounds for- 
feiture to fh^ bayliff, if he do not fee the fame fayler recorded by the 
puifne butler in $ie moot-book. V I^e is alfo to fee, that all the moot 
cafes be lijce^ife' recorded, ahd that all the mootes mens names be 
recorded yt\o did go out upon thofe cafes ; and he is to . direct the 
eppfc to drefs a maae dil& for every couple of mootes men ttat go out 

together, 
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together, which they are to have at 'the next meal following, beiides 
Mr. Reader's exceeding*. . He is alfo to fee, that the mootes men do 
pay their dpe fees unto the puifne butler for recording their mootes. 
This office* is eligible (at the time before mentioned) only by a par* 
liament of barrilters, and fiich undergraduates as have been formerly 
moots men^ none elle of the'foeiety having any vote at their election. 

Touching fines, there are feveral forts -^firft for admittances into 
the houfe, Into a chamber; or fine* impofed for any offence, fro no* 
UgtTtdo, &c r which are uncertain and arbitrary, according to the plea- 
fure of the bench. By forfeiture is underftood fuch penalty for any 
neglect or misdemeanour, as are alwayes certain and ' known before- 
hand; as 1 2d. for every one that comes, either into the church of 
* hall, in a hat,; or without a round cap ; likewife 35. 4d. of every one 
that fails his attendance at the foleum revells ; or of, every utter-bar- 
rifter that attends not at the parliament, when the bench calls fof 
them ; alfo of every utter-barrifter 40s. who negle&eth to moot, be- 
ing affigned. He that commits a fayler, being affigned, forfeitetht 
for the firfl Offence five marks ; for every fayler afterwards 5 1 They 
who are bound to keep vacations and fail, under the bar, for every 
vacation do forfeit 20s. and being barrifters 5L 

Laftly, penfions are certain monys paid yearly by every one of thd 
fociety; vi$. 6s, id. per annum; but the fum is payable by ood. a 
term, whiclj is alike paid, both by the Undents, uttcr-barrifters, and 
benchers, whether .they be in commons or not : for though any man/ 
being of th>s fociety, difcontinue divers years; yet whenfoevw he 
comes again, he is called upon to pay all arrearages ; howbeit, if 
there be 'any reafonable excufe for his abfenee, the treafurer (who 
hath' fole power therein) vrill compound with him at an eafier rate. 
Which moneys fb received are by the treaforer's direction difhurfed, 
partly for mepeffaries belonging to the houfe, as table-linen, coles, 
pewter- veflclly wages for officers and mufkians; and partly reparati- 
ons or new buildings ; which laifc are never undertaken, but by the 
general approbation and allowance of the whole bench in parliament. 
And theft ; reparations are wholly left to the difcretion of tfce treafurer^ 
who, by the antjent cuflom of the houfe, ought to fee tp the repair 
of all tilings of chambers and the like ; as alfo to the glafs windows, 
and other neceijary repairs of every bencher's chamber, leaving thing* 
of ornament to the owners proper cofts. 

The annual Wages of all Majers> or Members of the So- 
ciety of the Middle Temple; and alfo, of all Servants and 
their under Officers belonging thereunto.

The monies collected upon the calves-head roll throughout the* 
whole year (being termly paid) in Michaelmas terme, becomes a di-

Nhw Inne. 

THIS lioufe having been formerly a common hofiery.br inne for 
travailers and other ; and from the fign of the blefled Virgin, 
called aur Lady Inne, became (0) firfi an hofiel for ftudeijts pf thjs 
Jbajf (as tKe tradition is) upon the rempval of the ftudents pf the law 
£ro» an old inn pf chancery, called St. George his Innei fituate near 
Seacple-lane, a little fouth from St: Sepulchre s church, without New- 
gate knd was procured from. Sir John Fiueux, knight, fome tirn^c 
lord chief juftice of the fa ng's Bench, for the renfof fix pounds per 
annum, hy t]tie name of the New Inne. , 

Of this boufe ^ir Thomas More- afterwards lord chancellor of 
]£ngland, was a (#) ftuaent in Jting Henry the iivenih's time, beiore 
He c*j»e to Lincoln s-Inhe. 

CHAP. X. 

Strand Inne: 

*T*HIS (c) (as aifo the biflfiop of Worcefter's Inn, tne bilhop qf 
X iCoventre and LitchfeiJ6?s noufe, commonly called Cbefter inne, 
t^e $#vorj of Landaff *s houfe, and a church called St. Mary in the 
SJtrahd) was -pulM down" handmade level with the ground in an. 1594 
($ £dw. VI.) by Edward duke of Somerfejt ; and in the place thereof 
Somei&t-hpufe built; by which m^ahs the Middle Temple fince that 
time hath had ho more than one ihtie of chancery (vii. N£w Inne) b«- 
Jtangina thereto:

Lincplntfs Ihn'ei 

TlitS oeing fituate in New-fire^e, now called Chancenr-lane 
(corruptly for Cha^el&urVIajie, by reafon that the omcc pf

Fryers houfe, which fome time flood in Holburne, and that houfe of 
Ralph Nevil, bifhop of Chichefter, and chaneellour of England, which 
Was built by (d) him in the time of king Henry the third, upon a cer- 
tain piece of ground and a garden, that he had there obtained (<?) of 
the faid king; of which building, and of the death of that bilhop, 
thus fpeaketh Math. Paris, anno Domini 1645, Veneralibut pater epij- 
Copus Ckeflrenfis Redulphus de Nevilla, canceliarius Anglia, vir per omnid 
laudabilh\ & immota columna in regm negot'm^fidelitathy Londini, in nobili 
palacio fuo y quod a fundament: s, non procul a novo Templo conjiruxerat, 
Cal. Februarii vitarn temporalem terminavit pcrpetuam adept ur us. 

After this Raph Nevill, Richard de Wihtz (commonly called St. 
Richard) had alfo his refidtnee (f) here. But in the next age Henry 
Lacy earl of Lincolne qecame poffeft thereof, and refided in it ; where- 
upon, as many other great houfes did in thole days take denomination 
from their owners, this had then accordingly the name of Lincolne's 
Inne, and hath ever fince been fo called. 

Of this Henry earl of Lincolne is the tradition, fti 11 current amongft 
the antients ; that he, about the beginning of king Edward the lc* 
cond's time, being a perfon well afte&ed to the knowledge of the 
lawes, firft brought in the profeflbrs of that honourable and neceffary 
Hudy to fettle in this place ; but direct proof thereof from good au- 
thority I have not as yet feen any : howbeit, in aftertimes, certain (^) 
it is, that the fucceeding bilhops of Chichefter, of whofe inheritance 
it was, did let leafes of it unto the iludents of the law, refcrving a 
certain rent and lodgings for themfelves upon their repair to London ; 
tv hereof one to (h) Francis Svliard, a bencher of the houfe, temp. 
Hen. VII. in wnich year Rotert Sherborne, then bifhop of Chiche£ 
ter, made a new leafe (z) thereof unto WilKam Syliard (likewife a 
ftudent of this houfe, and fon to the faid Francis) for ninety and nine 
years, under the yearly rent of 61. 13s. 4d. 'which leafe ended at 
Michaelmas in anno 1634. 

After this leafe fo made to the faid William, asabovefaid, Richard 
Sampfon, one of the fucceeding bifhops of that fee, did by his deed 
(£) bearing date 1 Julii 28 (anno 1536) pafs the inheritance thereof 
and of the garden called Cotterell garden, or Cony Garth, to the faid 
William Syliard and Euftace his brother ; which grant was confirmed 
(/) by the dean and chapter of Chichefter the firft of Auguft then 
next enfuing ; the faid William then being one of the ufhers of king 
Henry the eighth's bedchamber. 

The inheritance therefore being thus in thefe two brothers; and 
Euftace furviving, Edward fon and heir of the faid Euftace, by his 
deed (w) bearing date 12 November, 22 Eiiz. in confideration of the 
fitm of five hundred and twenty pounds, conveyed to Richard King- 
ihrill, and the reft of the then benchers here, this houfe, garden, &c. 
in fee ; whereupon a fine was levyed by him the faid Edward and his 
wife.

OF what form or coinpofition this houfe was, when Henry Lacjr 
earl of Lincoln (from whom it took denomination) left it, IJcan- 
not at all defcribej nor have I met with any thing of its alteration 
till Henry the feventh's time ; but in 6to. of that king's reign, the fo- 
ciety getting in fome money, partly by. contribution, («) and partly 
by loan; (o) within two years after (viz. in % Hen. VII.) they pulled 
(/>) down the old hall, though they made no great haft in erecting a 
new one ; fer till f (?) 22 Hen. VII. (which was fourteen years after) 
I do not perceive it was finifhed ; within the compafs of which time, 
viz. in 13 Hen. VII. I find that John Netherfale (late one of the fo- 
ciety) bequeathed (r) forty marks, partly towards the' building of a 
library here, for the benefit of the ftudents of the laws of England, 
and partly, that every prieft of this houfe then being, or hereafter to 
be, who fhould celebrate mafs and other divine fervice every Friday 
weekly, fhould then fing a mafs of requiem *, and alfo in the time of 
the fa id mafs, before his firft lavature, fay the pfalm of de profundis % 
with the orizons and collects accuftomed, for the foul of the faid 
John. 

But this good work of the hall being perfected, they were drawn 
on further ; for the next enfuing year (viz. 23 Hen. VII.) they began 
(*) to make brick, and to contract (/) with mafons for the ftone-work 
of another fa brick, viz. the great Gatehoufe Tower, unto which Sir 
Thomas Lovell, formerly a member of this fociety, but then tieafurer 
of the houfhold to king Henry the feventh, was a good be ne factor ; 
(u) fetching their timber (*} by water from Henley upon Thames. 
And in 24 Hen VII. they nnifhed the library, as may appear (^r) by 
the charge in feeling of it, then accounted for : but the work of the 
Gate Tower went llowly enough on ; for till the ninth of Henry the 
eighth (which was nine years after) that the faid Sir Thomas Lovell 
gave (#) money to expedite it, I find no more thereof ; which bounty 
of his fo far drew on the reft of the focietv, that in 11 Hen. \ ID. 
all then in commons were taxed («), and farther order (£) made for 
the fpeedy payment in of the moneys ; as alfo 40I. over and above 
allowed (c) out of the publick treafury of the houfe, for pt: feeding 
of that ftriidture ^ fo that in 12 Hen. VIII. it was .totally finifhed, 
the^whole charge thereof amounting (d) to 153I. 105. 8d. W illiam 
Sulrard being then the principal expenditor («?) for the work ; and ihe 
brick and tile ufe<l for the fame being digged (f) out of that piece of 
ground then called the Coneygarth, lying on the weftlide of the houfe, 
adjoyning to Lincoln's Inn Fields ; in whole accompt (^) I find 
16I. 7s. 5d. paid for forty-three cart-load of free-itone, together 
with the wrought-work of the chimneys, and carving the arms over

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the fatd gate. But the gates of wood Were not refolved on till the 
2$th of Henry the eighth, for then there was an ofder (A) in their 
councel for them, as alio for mating of more brick for another new 
building, whereof Mr. William Heyden (•) the elder (one of this fo- 
ciety) was principal fupervifoi and expenditor ; the fame building 
containing (£) nine chambers, and being (/) three ftories high on the 
poftern tide of the houfe towards the field, which was begun (w) ia 
Trinity term 27 Hen. VIII. the total charge thereof amounting (») 
to 1091.' 8s 4<1. 

The next year following, Via. 34 Hen. VIII. there was an order 
(0) in their counceli tor paving the ftreet with Hone all along before 
this houfe and garden, in puriuance of an act (p) of parliament to 
that end made in 32 Hen. VIII. for paving of the whole llreet called 
Chancery- lane ; the charge (?) whereof (viz. fo far as concerned this 
houfe) amounted to 46X ob. 

But though the fabrick of the hall was finifhed in 2i Hen- VIII. 
fas I have already obferved) the loover (or lanthorn) thereon, was not 
let up till 6 Edw VI, for in that year the charge was accounted (r) 
for, the carpenters work and timber amounting to 45s. The fnsith's 
for the vane 8s. the gilding thereof us. the mummers work 7I. 10s. 
and the glafiers work 31s. On the outride whereof in lead the armet 
of Lacy earl of Lincoln, with Qnjncy, and the earl of Chefter's coat, 
are Hill to be feen 

In the firft and fecond of Philip and Mary the walk (5) under the 
trees in the Coneygarth was made. 

The next of the ftru<ftures was the kitchin, which by an ad (A in 
their councel, in the third and fourth of Philip and Mary, was order- 
ed to be new built of b.ick, with a wall and gates; for fupporting 
the charge whereof every one of the focicty at the clerk's commons 
was aiTefled at 1 3s. 4d« every one of the matters commons 20s. and 
every of the mailers of the bench 26s. fed. betides a benevolence from 
any as would give above that proportion. 

And in 1 Eliz. there was 4n order (a) made, that a brick wall and 
gates ihould be fet up on the baekfide of the houfe, for the better and 
more convenient inclofure thereof; and that the gates ihould be made 
on the forefide the houfe towards the ftreet; which (it feems) not- 
withftanding that direction in 25, Hen. VIII. were not then done; 
but nothing was performed therein I prefiime ; for in 4 Eliz. new di- 
rection (x) was given for the making of three thoufand brick in (jr) 
the Coneygarth ; and Mr. Newdigate (a member of the fociety) to be 
furveyor of the fame ; which was accordingly effected, and ten fhii-

8 Eliz ) it was ordered, (f) that a fair 
and beautiful wall ihould be made on the Mckfide of this honfe, in 
inch fort as Mr. gempe, Mr. Salveyn, and Mr. Hayden fhould think 
molt fit : and lilcewifc a feller, (^) arid a way into tfte chapell; aa 
alfo provision of timber (Ji) and other nteeffaries for more buildings, 
to be begun at Candlemas following; which buildings being thofe 
on the north (/) part of the quadrangle, and on which the fum (£) of 
415I. 1 is. ira. was expended, were finitfhed in the tenth year ot the 
Slid queen's reign, John Hayden, Efq, (one of the fociety) being fu- 
pei vilbr (/) of the work. But rt item* that this flrtt&ure came ihoit 
of their occafions ; tor in the next" enfni'ng year (viz. 11 Elizv) 127I.

Two years 
after (viz. 37 Eliz.) Mr. Dalton, Mr. Hughes, and Mr, Collins of this 
fociety, were made choice («) of to confider how water might fitly bp 
brought to the houfc in pipes of lead, and what the charge thereof 
would be.

But thefe contributions coming far fhort of accomplifting the 
work, in a councel held the 4th of Ci&ober the year e'nfiiing (viz. ij

AMONGST thefe, that which I find to be the moil antient, is th« 
oath given to every member of this focietj* upon his firlt admit- 
tance thereto ; which oath was thus eftablifhed in i$ Hen, VI. (A. 
D. 1439).

tertt exaroinatioa and fearch fhould be made what exeici&s of learn- 
ing Had been kept the fame term, and by whoa : and filevnae in the 
beginning of the term to examine who kept their learnings in the va- 
cation time* And in 1 8 Elta. it was farther ordered (at), that thence- 
forth at dinner the pirifkc in every rnefs lhould put a cade ; and every 
man of the fame mefs la antienty to fpeafc unto thae cafe, and ibear 
Ins opinion therein* before has departure out of the hail, upon pain 
as fhould ieem good to the bench. 

In 38 Blix. there were thefe («) exprefs orders made, 10 reference 
to thofe barrifters as were readers in chancery; anal loch as were under 
the barr in this houfe ; via. x. That none fhould he catted to the np- 
per bar but by the ordinary and general councel* is term rime ; nor 
to continue utter-fcarrifler, unlefs he fhould by the apace of three yeans* 
after exercise ordinary moorings, and other ordinary cxerciies of learn- 
ing, both in court and chancery, as the bench fhoald allow, a. That 
the readers in chancery lhould thenceforth keep their fiumucr and Lent 
readings by the fpace of three weeks in each vacation; and each of 
them perform three grand moots, with their pleadings* two Ic&uree 
for every of their cafes, and alio reading each of thole weeks ; and, 
in the term date, that they fliould hold two petty mootes in each 
week, as alfo in each week of the term read two ledums at the lead, 
and leave the fame written in paper in the houfe accordingly, as in 
fbtjner times had been ufed and aceu&omed. p That no reader fhould ' 
be permitted to read by deputy, without fpecial warrant by the bench* 

So alfo in 12 Car. I. for the exercife of mootes, they took care 
that they fhould be performed (#) by the barrifters. 

And for decency in apparel, at a council held on the day of nativitf 
of St. John BaptiA 23 Hen. VIII. it was ordered that for a con- 
tinual rule to be thenceforth kept in this houfe, no gentleman* being 
a^ieJlow of this houfe, 4hould wtar any cut or panfid hofc,< or bryches, 
or paafid doblct, upon pain of putting out of the houfe. 

Kay, £> regular were they in thofe days in point of habit, that m 
I & a Ph. & M. one Mr. Wyde of this houfe wat {by a fpecial order 
4?) made upon Afcentton day) fined at five groats, for going in his 
ltudy gown in Cheapfide, on a Sunday about ten of the clock before 
noon ; and in WeAmi niter Hall, in term time, in the forenoon* 

And in 30 Blis. they further ordered {r% that if any fellow of this 
boufe lhould wear any hat in the kali or chappel, or go abroad to 
London or Weftminfter without a gown, he fhould be put out of conv 



bench then in commons fhould aflefs. And like wife, that if any fellow 
of this houfe fhould wear long hair, or great ruffs, he fhould alfo be 
put out of commons, and p#y fuch a fine before he were remitted, 
as the ma&ers of the bench then in commons lhould alTefs. 
So alio in $3 Elia. (j), that if any felkw of this houfe, being a

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commoner or re pa Her, fhould within the precinct cf this houfe wear 
any cloak, boots, and i purrs, or longhair, to pa/ for every offence 
five lhillings for a fine, and alio to be put out of commons. And in 
II Car. I. it was alio ordered (/)♦ that what gentleman foever fhould 
come into the hall at meal time with any other upper garment then a 
gown, he fhould be fufpcnded for being a member pi the lbciety. 

And as this care was taken for regularity in their apparel, to alfo 
Were the like good rules eftablifhed concerning their beards ; for in 
3 3 Hen. VIII. there was an order (v) made, that none of the fellows 
of this houfe, being in commons, or at his re palt, fhould wear a 
beard ; and whofodid, to pay double commons or *epafts in this houfe 
during fuch time as he fhould have any beard. But this, order being 
not ftriclly obferved, the penalty (jc) was made greater in i Maria* ; 
viz. that fuch as had beards, fhould pay I2d. for every meal they con- 
tinued them; and every man to be fnaven, upon pain of putting out 
of commons. 

And in I Eli*, it was further ordered ( >), that no fellow of this 
houfe fhould wear any beard above a fortnight's growth ; and that 
whofo tranfgrefs therein, fhould for the firft offence forfeit 3s. 4d. to 
be paid and caft with his commons ; and for the fecond time 6s. 8d. 
in like manner to be paid and caft with his commons ; and the third 
time to be banifhed the houfe. 

But the fafhion at that time of wearing beards grew then fo pre- 
dominant, as that the very next year following, at a council held in 
this houle upon the 27th of November, it was agreed and ordered 
that all orders before that time made touching beards, fhould 
be void and repealed. 

In 1 £liz. there was like wife an order {a ) made, that no fellow of 
this fociety fhould wear any fword or buckler ; or caufe any to be 
born after him into the toVlfn. And that in cafe any one fhould tranf- 
grefs therein, he fhould for the firft offence forfeit 3s. 4d. to be paid 
and caft with his commons ; for the fecond time 6s. 8d in like manner 
to be caft into commons ; and and the third time to banifhed the 
houfe. And in 8 Jac. it was further ordered (*), that no rapiers 
fhould be worn in this houfe by any of the ibciety. 

And to prevent all differences touching precedence amongft them, 
there. was an order (c) made in 18 Jac. upon advife and confideration 
of the courfe held in other innes of court, and publick places of 
corporations, where additions ''gain no precedence of their ancients, 
that no bencher being knighted, and made a mafter of the Chancery 
inordinary, or either of them, fhould take place within the houfe, 
but in the courfe of antiquity, and not otherwife. 

Touching their fports and corporal exercifes, it was ordered (J) in ' 
32 Elis. that not only all the lportings, late watchings, and exerci- 
fes, before that time yearly ufed on the hunting night ; Dut alfo their

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repair tifually at a certain day yearly to Kentifh-towft, and the dining 
with fports and affemblies before that time ufed, fhould be taken 
a^ay and no more exercifed; and that at thofe dayes and times all 
the fellows of this houfe fhould have and take their diet at fuch time 
and places, as on other dayes was then ufed by order of this houfe, 
and not otherwife.* - 

In 55 Eliz. upon removal of one Mr. Charke, divinity reader in 
this houfe, the archbifhop of Canterbury wrote his letters to the maf- 
ters of the bench here to proceed in the choice of another ; who 
thereupon (6 Febr. the fame year) ordered (*), that there lhould be 
two learned men chofen out of the univerlity of Oxford, and two 
others out of the univerfity of Cambridge, to read each of them 
quarterly a divinity lecture in the chapel here twice every week, and 
to preach upon the Sunday, and at fuch other times as there fhould 
be a communion appointed ; for the firft year they of Oxford to begin, 
and then for the other thofe of Cambridge. And that they fhould 
for this their pains have quarterly ten pounds a-piece; as alfo their 
diet with the mailers of the bench in term time, and "in the vacation 
times, when no table is kept for the benchers, their commons to be 
free with the mailers at the bar, at the publick charge of the houfe. 

Publick Expences at great Solemnities. 

THE firft of thefe, whereof the regifters of this houfe do take 
any notice, was in 7 Edw. IV. (f) at the jufts then held in. 
Smithfleld, betwixt Wydevile lord Scales, and the ballard fon of the 
» duke of Burgundy, upon a mandate received from the king by the four 
innes of court, that each*of them fhould furniih out four armed men 
for the faid king's guard, which was accordingly done, fcaffolds being 
let up to fee the jufts, and the charges of all born by a rate. 

The next was at the coronation of king Henry the eighth, for the 
honour whereof they fpent {£) one hogfhead of claret wine, price 20s. 
and laid out five pounds in making of fcaffolds at Weftminfter (£) to 
Hand on for view of the jufl and tiltings which are then exercifed. ' : 
/ The third upon a mafk (/) in 1 1 Jac. prefented by this fociety before 
the king, at the marriage of lady Elizabeth, his daughter, to the 
prince elector palatine of the Rhene, which cofl no lefs than 
1086I. 8s. 1 id. 

Shortly after which, viz. in 14 Jac. at the creation of the moll illuf- 
trious Charles prince of Wales, they agreed {£) upon a taxation of 
40s. a-piece from every bencher and aflbciate ; every barrifter and 
above 30s. every barri iter under feaven years 20s. and every gentleman 
13s. 4d. for defraying the charge of the performances at the barriers 
in honour of that great folemnity. r 

And it is no lefs obfervable, that the motion (I) for that famous

NJD that nothing plight be wanting for their eWowajewnt in 
.* this excellent ftudy» they have verv a^tiently had dancing* for 
♦their rtcntation and delight, commonly caJJed Revels, allowed at 
certain fcafons ; and that by Special order (q ) of xheiociety, a* ap- 
peared* in 9 Hen. VI v& that there ihpuid be four revelis mat year, 
and no more ; one at the feaft of AUhaUownj another ax tfcc few of 
St. fcr*e*waM ; the third at the fca# of the Purification of our tad*; 
and the fourth on Midfummer day ; one perfbn vearly elected of the 
focicty being made choice of for director in thole paftimes, called the 
mailer of tUe revels : which fports were Ipng before that time ufed, 
as may appear by this order ( p) in their publick council, made upon 
jMlhajloWn day, 8 £liz. that the mujkms^ at the antient end JUmd* 
frock (for fo they were then called) Jbcmldhwvt their Jhpend vncreajedfir 
their Jervice on the two principal Jeeps, AlihaUow* not and CanJki*afs> 
tftat Is to/af t where they were wont to have fir their Jpfofce done fir A3* 
hatlaum even, AUhaUown day at men, and AUhaUown day at night; 3& 4/ 
that thenceforth they Jhould tiavtjor their /aid Jervice at that tim % 6s. id. 
and the lib Jutn at Candlemas* hdving had but ye. qd. fefire. 

Nor were thefe exercifes of dancing meetly permitted, bat drought 
Very nccef&ry (as it feems) and much conducing to the making dF 
• gentlemen more fit for their books at other times ; for, by an older 
fa J made 6 Feb. 7 Jac. it appears* that the under-barrifters were 
decimation put out of commons lor example's fakt,* becaufe die whole 
Wrr offended by not dancing oh Caadlemai day preceding, accord- 
ing to the antient order of this fociety, when the judges Were pretend 
With this, that if the like fault were committed afterwards, foaf 
fhouid be fined or debarred. 

Grand Qjfijmafes. 

TOUCHING the great ftateand magnificence ufed Herein, hav^ 
already fpoke in my difcourfe of the Inner Temple, where I hale

fcnely in, brief obferve, that the firft order (r) wherewith I have met, 
which maketh any mention of thefe folemnities in this houfe* was in 
9 Hen. VIII. it being then agreed and ordained, that he who ihould, 
after that time, be chofen king on Chriftmafs day* Ought then to oc- 
cupy the faid room, if he were prefent ; and in his abfence of the 
hvarfhal foi the lime beingj by the advice of the utter-barrifters pre- 
fent, to name another. 

And for learning of young gentlemen to do fervice, that the mar- 
thai ihould fit as king on New-year's day 4 and have like fervice as on 
Chriftmasday; and the mailer of the revels, during dinner time, 
fupply tne marlnal'sl-oofed. 

Moreover, that the king of Cockney* on Childermas day fhould 
(It and have due fervice ; and that he and all his officers fhould ufe 
honeft manner and good order, without any wafte or definition 
making in wine, brawn, chely, or Other vitails ; as alfo that he and his 
tnarfhal, butler, and coriftable marfhal Ihould have their lawful and 
honeft commandments by delivery of the officers of Chriltmas : and 
ihat the faid king of Cockneys, lie none of his officers medyl neither 
in the buttery, nor in the ftuard of Chriltmas his office, upon pain 
of 40s. for every fuch meddling. And laftly, that Jack Straw and 
all his adherents fhould be thenceforth utterly banilht, and no more 
to be ufed in this houfe, upon pain to forfeit for every time five 
pounds, to be levied on every fell low hapning to offend againtt this 
*ule. 

But thefe grand Chriftmafles were not* it feems, conftantly kept, 
for thus I find in an order (.s) entred in their rcgilter, made 27 Nov. 
±2 Hen. Villi Tt is agreed that if the two Temples do kepe Ckryflemas % 
then Chryfltmas t$ be kept here : at id to know this, the fleward ifths hoy.)* 
ys commanded to %et knowledge, and to advetuje my ntaflers by the next day 
ft night. 

The Readers. 

CONCERNING thefe, that Which is £rft obfervajble, is an order 
(/) made in the councel of this houfe in 3 Edw. IV. whereby it 
was eitabliihed, that the reader ior fummer Ihould be chofen in Eafter- 
term, and the reader for Lent in Michaelmas term : and that in 5 
Hen. VIII. (23 Junii) it was concorded and agreed, by the alfent 
of the whole company of the bench, that hone of the lame bench, 
who was to read in the harveft vacation, Ihould thenceforth chare ^ 
the company of this houlie. in any wife, over the number of twelve 
bucks; fo that if it were the pleafure of the fame reader to have 
more, then he himfelf to be at the charge of them, afwell for the re- 
ward -as for the baking. *

difpofalof the readings in this ibeiery, and regulating of them, divers 
wholcfome rules were eitabiUHed ; the tenor of which I have here 
thought fit to tranferibe. 

— ■(#) Whereas the readings of houfes of court have, time out of 
mind been continued in every Lent and every Auguft yearly by the 
fpace of three weeks at the leaft, till of late that divers readers have 
made an end of , their reading in lhorter time, and have read fewer 
readings then by the antient orders of the fame houfes they ouj>ht, to 
the great hindrance of learning, not only in the faid houies of court 
but alfo in houfes of chancery, by rtafon that the exercifes of mootes, 
very profitable for ltudents, are by occafion thereof cut off aluaoft 
the one half or more. 

The exceffive and iWptuous charges of which readings, brought 
in of late times contrary to the antient ufage, have been and are (as 
it is thought) the chief or great occalion of the fame which (if it 
fhould be permitted) would be almoitan utter overthrow to the learn- 
ing and ftudy of the law, and conlequently an intolerable mifchief to 
the commonwealth of this realm. 

The two chief juitices and chief ba.ron, and all the refidue of the 
juftices of both benches, and the barons of the Exchequer, well per- 
ceiving that thefe late examples of fhort and few readings are fo dan- 
gerous, as they are not longer to be fuffered, have thought it neceflary 
that the fame readings and charges of the reader lhall be from thence- 
forth ufed as followeth : 

Firft, That all fingle readers, in every of the faid houfes of court, 
fhall continue v every of their readings by the whole fpace of three 
weeks, or till Friday in the third week after the beginning of every 
fuch reading at the lea It ; and that there fhall be as many readings in 
every of the faid three weeks, as br the antient orders of the lame 
houies have been accuftomed ; and if there fhall be any caufe allowed 
by the benchers of the faid houfes for fewer readings, there fhall be, 
notwithftanding any fuch caufe, three readings in every of the faid 
three weeks at the leaft, any order to be taken to the contrary not-* 
withitanding. 

And to the intent that the charges of the fame readings may not be 
over great or burdenfome to the fame readers, it is ordered and thought 
meet by the faid juitices and barons, that no fuch readers fhall allow 
any gteater diet in the hall of any fuch houfe, either in wine or meat, 
that was allowed ulually before the firft year of the queen's majefti&s 
reign that now is ; via ann. 1559, ■ 

And that the lie) wards of the readers drinking fhall not expend 
about the fame abpve the fum of twenty marks* that is to fay, either 
of them 61. 13s. 4d. and that the ileward of the readers dinner fhall 
not defray, about the charges of the faid dinner, above 20I. via. 
either of them iol. at the molt ; and that no reader fhall have mere 
tfine to be fpent in his reading then two hogfheads at the mpft.

AF T E R our hearty commendations, it is well known unto yem 
what order hath been taken, afwell by publick proclamation as 
by often addrelfes irom the board, and not long fince by delivering 
unto your felves his majeitie's exprefs pleafure and commandment, for 
the reftraint of new created buildings, together with the inconveni- 
ences that cannot be avoided by the iweliing multitudes of people, 
•which by that occafion are drawn hither from all parts of the king- 
dom ; and that as welfin regard of the provifion ot vi&ual, which is 
bow grown to.a high rate, as alio in refpeft of government and order; 
and yet neverthelefs fuch is the liberty as men take herein for the ad- 
vantage of their private, as there is nothing more frequent in the fkirt* 
and confines of the city then new-ere&cd buildings ; amongft the rcit

By Joan (4) the daughter and j^eir jo William lord Furnivall (in

iole daughter and heir to the laid 'l-homas and Joan, to John Talbot 
earl of Shrcwfbury, in conf.deiation of 1 20I. by his deed (*.) bearing 
date the fixteenth day of December, 1 " Ldw.

C H A P. XIV. 

i . Grafs Inn. 

THAT this houfe had its denomination from the lord Qrays of 
Wfltoh, whofe habitation it antieritly was, there are nifme (I 
pfefume) that doubt ; but when it firft became a marifioh for ftudents 
3of the law, is a queftion that I cannot diretftly refolve ; foi in 8 Edw. 
II. John the fon of Reginald de Grey r elided here, as may feem by a 
jicenfe (n) then obtained by him from the king, to grant thirty acres 
of land, two acres of meadow* and ten fliiUings rent, with the ap- 
;purte*» nces, lying in Ken tlth.- town, near London, and in the parifli . 
of St. Andrew's in Holburne, without the barr of the old Temple, 
unto the prior and convent of St. Bartholomew's in Smithfield, to find 
a certain chaplain toxelebrate divine fervice every day in the chap pet 
.and pourtpole,' without the laid barrs (that being t^e chappel to tnis 
lioufe) for the foul of the faid John, and for the fouls ot his ancef- 
ttours, and all the faithful deceafed for ever. And no lefs certain it 
is that the inheritance thereof continued to the poftcrity pf the laid 
John, untii towards the latter end bf king Henry the leventh's- reign 
jhat it was paffed by (0) indenture of bargain and fale, bearing date 
12 Auguft, 21 Hen. VlL by Edmund lord Grey of Wilton, unto 
Hugh Dennys, Efq. hisheiies and aflSgnes, by the name of the man nor 
bf Portpole,. otherwife called Gray's Inne, fpur meffuages, four 
gardens, tfye lite of a windraill, eight acres of land, ten fliillings of 
free rent, and the advoufon of the chantry of Pourtpole aforeraid. 
And that the faid bargain and lale was farther confirmed by a releaii 
(p) from the faid Edmund lord Gray, Richard Gray, clerk,' and John 
Grey, brothet of the faid Edmund, fons to Sir John Grey of WiltQn, 
inight, deceafed, made unto thefaid Hugh Denys, Ejb. and Mary his 
wife *, Edmund Dudley, Efq. Roger Lupton, clerk, Grodfrey Toppes, 
Edward Chamberlevn, William Stafford, John Ernley, Thoma$ 
Pigot,- Richard Broke, William Tey, and Michael Fi&er, to the 
ufe of the faid Hugh and Mary his wife, and the beus of the laid 
Hugh, which releafe beareth date upon the 15th day of February, 
anno $2 Hen; VH. ; * . , 

How long thofe lord?- had their relidence here within that time, J 
cannot fay ; for there is not only a tradition amongft the ancients of 
rjhis focitty, but a politive affirmation by John Stow, one of our late

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chronicler?, from what Mr. St. Low Kniverton (a perfon of great 
Knowledge in antiquities) had obferyed from very good.au. homy,' that 
the itudents of the law held t^iis .hiou e by leafe trom the lord Grays 
of Wilton, in king Edward the third's time, and fince. 

But about eight years after this bargain and Yale fo made to Hugh 
Renys, as afore laid, the prior arid monks of Shene (near Richmund in 
Surry) having in 20 Edw. IV. got licenfe (4) of the ting to,purchafe 
lands in mortmain to the value of ioel. pet annum, did, in putluange 
thereof, obtain from king Henry the eighth farther (r) licenfe in the 
feventh year of his reign, unto THomas Pigot, then one of the King's 
ierjeants at law, Richard Broke, ferjeant at law, John Heron, Efq. 
Roj*er Lupton, clerk, Godfrey Topys, and Thomas A.rture (fome of 
which were of the feoffees before mentioned) that they might graunt * 
the laid mannour of Portpole, with the appurtenances, four menuages", 
tour gardens, one croft, eight acres of land, and ten fallings rent, with 
the appurtenances, with the advoulpn of the fame cnanteries unto the* 
fa id mannor belonging, unto the faid prior and convent of Shene ; td 
have and to hold to them and their fucceflbrs, in pa ft of fatisfadion 
for that hundred per annum Jand, which they had licenfe from king 
Edward the fourth to purchafe as aforeia id. ' 

Which mannor of Port pole, otherwife called Gray's Inne, with the 
appurtenances, &c. being by the laid prior and monks accordingly 
pofleft, was demjfed by them to the Itudents of the law for the rent 
of 6J ijs. 4d. perann. asappeareth (5) by the accounts of the ilew*- 
ar4s of th}s houfc ; and fo held till the general diflblution of the great- 
er moaafteries in the parliament of 30 Hen. VIII. But then coming 
to tfcj? crown was granted unto them foon after by the faid kin» in fee 
farm as it feems; for by the account (/) of the treafurer of this lociety, 
made iS November, 32 Hen. VII r . it is evident that the faid rent of 
61. 13s. 4d. was paid to the king's ufe for the fame for the whole year, 
ended at the feaft of the Annunciation of our Lady then paft ; and 
fo hath been ever fince, as may appear by the accounts 01 the fuc> 
ceeding treaiurcrs of this houf* 

The Buildings. 

AS to the greateft part of thefe, there is liftle to t>e laid worthy 
obfervation, there being not much of beauty or uniformity fu 
them, in refpedt they were raifed at feveral times, upon the particular 
charge of fundry perfons ; the ltru&ure of the more ancient having 
been not only very mean (as by fome parts of them, not long lince 
ftanding, appeared) but of fo llender capacity that even the ancients 
of this noufe were neceflitated to Iod<je double ; for at a penfion held 
here o Julii, 21 Hen, VIII. John Hales; then one of the barons of 
the Exchequer, produced (*) a letter directed to him from Sir' Thomas 
JJeville, which was to requelt him to acquaint the fociety, that he 
would accept of Mr. Attorney General (vizi Sir Chi iftopner Hales)

fellow- Of the houfe having a chamber therein, being affefTed (?) to- 
wards the charge thereof, upon penalty (a) of loofing his chamber, 
in cafe he did not pay what he was then taxt at ; which work was 
finifhed in 2 Eliz. as appeareth by the account (£) of Sir Gilbert 
^Gerard, knight, then treafurer,. ma4e 10 Mot. the fame year, the 
fwhole charge amounting to 86 3I. 10s. 8d. 

\ ' In $5 Eliz.' there was iool. 3s. 4d. contributed by (c) direr* par- 
ticular gentlemen of the houfe, for the building of the gate in Hol- 
iboum ; and the next year following there was an order (</) made, 
ithat there fhould be a view taken lor a place wherein to build the, 
(fame, and to lane out a way for a pafTage thereto ; as alfo to confider 
in what manner it fhpold be buildt, which was accoidingly effected. 
i: This is all that 1 thall fay touching the buildings; I next come to 
the walks, > which are very large and beautiful. 

: Of \hcle the tirlt mention that I find is in 40 Eliz. Mr. Bacon (viz. 
he who was afterwards Sir Francis Bacon, knight, lord Verulam, and

Howbch, in 14 Eliz.it a panfion held 4 Feb. it was ordained (w), 
that one of the fons of every double reader of this fociety lhouid be 
admitted without any fine at all ; and that one of the fons of other 
readers in this houfe ihould be jhenceforth admitted for the half the 
iioe. Ami in 2 3 Eli*, there was an order (a) made, that every perfon, 
thenceforth to be admitted, ihould himfeii perfonally require fucH 
his admittance of the fclldwfbip. 

In 30 Eliz. it was ordered {a), that thenceforth none ihould be ad- 
mitted* unlefs his fine for admittance were thereupon prefently paid 

him who fo admitteth him. Moreover in 36 Eliz. it *wj*s further 
ordered (/>), that none ihould thenceforth be admitted, unlefs he finde 
two Sureties to pay his duties ; viz. his penfions for ttye houfe, and tor 
bis chamber, and for his commons to the fie ward fof the time being ; 
and all other duties that ihould be allowed of by the readers of this 
houfe for the time being, to be collected of any of this fociety; ancj 
that they of his fureties ihould be fellows of' this houfe, to be'bounc} 
in lol. to the treafurers of this fociety for the tjme beipg ; which or> 
dor was again renewed (f) io Apr. 35 Eliz v 

In 1 Jac. (26 Jan.) upon iignification of the ting's commandment 
by the judges, that thenceforth none inould be admitted or this fociety, 
except he were a gentleman of defcent, until his majeftie's pleafure 
were farther known, it was ordered (r), that none ihould be admitted 
therein unlefs his name were firft delivered to the peniion, to the er>4 
that eoafideration might be had of his quality until the next peniion, 
*nd then to be admitted, if he were fit. *■ 

Again, in 6 Jac. £15 Junii) it was ordered (s), that none fliould be 
admitted to any chamber, until they had paid all duties what foe ver. 
And the next enfuing year (viz. 8 Nov. 7 Jac.) that (/) no gentleman 
of this fociety ihould be admitted to the preience of any chamber in 
the houfe before he had paid the fine jl. 6s. 8d. at the leaft ; nor to 
any abfence until he had made a fine of 40s. at the leaft, to the ufg 
cf the houfr. 

Like wife in 8 Jac. it was further ordered («), that no man after 
that time ihould be admitted into any chamber, bu£ for three lives at 
the moft, and not for any number of years. Further, in 15 Jac. (6 
Maii) that (x) no admittance ihould thenceforth be granted in abfenpe 
to any : alfo no leafe chamber ailigned to any betore he attend the 
penfion table, and have the allowance of the bench thereto. More- 
over, that none iboujd be admitted into any houfe chamber, except 
chambers for readers; but that: mult firit be furveyed hy two readers', 
who fhould firft report what the chamber is, that thereupon the pen* 
Bon might tale fuch comjpoiition for the fame as they think fit.

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In 1 8 Jac. (25 Oct.) there was an order (y) made, that whofbever 
ftiould thenceforth be admitted into this fociety, fhould firll prefent 
himfelf perfonally to the readers in penfion, and they to confider of 
their admifliohs. 

And in anno 1630(6 Car. I.) at a penfion held here 7 Junii, h was 
farther ordered (#), that no chamber in this houle fhould alter that 
time be granted under ten pounds fine, and 20s. rent per annum at the 
leaft ; and what more, either fine or rent, to be fet down by the bench j 
and none to have longer time, of more intereft in any chamber thaa 
for term of life. 

Exercife for Learning. 

AT a penfion held here $ Julii, 3 & 4 Ph. & M it was ordered 
(«), that every ftllow elected to be one of the ancients of this 
fociety fhould thencefoith, for the whole time of every the niwe va- 
cations next enfuing their laid election, be attendant afwell upon the 
reader, for his, autumnal and Lent vacations, as upon the marfhall 
choferi at the feafl of the Nativity of our Lord, upon the penalty of 
40s. for every one making default. 

In 1 2 Eliz. at a penfion held 24 Jan. it was ordered (4), that from 
thenceforth, in Hillary term and Midfummer term, the mootes fhourd, 
be kept three dayes in every week ; viz. Munday, Tuefday and Thurs- 
day, if none of thofe days w r ere holyday, and if fo, then the next 
following; and that the cafe be a lway affigned upon Sunday after 
fupper ; as alfo, that upon the other days not appointed for the 
mooting, it fhould be lawful for the utter- barriflers to keep bolts ; 
and when they fhall fit, other ftudents to be bound to put cafes, ac- 
cording as had been accuftomed in Michaelmafs term. And in 16. 
Eliz. (26 Junii) it was farther ordered (A that two bolts fhould be 
kept in every term on fuch dayes when there is no moot kept, oiher 
than on holy-days and half holy-days; upon penalty that every Utter- 
barrifter then in commons fhould forfeit for the not keeping of every 
bolt loll 3s. 4d. and every inner-barrifler, for the not putting of cafes 
according to the old order, to pay 2s. for every default ; as alfo, that 
every utter barrifter afligncd in the moot, w}*o fhould not moot ifl 
proper perfon that week, to forfeit 10s. 

In 21 Eliz. (22 Junii) there was an order (J) made, that the read- 
ers of chancery fhould as well keep their readings as their mootes, 
according to the ancient orders therein ufed ; fcil. for the term time 
to lead the Tuefday and the Thurfday, and to keep the mootes on 
the Wednefday and Friday ; and in the reading times their grand 
mootes according to the ancient cuftoms, upon pain of the lofs of 
every moot or reading 6s. Ed. to be paid unto this houfc by the reader 
for the time being. And in 25 Eliz. (24 Apr.) it was ordered (e)* 
that the alignment of utter-ban ifters for mooting in jjie hall in term

In 2 Jac. (24 Oft.) it was ordered (^), that thenceforth upon the- 
Sunday at night ihould be neither bolt nor cafe aifigned, but tjiat the? 
cafe ffiould be afUgned upon Muriday ni^ht continually, whether it be 
holy-day or not. And in 16 Jac. (*o Junii) that Qi) ibme one of the * 
third table ihould afligne the cafe, if any were in commons, but if 
none were in commons, then all the gentlemen under the bar to be 
amerced, if any default ihould be, made ; ,and whofoever had aflign- . 
ed it once, toibe excu/ed for that term. Alio in i(j Jac. (24 Oft.)'the ; 
(J) reader for the time being, after he, hath taken his place, fhall kcerv 
mootes in the library all fhe vacation between' tfre term and time ot 4 
his reading; and if in cafe of neceffity Ke cannot do.it inhis^owri. 
pcrfbn, then to fupply the place by * iiifftcieitt deputy. And that he. 
ihall alfo keep mootes in the hall, in the time of his reading, accord- 
ing to the ancient orders of this houfe ; and for every default -to be 
amerced 10s. to be paid before he be admitted to lit at the high table;

The next year following (fcil. 28 Mail, 26' Jac.} here was an order 
made that all ancients of ihat ball; or any call thereafter, fhoiikT 
ierve out all their nine vacations, although their puifhes had read ; 
and that their being pail their reading fhouid be no excufe fbr tEemV* 
unlefs they had read themfelv.es, but that they' ihould pay the fine of' 
3I. if they be abfent at the reading, then to be feavcn weeks m com- 
mon*, if it be in fummer vacation ; and five weeks, if in the Lent 
vacation, according to the ancient orders of this houfe. And that the"

ac. (9 Febr.) it was further ordered (/), that thole ancients and bar- 
riHers as had been, then were, or after that time lhould be members 
of the houfe of commons in parliament, lhould ferve their vacations 
as others ou&ht to do who were not parliament men. 

Alio, in anno 1629 (5 Cat. I. 11 Feb.} there was an order (w) made, 
that every barrilter who is to lerve his vacations, lhail upon every fail 
at the grand mootes forfeit 20s. if he be in town, and in commons ; 
and that the reader for the time being (at the next penfion after every 
^reading) lhall prefent the names of thole that make defaults ; as alfo 
the names of all fuch Hudents, and the number of their exercifes 
which they lhall peiform in every reading. And about two years af- 
ter (viz. 25 Nov. 7 Car. I.) it was alfo ordered (»), that the fourth 
butler, lhould thenceforth keep a book, wherein the exercifes of the 
gentlemen under the bar lhall be let down and recorded, in manner 
as followeth •, viz. for the exercifes abroad at the innes of chancery, 
the furveyor of the mootes lhall certifie every feveral exercife per- 
formed, and by whom, to the reader, at the end of everv reading, 
and the reader to confirm the lame under his hand, and tnen to be 
regiftred in the book aforelaid. And for the mootes performed in 
the library, the ancients and barrifters that lhall lit at Uie cafe, lhall 
fubferibe to the name of thofe that mooted before them in the afoTc- 
faid book ; to which end the butler is to attend the barrifier with t,he 
kook upon fuch occalion. 

Readers and double Readers. 

AT a penfion held here 17 Nov. 4 Edw. VI. it was ordered (s), that 
every double reader of this fociety have in commons no more 
than two fervants, and every lingle reader but one. And in 6 Edw. 
VI. that (p) whofoever lhould be chofen reader, were he for his Hilt 
or fecond reading elected, in cafe he refufed, h£ lhould forfeit ten 
pounds to the uie of thehpufe. In that year the reader had 35s. al- 
lowed (?) him for a hogfhead of wine : but it feems that this allow- 
ance was not certain ; for in 16 Eliz. there was a fpecial oider (r) 1 
made, at a penfion held 5Maii, that every one thencetorth to be cho- ; 
len reader lhould have allowance of one hoglhead of wine, be the 
price more or ltfs. And at that time it was alfo ordered, that every 
reader lhould have allowance and commons for eight perfons every t 
moot during his. reading. 

In 17 iLliz. {30 Junii) it was ordered (*), that every lingle reader, 
chofen lhould continue his reading and learning vacation, the time 
accuftomed three weeks, not wanting a day, except upon occalion of

ficknefs. 
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ficknefs. And in iS Eli*, (i Jatoi) that (/) no reader of this houfe 
fhould in the time of his reading, or after, admit any into the focietyr 
of this houfe, but their admittance in that behalf fhould be referred 
only to the, penfion. Moreover in 21 Eiii, (15 Jumi) Uiat (a) none* 
but readers fhould come to the bar iri the Star chamber for hearing or 
orders; nor fet his name to an y bill, anlwer, Replication, or other 
pleading in the laid court, upon pain to fee degraded, and to be put 
out of the houfe ipfb fafto. , 

And upon the aoth of June the fame year, that (x) thenceforth no 
reader lhould pay any xepafts for any guefts that he biddeth daring the 
time of hi 6 reading, nor commons for ninjfelf, nor any of his men. 

Upon the 9th of Feb. 25 Elw. there was an (y) order made, that 
the reader deft fhould be^in his flrft reading upon the firft Wednef- 
day in Lent, becaufe the term did not end before the fir ft Muhdav in 
Lent. In 26 Elie. {5 Junji) that (*) no reader lhould thenceforth; 
have allowance, either of reward or any other allowances, in refperf 
of venifon, for above the number of twenty brace of bucks, and a 
leafe of Hags, and the fame to be fpent in the houfe. And in 28 
Elif. (6 Junu) the reader for that fummer was allowed (a) for every 
week ten bucks, and no more. " 

In 34 Eliz. (21 Nov.) Mr. Eliys, the then reader of this hbufe for 
autumn, was amerced (h) at ten pounds for breaking the judges orders 
in reading lb fhort, and in twenty nobles for calling eignt utter-bar- 
riflers, whereas by the rules of this houfe he was to have called but 
four. 

In 36 Elie. (ult. Jan.) it was ordered (c), that the perfohs therr 
f chofen, and after that time to be chofen affiltants to the reader, fhould 
fit at the reader's table in term time, and lit with the readers at the 
moots, and be at the penfion to hear, but have no voices, there : and 
that if they lhould fail in any part of performing their exercifes, then 1 
to return back again to the antient's table to their former places. 
And in 2 Tac. (4 Nov.) it was further ordered (d) % that thenceforth 
t}iere lhould be two aiuflants of fuch of the antients as fhould be next 
eligible for readers, to be affiftauts to the prefent reader ; and that 
thofe two alfiftants fhould fit at the reader s table, and keep excrcifes r 
as a reader, but not to have voice in penfion. And that if any fhould, 
rcfufe to be affiftant, then to be fined as the table fhould .think fit- 
And moreover, that if any being chofen afliftant fhould refufe to read* 
if chofen reader, then he to be put from the readers table, and to b$ 
fined at the reader's pkafure ; as alfo that every fuch afliftant not .t- 
tenclihg tne readei in the reading time, to forfeit for two vacations** 
cither of them five pounds a-piece. 

In 7 Jac. (7 Feb ) there w^as an order (i) made, that the chambers 
appointed for readers,,, b^ihg houfe chambers, as they fhould Jtjience- 4 . 
forth become void, ftould be taken by the readers by fucc^flion, aa .

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they be in antiquity ; and that if any reader fhould refufe to choofc 
any fuch chamber to falling, then the next under him in order to have 
the fame. 

In 9 Jac. (33 Nov ) it was ordered (f) % that thenceforth no wine 
iliould be provided; for the readers table at the general charge. And 
in 12 Jac. (4 Aug.) Mr. Thomas Southworth and Mr. Tho. Athowe, 

- being then readers, the houfe allowed {£) two hoglheads of wine 
which wine, and fbme other allowances or the houfe, viz. thirty buinels 
of flower, thirty pound of pepper, reward for thirty bucks, and two 
flags/ were equally divided between the faid readers ; but the grotes 
of the gentlemen in commons, and the allowance for eight gentlemen 
coming to the leaders table (which was 36s. 8d ) was wholly allowed 
unto Mr. Southworth, the reader eledt, upon ihc going forth of the 
general call of ferjeants then made (viz Mr Serjeant Finch, Mr. Ser- 
jeant Chamberlein, and Jilr. Serjeant Athowe) there being allowed 
by every gentleman in the houfe 3s. 4d. 
And whereas it had been an ancient ufage, that when any houfe 

. chamber fhould become void, any reader unprovided of a houfe cham- 
ber ought to have the fame if he would accept thereof; and that an 
ancient reader leaving his former chamber to the difpofition of the 
houfe, might upon election remove to the other chamber fo to be 
flifpofed of, it was >hen declared and ordeied (A), that fuch election 
belonged only to thole readers that continued in the houfe, and were 
in commons every term, and not to thefe who were preferred or lived 
abroad in other places. 

Commons. 

IN 4 Edw. VI. (7 Nov.) it was ordered (?), that four oftthe ancients 
of this houfe, being in commons out of term, fhould have four 
fervants in commons ; every man one, paying each week for their fer- 
vants as the readers of this fociety did for their fe» Vants. 

In the third and fourth of Philip and Mary (21 0<5h) that (k) al- 
lowance at the accounts fhould be made by the auditors to the fieward 
for every mefs as followeth, viz. for every mefs of a roafter in beef 6d. 
for every loin of mutton 6d and for every boyler in beef a mefs two- 

Sence. And in 19 fcliz. (8 Maii) that (J) every fellow of this houfe 
lould thenceforth pay for every repaft taken at dinner eight-penct, 
and for every repaft at fupper eight-pence. 

In 23 Eliz. (7 Maii) tnere was an agreement (m) at the cupboard 
by Mr. Attorney of the Dutchy, and all the readers then prefent, 
that the dinner on Good Friday, which had been accuftomed to be 
made at the cofts and charges of the chief cook, fhould thenceforth 
be made at the cofts of the houfe, with like provifion as it had been 
before that time. And like wife, whereas they had ufed to have eggs

and green lauce on Eafter day, aher fervice and communion, for thofe 
gentlemen who came to break faft, that in like manner they Ihouid 
be provided at the charge of the houfe. And that fiom thenceforth 
no calves heads ihouid be provided by the cook, nor any gentleman 
of the houle to pay for the fame; and alio that the faid chief cook 
(it being his own motion and agreement) (hould pay yearly to the fe- 
cond cook and panyermaa, towards their loffes, 20s. viz. to each of 
them 10s. at Ealler. 

In 20 Eliz. (17 OR.) there was an order (;:) made, that there {hould 
thenceforth be allowed out of the ltock of the houfe lour marks 
weekly in the vacation for the charge of the oftuers commons. And 
in 33 Eliz. (21 Junii) it was agreed ( ), that all the ancients, utter- 
barrilters, and other fellows of this houfe, ftiould thencefoi th» du#i»g 
the time of their lodging in the houfe, be in commc ns, and pay ail 
fuch duties, and be alio contributors to all inch charges as fhould 
grow due by the rules and orders of this houle : and that if any (hould 
be out of commons by the fpace of one whole week, in any one term* 
during the time of his lying in the houfe (not viiited with licknefs, or 
other wife privileged) he ihouid be immediately out of the houfe* and 
be thenceforth accounted no fellow of the houfe. 

In 35 Eliz. (5 Feb. it was ordered ( p\ that at the crofs- table in the 
hall, being a table only for the ancients which could not conveniently 
have place at the upper table, no other fhould fit or take place; and 
that the fame crofs table, after the firft mefs lerved to the utter bar- 
lifters, Ihouid be ferved with meat next after the faid upper table, 
and before any other. And in 38 Eliz. (24 Mov.) that (y) in the term 
time there Ihouid be allowed only one pottle of claret wine at every 
meal and no more, except fifh-meals when oylters are ferved, ana 
then but two pottles. And* that in the vacation time there fhould be 
no wine allowed, except there were two readers or more in commons, 
and then only one quart and no more. 

In 40 Eliz. (30 Jan.) it was farther ordered (r), that to avoid cKf- 
turbance and confuiion of fervice* evegr gentleman of this houfe, not 
Deing of the third table, who Ihouid thenceforth go down to the dref- 
fer, either to fetch his own meat. or change the fame; or not prefently 
to fit down to his meat when the fervitors have meifed him; or take 
meat by fhong hand from fuch as fhould ferve them, to be put out of 
commons iplb fa&o. Likewife that none of the gentlemen of the 
third table fhould ferve any gentleman out of rank, or courfe, upon 
pain of being put out of commons. And in the fame year (viz. 15 
Nov.) that (5) no wine lhovld be allowed except in the term time, and 
in the weeks wherein the terms fhall begin and end. 

Again in 41 Eliz. (20 Junii) it was alfo ordered (/), that no 
gentlemen of this hoiile fhould come down to the drefler to change 
airy imffe, or take any me fie of meat from any of the third table, or 
from any other officer ; and that no gentleman ihouid be lerved out of

Ihould be every fortnight openly publifhed in the hall. So alfo 17 
Odl. following, there was another order (7) made, that no gentle- 
man of this houfe fhould go down to the cirefier in dinner or iupper 
time, to fetch or change any meffe of meat, to take any meat from 
any gentleman or officer, but be orderly ferved at their feveral place?* 
upon pain to forfeit five lhillings for every fuch offence, preiently the 
Jame week to be cafl into commons. 

And the next year following (viz. Ti Febi 41 Eliz.) that (*) all the 
gentlemen of this ibciety who did lye in the houfe by the ipace of fix 
days in any one mcnethj and not in commons, fhould be put out of 
the hoirfe, and lofe their chambers, except a reaibnable caufe were 
ihewed, and the fame caufe allowed in penfion. Alfo in 43 kliz. (21 
Nov.) that (y) no fellow of this houfe, then in commons,- or that 
thenceforth ihould be in commons, ihould go out of commons until 
he hath paid unto the iieward of the houfe for the titne being ail 
which he fhould then owe him for commons, or Other duties, upon 
pain of forfeiture of 1 3s. 4d. for every fuch default, according to an 
antient order made in king Edward the fixth's time : and that the 
fleward ftiould give information of fuch as ihould offend therein. 

In 6 Jac. (24 Nov.) it was ordered (z), that every gentleman of 
this fociety lodging in the houfe in any term, fhould be cait into com- 
mons a week in the term, and pay all duties to the hoaife, or elfe his 
chambers to be feized : and in cale he had no chamber, then the chan,* 
ber wherein he ordinarily doth lye. And in 8 Jac (22 Junii) that if 
any gentleman of this houfe ihould owe a fortnight's commons, and 
not pay, then to be ipfo facto out of commons. Alio, that (<?) if any 
gentleman fhould £0 out of commons, without paying his cenv 
mons, to forfeit for every fuch offence 1 3s. 4d. according to the aniient 
order of this houfe, and the ltewaid to fee the order performed. And 
in io Jac. (17 Junii) that (/>) commons thenceforth Ihould be certain, 
both in term and in vacation ; viz. at fix fhUlings in term, and five 
fhillings in vacatioh, and no more. Likewife, that all the gentlemen 
of this houfe niii in villa, fhould come into commons, both in term and 
vacation, according to the antient rules oi this houfe, and pay weekly 
half commons* being cajt in, though they be not in commons. Alio 
that thenceforth the by-roll ihould be aboJifhed, N and all calling into 
commons, boit-fayles, and other amerciaments put im the principal 
roil of commons, as of antient time had been ufed. And moreover, 
that all gentlemen of this fociety fhould pay tl»< ir co minor 5 at the 
fortnight's end, or elfe, upon complaint or presentment at the ac- 
compts, to be put out of commons: and if the fitward itiftU permit 
any to continue longer in commons, it is to be at his own peril, ami 
not at the charge of the houfe., And irkewife* that all ^emierrun < f 
this fociety, having prefent interclf. in. any chambers, either cafed or 
other, within this houfe, lhouid be in commons at lean, eighta wee I *

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in every year, and that in term time, upon pain of forfeiture of his 
efiattc ia £aeh chambers. And alfo, that no gentlemen of this fociety 
* Utonid go cut of commons without paying his commons, upon penalty 
rf a nark forfeiture toties quoties, according to former order ; which 
ibtiehtnrc to go to the benefit of the houfe, and not of the fteward or 
any othrr. 

Aair! the next year after there was an order (c) made (14 Maii) that 
AO wine lhould be allowed to any in the vacation at the charge of the 
koofc. 

Ia II Jac (14 Junii) It was ordered {<f), that whereas banauets and 
lhppers were grown to an exceffive charge, in refpeft of and tor moots 
in the term and vacation times, that thenceforth no fuppers, ban- 
quets, or charges &ouLd be made or fpent for or in refpeft of aay, 
upon pain that every man offending therein {hould forfeit five pounds. 
And in 12 Jac. (26 0£.) that(<?) thenceforth neither in term nor va- 
cation there fhould be other beer taken in then after the rate of fix 
Ihilfings the barrel; and that in the vacation time no further allowance 
to be allowed for and towards commons, than fifty three (hillings four 
pence, and only in the long vacation, and not elle. 

The next year enfuinr (vit. 1 3 Jac 20 Maii) there was an order 
(f) made, that whereas the grand weeks are times of extraordinary 
charge, and therefore fit to be borne by the generalnumber ofcommons, 
that thenceforth, upon the grand week, there lhould be no half-com- 
mons or repafters admitted ; but every gentleman, as well thofe that 
lodge in the town as they that lye in the houfe, lhall be call into whole 
commons; and yet ncverthelefs the former orders of the houfe for 
calling in at other times to Hand in force. 

And in 17 Jac. (28 Apr.) it was ordered (g) t that no gentleman of 
this ibcicty living out of commons lhould have any beer lent him into 
his chamber by the butlers ; nor no gentleman in commons have his 
meat lent him to his chamber, unlefs he was lick, or a reader. And 
for that the diicontinuance of the third table was thought to be in- 
convenient to this fociety, it was ordcrqd (Ji) 25 0£t 18 Jac. that the 
iame lhould again be put in ufe, and reilored with the antient allow- 
ance. And aJ>out that time (fcii. 30 Oft. following) there was an 
order (f) made, that no ancients of this lbciety fhould have anv break- 
fall out of the hall ; as alfo that no gentleman fhould come within the 
buttery-bar but ancients ; and all other gentlemen under the degree 
of ancients to take their boyer or drinking without, according to the 
ancient orders of this houfe. Likewife, that no gentlemen have their 
parts to their chambers ; but every man to come into the hall, unlefs 
in the time of his ficknefs, and that to be made knbwn to the fteward. 
Moreover, that the gentlemen in the hall at dinner and fupper times 
ihould be meffed as they fit in order, and no parts to be ferved but at 
the en^ of a table; whereas then, fometimes four fitting together* 
every man would have a fingle part, and that to be a middle part, 
contrary to the ancient orders of this houle : and that none be ferved

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with meat after cheefe hath gone about the hall ; nor none to come 
down to fetch his meat at the drefler, according to ancient orders. 

In 19 Jac. (30 Jan.) there was an order (£) made, that die three 
grand weeks, Chriftmas, Allhallow, and Candlemas week, fhookl be 
caft up at ten Ihillings a week •, and all the the other grand weeks, as 
Shrovetide week, the reading week, Eafter week, Wbitfun week, and 
Midfummer week, to be all caft up as term weeks: and that in all 
thefe forefaid weeks no half commons to be admitted, bat all to be 
caft up whole commoners by the auditor, who is to take the accompts 
for anv of thofe weeks. 

And in 21 Jac. (6 Mali) it was ordered (/), that thenceforth the 
commons fhould go at feven ihillings fix pence in term, and fix 
(hillings in vacation: and that all the petty grand weeks, vis. 
Whitiun week, Midfummcr week, the reading weeks, Shrovetide 
week, and Eafter, fhould go as term weeks. And foraimuch as the 
fmallnefs of the number that kept commons, in cornparifon of times 
paft, was an occafion that commons could net be kept at thofe rates, 
it was then further ordered (m), that every week, as well in vacation 
as in term time, thofe gentlemen that lived in town and not in com- 
mons, fhould be caft,into half week's commons ; three parts of which 
callings in to be for the advantage of the ileward, and the fourth for 
the houfe *, and that all the fines, happening upon the default of any 
exercife of the houfe, ihould go wholly to ihe Ileward, excepting the 
fines of the penfioners, hapning for default of appearance at the 
readings (whether ancients or ban ifters) to go wholly to the houfe. 
And in regard the fteward had undertaken to keep commons at that 
rate, win or lofe at his owp peril, it was farther ordeied, that one of 
thofe to be employed in the buttery fhould be his man, to fee to "the 
taking in and delivering out of the bread and beer, and of keeping 
the keys. So likewife one of them £0 be imployed in f the kitchen to 
be his man, for feeing to all things taken in and delivered out*, and 
tlje keys to be brought into his chamber every pight ; and all fuper- 
fluous fyangers-on upon the buttry and kitchin to be avoided by the 
ileward ; but not to make any more officers without the confent of 
*l)at table. 

In the fame year (37 Junii) it was alfo ordered (a), that the gentle- 
men of this houfe, whether they had houfe-chambers or lcafe-cham- 
bers, fhould be in commons eight weeks in the year, and thofe to be 
in the term time ; as alio their chambers to be feized for the ufe of the 
houfe, according to the antient prders of this houfe : neverthelefs 
other orders of the houfe, for calling into commons at other times, to 
ftand in force notwithstanding. 
** And in 3 Car. I. (6 Febr.) it was farther ordered (*), that all thofe 
wbo were of the houfe and in the town fhould be in commons, at the 
leall once a week every term, and pay penfions twice a year, upon 
penalty of their chambers being feiztd; and thofe who have no 
chambers to be expelled the houfe. Like wife, thaf (p) thofe under

to be put up by the butlers, to moot in vacation as 'tis the uW 
courfc in term. 

Barrijlers. 

FO R the better fitting of fuch as frrould take upon them the de* 
gree of utter- bai filter in this houfe, there was an order (J) made 
in i j Eliz. (21 Junii) that thenceforth none Ihould be called to the 
barr, or eligible for an utter-barriftcr, before he had twice mooted in 
the hall, 01 as often in fome inne of chancery ; as alio, who had ar* 
gned or ftould argue twice at the (kreen in the library at times moot? 
able: and after this exercife by him performed, and thereupon ma^e 
at the next penfion, he Ihould thenceforth be eligible for utter-barril* 
ter, and not before ; and h's name cntred into the regifter by the 
fleward.' And the next year following (fcil. 6 Mail, 14 feliz.) it was. 
ordered (r), that all fuch fellows of this houfc as were called to the 
barr at the reading then latt paft, and all others who themfeives were 
tc be called to the uttcr-barr, fhould keep three learned vacations 
next an I immediately following their faid calling, as well to fit the 
readings, as otherwiie to ferve the houfes of chancery during the 
reading, upon penalty of 40s. for their 'default. As alfb (12 Junii, 
14 Eliz.) that (5) thofe of this houfe, who had before that time been 
called to the barr, or fhould thereafter be called unto the utter barr, 
and had done, Or after fhould do all fuch exercifes of learning as arc 
appointed for an utter-barrifter to do, flioald bring certificates thereof 
from them before whom they were done and performed, and the feme 
deli ver at the next penfion to be holden in this fociety after the time 
limited for the doing of thofe exercifes. 

Moreover in 21 Eliz. (1 Julii) it was ordered (/), that thenceforth 
there {hould at no eledtion of' utter- barrifters be above two chofen 
at one election. And in 22 Eliz. (15 Junii) that (u) none ihould 
come to'any barr at Weftml niter to plead, rior fet his name to any 
parle, upKfs he hac} be-en allowed an ujter- barrilter by the fp»<* °^ 
five years 'oefore, and continued that time jn exerciie of learning, or 
rend in an inne of chancery by the I pace of two year's before at the 
I. n ah\ upon like penalty. So alio' in 23 Eliz (9 Feb.) it was ordered 
(*). that none Ihould thenceforth be prefented or elected for an utter* 
Danifter, except he rjad twice pcriortned his exercifes in the houfes of 
charcery two grand vacations. 1 1 jkewife, upon the 23 of Nov. follow- 
ing, thnt (y) none thou.d fo< eligible, nor preferred tQ be an uttcr-bar- 
riitcr by an^ reader elected, but Inch as had before his nomination gone 
abroad to moot.es »n two ©iand vacations, and the fame to be certffied 
at :h s 'Vd pennon wherrr'n they ihould be fo 'prefeifed. And in 2j 
Eli:. ( 7 Junii) it was fai tner,oidei ttl \ k z) i that no perfon ot this fo-

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fciety ftould be prefented or eligible to be an utttr-barrifler except lie 
bad mooted twice in feveral grand vacations, and twice at the leaft in 
•every inne of chancery; and that -every of them fo to be eligible, be 
cle&ed and ehofen utter-harriiter in his and their ancientry, except 
there were juft occafion to the contrary. 

But in 30 fcliz (19 Junii) the election (J) of utter^barri iters in this 
houfe was refer! ed to the reader for the time being, fo as he call not 
above four, and Inch not to be under fix years continuance, and known 
to be well affected in religion, and ufeis ot exercifes abroad at grand 
»TOO|tes two vacations at the, leaft before their call, and perform ex- 
ercifes in the library cme whole year next before ; who never thelefs 
were to be confirmed in penfion, or otherwiie not to itand And in 
42 Eliz. (8 Junii) it wr»s ordered (//), that every reader who thence- 
forth at his reading lhouhl eall any te t-he barr, fhould before caule 
chem to give fecurity by bond, with furcties to the iteward, for the 
paying of their vacations and commotio. 

And moreover in 4 Jac (21 Man) that (/) all readers, after that 
time, a* their readings fhou Id, before the calling of any gentleman 
to the barr, perufe the ftewards rolls and the penfion rolls, whether 
the laid gentleman were there in arrearages or not. And if fuch gen- 
tlemtfi, to indebted to the penfioner and rieward, or any other, did 
#ot prefently difcharge the faid commors, peuficms, calling into com- 
mons, fines, amerciament-, and ail other duties whatfoever, that then 
the reader for the time being fhould not {before the full difcharge of 
all the faid duties) call any gentleman whatfotver, fo indebted, to the 
barr. And in 6 Jnc. (3 Junii) it was farther ordered (<^), that no 
•reader fhpuld thenceforth call above four utter- barrifters at his reading, 
upon the penalty of 40I. a-piece, to be pakl to the trie of the honie, 
and not t& be admitted to the readers table till the faid 40I. were 
paid. Put this number being foon after thought too many, it was the 
next ^ar following (Tcil. 12 Maii, 7 Jac ) ordered (*), that no reader 
ihoidd after that time call above two utter-barriliers at his reading, 
and either of them to be of feven years Handing in this houfe, upon 
pain of payment; for c : very one of them fo called above the number 
,and under tnat rtandijig 40I. a- piece, to the ufe of this houfe. And 
that the reader fhall not be admitted to come to the readers table, not 
to penfion alter his re?dlsg ended before ne {hall pay 40 1. for every 
barrilter above two and under kven y* ars landing, fo called ; and 
thofe fo called were by that order .pjonnunced and declared to be 110 
amer-barri iters, and to be ipfo &clo out of the houfe. 

The like order (f) 24 Oct. iS Jac viz. that no reader {hould call 
*bove two bariHiers at his reading and thty to be ot feven yeais 
landing in commons at the IcaU, awd moreover to have performed lix 
moots in the library: andjbat it die reader (hould thenceforth call 
any not ib qualified, there lhould be &o confirmation of them at pen- 
fion to be lawfully called, and thru daty ihould not he accounted or

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reputed barrifters. And it was then alfo ordered, that thofe batrif- 
ters who were not affigned to moot, fhould be presented by the butler 
to the readers at the high table in the hall, on Thurfd&y at dinner 
weekly, who being allowed by the readers, the butler (hould warn 
them the fame day ; and if any of them that were to be affigned, being 
in the houfe and out of commons, fhould .efufe to perform the moot, 
fuch pcrfons to be warned to be befote the readers on Friday then next 
following, at dinner ; and in cafe they fhould not appear, or then re- 
fufe to take it upon them, then every fuch refufer to forfeit 20$. for 
his being out of commons, and 20 s. for his mpot-fayl: which for- 
feiture to be charged upon them by the auditors at the next accompt, 
and caft into commons. And that there may be no fail in the exercife, 
one or two other then in commons, as the cafe fttfll require, to be 
affigned* ' ' * 

And fo careful have this fociety been for the ftrift obfervance of 
thefe former orders, that upon the 17th' of Nov. 4 Car. I. they again 
ordered (g), that no man fhould be called to the barf by penfion, or 
by anv reader, before he had been of feven years ftanding, and had 
brought certificate of^their performance of exercife ; faving Only that 
the reader might call his twofurveyors at five years ftanding. And 
upon the 9th of Nov. the next year following, farther' ordered 
that no gentleman fhould be called to the barr, unlefs he had been 
feven years ufualiy in commons in this fociety, or of two years conti- 
nuance ufuallyin commons in an inne of chancery, and five- years at 
lealt in ufual commons in this houfe: as' alfo, that no gentleman 
fhould be called to the bar, hut at a general call by penfion which 
general call to be made at any penfion in the term. And that the firft 
general call to be made in the term of Eafler come twelve moneth 
then next following, and from that time in every fixth term at any 
penfion as aforefaid, and not otherwife; and none to be called to the 
barr, but fuch as have performed fix grand moots in the reading time, 
and fix moot* in the libraiy. 

Apparel. 

IN 16 Eliz. (16 Junii) there was an order (0 made at t penfion then 
held, that every man of this fociety fhould frame awd reform him* 
felf for the manner of his apparel, according to the proclamation then 
laft let forth, and within the time therein limited, elfc not to be ac* 
counted of this houfe. And that none of this fociety fhould wear 
any gown, doublet, hofe, or other outward garment of any light co- 
lour, upon penalty of expulfion. And within ten days? following, 
it was alfo ordered that none fhould wear any white doublet in 
the houfe after Michaelmafs term enfuing. ' 

in 27 Eliz. (15 Nov.) it was faither ordered (/)» tnat whofoevcr, 
being a fellow of this /houfe, did thenceforth wear any hat in the hall

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at dinner or flipper time, he fhould forfeit for every time of fuch his 
offending 3s. 44. to be caft into commons at the next aecompt, to the 
ufcof the houfe, without any remiffion. 

So alfo in 42 Eiiz. (11 Febr.) that (m) no gentleman of this fociety 
do come into the hall, to any meal, with their hats, boots, or fpurs, 
bat with their caps, decently and orderly according to the ancient 
orders of this houfe, upon pain for every offence to forfeit js. 4d. and 
for the third offence expulfion. Likewife, that no gentleman of thia 
fociety do go into the city or fuburbs, or to walk in the fields other- 
wife than in his gown, according to the ancient ufage of the gentlemen 
of the inns of court, upon penalty of 3s. 4d. for every offence ; and 
for the third, expuliion and lois of his chamber. 

In 7 Jac. (27 Nov.) there was an order (n) made, that all the gen- 
tlemen of this fociety, except the mailer of the requefts and the king's 
foliicitor, fhould thenceforth wear caps in the hall, both in term time 
and vacation, except in the twelve days at Chriftmafs, upon penalty 
of 1 2d. for every default ; and the butlers to prefent fuch defaults : 
alfo that no gentleman of this fociety fhould thenceforth come into 
the hall in term time or vacation in boots, upon penalty of I2d. for 
each default ; and the butlers to prefent fuch defaults. And in 8 Jac. 
(24 OA.) that (0) if any gentleman of this fociety fhould come into 
the common hall of this houfe, to break fall, dinner, or flipper, or to 
hear any exercife of learning, being booted, that then he fhould be 
out of commons ipfo fa&o, and not to come into commons again un- 
til they had done nieir conges. , 

Again in 2 Car. I. there was^ farther order (p) made (14 Junii) 
that every gentleman of this fociety fhould conform himfelf to wear a 
' cap in the hall at dinner and fupper time, upon penalty of i2d. for 
every default, according to the antiem orders of thishoule. 

The Chapptl. 

AT a penfion held here 16 Maii, 31 Hen. VIII. confederation be- 
ing bad of the king's command, that all the images of Thomas 
Becket, fometime archbifhop of Canterbury, in any windows, either 
c*f churches or chap nel, fhould be obliterated, it was ordered (0), 
that Jtd ward Hall, then one of the readers of this houfe, fhould take 
out a certain window in the chappel of this houfe, wherein the pic- 
ture of the laid archbifhop was gloi ioufly painted, and place another 
fnftead thereof, in memory of our Lord praying in the Mount. 

That in the chappel of Port pole there was a chantry of one chap- 
lain, founded in 8 Edw. II. to celebrate divine fervice daily for the 
lbui df John the fen of Reginald de Grey, and that certain lands Vere 
then granted to the prior and convent ot St. Bartholomew's in Smith- 
field and their fucceffors, for the maintenance of the faid chaplain* 
I have already fhewed. Now, that this was not only that very chap-

>el, but that the fenrice in the fucceeding ages therein Was performed 
or and in behalf of the Undents, gentlemen, and fellows of this fo- 
ciety, at the charges of the prior and convent of that houfe, is evi- 
dent from a decree (r) made in the Augmentation Court, 10 Nor. £3 
Hen. VIII. which decree farther exprefleth, that the faid prior and 
covent, and their predeceffors, were yearly charged with the penfion 
of 7I. 13s. 4d> for the falary or ftipend of the faid chaplain ; and 
that the laid houfe of St. Bartholomew btiftff then diflblved, this fo- 
ciety, in recompence thereof, ihonld have ot the king's highnefs for 
the finding of the faid chaplain, dieting the king's plcafure, the fum 
of 61. t$s. ^d. iterling, -yearly to be paid by the hands of the trea- 
furer of the laid Court of Augmentation, at the feafts of the Nativity 
of St. John Baptift and St. Michael th' Arch-angel, by even portions. 

In6£dw. VI. (8 Nov.) in purfaance of (he aft for reformation 
there was an order (5) made, that the pen (toner and lie ward of this 
houfe fhould make lkle of certain utenAis, then being in the faid 
chappel, for the behoof of the fociety ; viz. one veflfnent with a cro/s 
of red velvety a holy water Jluk of brafs % two candlefticks y a little bell of 
aveftmemtofjilkfpe&with gola, and a pair of irgaits. Which 
being accordingly fold, there then remained in the fame chappel

In 11 Eiiz. (j 3 Junii) it was ordered (a), that a pulpit be prepared

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in jthe chapell ; and that the partition in the faid chapel fhould be re* 
moved, and flails made, according to the difcretiou of the dean of 
the chapell. 

Touching religious cfrercifes therein I alfofinde thefe fevcral orders. 

In 30 Eliz. (1 3 Junii) that (#) all the houfe, in commons or lodging 
in the houfe, thai I receive the communion in every term and reading, 
when there be commons, upon pain of being put out pf the houtp. 

In 40 JEli*. [15 Nov.) that (y) a reader of divinity to the houfe be 
elecled at a penfion to be held the laft of January then next follow- 
ing; that he be a man unmarried, and having no ecclcfiaftical living, 
ether than a prebend, without cure of fouls, or readerihip in any 
other place; and that he fhould keep the fame place during his con* 
tinuance unmarried, and not being preferred to any ecdefiaflical living 
.or other readerihip, and no longer : alfo, that he be not farther charged 
with reading then twice in the week, eiccept in the week wherein 
there is a communion. 

In 42 Eliz. (11 Febr.) that («) all gentlemen of th«s focietjr fhould 
ufually and orderly frequent the chapel, as well at ferviceas fermons; 
and every term yearly receive the communion, if they be in commons 
01 lye in the houfe, upon pain for evejry default in receiving the com- 
munion 3s. 4d. ; and it not once every year, then to be expulfed. 

In 21 Jac. (30 Oft.) there was an order {a) % that all women fhould 
be barred from the chapel at fermons ; and all perfons, ftrangers, but 
fuch as were brought in by fome of the fociety ; as alio, that. all gen- 
tlemen fhould go out of the chapel bareheaded, in decent manner. 

And in 5 Car. I. (28 Apr.) that (J>) no women or boys be fuffcred 
to come within any part of the chapel at any time ; nor any ftranger, 
before the bell hath done ringing, except he be brought in by a reader 
or a gentleman of the houfe. ; 

Sports and Pajtiwes. 

AT a penjionheld here in Michaelmas term, 21 Hen. VIII. there 
was an order (c) made, that all the fellows of this houfe who 
fhould be prefent upon any Saturday at fupper, betwixt the feafts of 
All Saints and t\t Purification of our Lady, or upon any other day, 
at dinner or fupper, when there are revels, fhould not depart out of 
the hall untill the faid revels were ended, upon the penalty of 1 2d. 

In 4 Ed w. VI. (17 Nov ) it was alfo ordered that thenceforth 
there flioujd be no comedies, called interludes, in this houfe out of 
term times, but when the feaft of the Nativity of our Lord is folemnly 
obferved and that when there fhall be any fuck comedies, then all 
the fociety at that time in commons to bear the charge of the Apparel* 
And in 28 Eliz. (26* Nov.) that (*) no gentleman 6f this fociety, nor 
any other by the appointment, choyce, or affent of any gentleman of

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this Jioufc, fliould in time of Chriftmas, or ony other time, take upon 
him, or ufe the name, place, or commandment of lord, or any men 
other like ; or break open any chamber • or difordcrly moleft or abuie 
any fellows or officers of this houfe within the precind of the lame, 
upon pain to be expulfed for the abufe or diiorder againll any fuch 
fellow, and being put out of commons for abuie of any officer. 
' In the ioth of king James, the gentlemen of this houfe were (toge- 
ther with thofe of the otfier innes of court} aftors in that great mark 
at Whitehall at the marriage of the king's eldeil daughter unto Fre- 
derick count palatine of the Rhene : the charge in apparell for the 
a&ors in which mafk was fupportcd by the fociety, the readers being 
each man alTefltd (f) at 4I. ; the ancients, and fuch as at that time 
were to be called ancient, at 2I. 10s. a-piece: the barrifters at 2L a 
man, and the ftudents ac 20s. Out of which fo much was to be taken 
as the Inner Temple did then allow. 

Which being performed, there was an order (jj) made 18 Maii then 
next following, that the gentlemen who were adors in that mafk 
fhould bring in all (heir mafking apparel fo provided at the charge of 
the houfe. 

In 14 Jac. (17 OA.) it was ordered (A), that every reader, ancient 
barrifter, and other gentlemen that fliould be in town between that 
time and the end of Hillary term then next following, or who then 
had any chamber in the houfe, or by leafe or otherwife, fliould pay 
towards the barryers intended to be prefented before his majcfty, after 
thefe rates and proportions ; viz. every reader or ancient of the bench 
40s. every ancient under the bench 30s, every barrifter aos. and every 
other gentleman 13s. 4d. 

And in 4 Car. I. (17 Nov.) that (0 ail playing at dice, cards, or 
otherwife, in the hall, buttry, or butler's chamber, ihculd be thence- 
forth barred, and forbidden at all times of the year, the twenty daies 
in Chriftmas only excepted. 

In 2$ Eliz. (30 Jan.) there was an order (1) made, that no laun- 
dreifes, nor women called vi&uaiers, fhould thenceforth come into 
the gentlemens chambers of this fociety, unlefs they were full forty 
years of age ; and not fend their maid-fervants ? of what age fo- 
ever, into the faid gentlemens chambers, upon penalty for the firft 
offence of him that fliould admit of any fuch, (o be put out of com- 
mons, and for the fecond to be expelled the hoilfe. 

And the next year following (viz. 5 Febr. 24 Eliz.) it was ordered 
(/), that no fellow of this houfe fhould thenceforth lodge any ftran- 
ger, bein^ no fellow of this houfe, upon pain of lofing his chamber. 

So alio in 27 Eliz. (15 Juan) that (m) if any fellow of this houfe 
fliould lodge in this houfe by the fpace of fix daies in any one month, 
and not be in commons, he fhould be put out of the houfe and lofe 
his chamber, except there were reafonable caufe, and the lame to be 
allowed by the reader in penfion.

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In 29 Eliz. (6 Febr.) there was a charitable order made («) for the 
better relief of the poor of GreyVlnne-lane ; viz. that the third but- 
ler Should be at the carrying forth from the buttry, and alfo at the dis- 
tribution of the almes thrice by the week at Qreyes-Inn-gate, to fee 
that due confideration be had to the poorer fort of aged and impotent 
peribns, according as in former times he had ufed to do. And where- 
as the pannyer-man and under-cook did challenge to have acorrody of 
the broken bread, it was likewife ordered, that for thofe dayes that 
the iaid alms was given they fhould have each of them a caft of bread *, 
icil. three loaves a-piece, in lieu thereof; to the end the whole broken 
bread and the almes-baiket might go to the relief of the poor. 

And in 41 Eliz. (20 Junii) it was ordered (2), that thenceforth no 
officers of this houfe ihould keep or enjoy his office any longer than 
they ihould keep themfelves fole and unmarried, excepting the ftew- 
ard, the chief butler, and the chief cook. '

Touching Admittances and Re-admittances into the Sodiety. 

THAT every gentleman admitted into the fellowlhip, of this fo- 
ciety enter bond]with two fu re ties, before he come in commons, 
to pay and discharge commons and duties. 

That every gentleman fo admitted pay his admittance money, and 
prefent himfelf at a peniion before he come unto commons, or at the 
next penfion after he is come into commons, and the ttcward is to 
take care thereof accordingly.

The ordinary fine for admittance of every new member not coming 
from an inne of chancery is 4I.

That if* any fellow of the fociety be expelled, he is not to be re- 
admitted but by peniion order, and to pay 40s. for his re- admittance.

That if any fellow of the fociety being out of commons fend for 
beer or bread into the buttery, he is to be call into half commons. 

That no fellow of the focicty under degree of a barrifter fit at the 
barr table in term time. 

That bo ftranger be fuffered to Hand in the fkreen in meal time,

And therein touching Attendance there \ Communion there* 
Preacher's Allowance, Seats and fitting there. 

*TPHAT eveTy fellow of the focicty receive the communion in the 
-I, chappel every teim, or be amerft, and if he fail above three 
times together, he is to be put out of the houfe. 

That none but readers and their afllflants fit in the readers feats 
^ upon pain of amerciament. 

That none but ancients fit in the two uppcrmofl feats on each fide 
in the body of the chappel, nor any but barriflers in the three feats 
on each fide next. 

That no women or boyes be fuffered to come within the chappel.

That every reader pay tenmly three {hillings and four pence, every 
ancient two lhillings, every barritierone {hilling and eight- pence, every 
gentleman under the barr one fhilling and four-pence, for the preach- 
er's allowance, or in default be put out of commons. 

That he who comes in commons in the vacation, be liable to pay

THAT readers in term fit at mootes in the hall in courfe, ancient 
and puifne together. 
That it the reader elect, after he hath taken his place, fail by 
himfelf, or fbme other for him, to fit at mootes in the library before 
the reading, and in the hall in reading time, he is to be a merit ten 
Shillings for every fail. 

That every ancient called to be an affiftant to the bench, attend 
each reading from his call till he read, or be a merit ten pounds for 
every fail. 

That if any vacationer fail to continue a week at leaft in every 
reading, his appearance is not be recorded. 

That if any ancient be called to be an affiftant reader, and fhall 
refufe, he is to be amerft at the diicreiion of the bench. 

That no reader in inns of chancery read by deputy, except the 
perfbn depute be allowed bv the bench the term before. 

That readers in inns of chancery hold their readings lb long as the 
readings in this houle holds. 

That the readers in inns of chancery keep moots in reading time, 
and at the days appointed in term time, twice a week, or be amerlt 
ten (hillings for every fail of a petty moot, and twenty {hillings for 
every fail of a' grand moot. 

That if any ancient be called an affiftant to the bench, and accept 
his reading, and after refufe to read, he is to be put out of the houle, 
and never to be re-admitted. 

That every fellow of the fociety called to be a barrifter, or ancient 
refpe&ively, pay all former duties, and give new bonds before he be 
fully admitted.

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That no barrifter be called to his degree by folicitation of letters, 
or otherwife* before he be eight years Handing, and have performed 
all his excrcifes, vis. fix grand moots abroad, and fix petty moots in 
the library k and put fix bolt calif, and paid all his duties.

The cafe is to be affign'd upon the firft Munday in every term ; but 
if the term begin upon Tuefday, then upon the firft Wednefday, and 
after upon every Munday in term, unlefs Tuefday be either fafting 
day, or holy day, and then upon Wednefday. 

The ftudent under barr who laft took the book is to aflign the cafe, 
or be amerft. 

If the book be not taken upon the third time reading the cafe, all 
the ftudents under the barr are to be amerft twelve pence a-piece. 

He who takes the book is to repeat the pleadings for the puifhe 
the next moot, or be amerft. 

When the book is taken, if one crofs table ancient, and two utter- 
barrifters, or three utter- barrifters, do not ftand and argue the cafe, 
they are all to be amerft three (hillings four pence a-piece. 

This exercife is to be performed on Wednefday nights, and alfo 
upon thofe other exercife nights, when the exerciics proper for the 
night hold not. 

If one crofs table ancient, and two utter-barrifters, or three utter- 
barrifters, do not fit and tender themfelves to argue the bolt cafe, they 
arc all to be amerft three ihillings four pence a-piece. 

If three bolt cafes be not put by three ftudents under barr, they are 
all to be amerft i*d. a-piece. 

Thofe who argue the bolt cafe, or cafe affigned refpe&ively, arc 
afterwards excu: Jed from that exercife wherein they argued that term. 

He who puts the bolt cafe which is argued, or afligncs the cafe, or 
takes the book refpedively, is afterwards excufed from thofe exercifci 
fo performed that term. 

Thofe who tender themfelves to argue, or who put the boh cafe, 
are excufed from the fail of that tim6, in cafe any fail then happen 
for want of full number. 

If one crofs table ancient fit and tender himfelf to argue the cafe 
affign'd, or bolt cafe respectively, he excufes the reft of his table from, 
that fail, in cafe any fail then happen for want of full number : toil 
two utter-barrifters fit and tender themfelves to argue, they excuje 
the reft of their tabic for that time.

The amerciament for fail of this exercife is forty (hillings upon the 
utter-barrifier, to be forthwith recorded by the judges who fit; and if 
it be performed by deputy, the amerciament is twenty Ihillings, to be 
ajfo then recorded. 

The exercifes in reading times are in the fame manner as in term 
times. j 

Students under barr* being above three years Handing in commons/ 
are to perform this exercife in perfon in coui fe ; but if it fhall come 
to any of their turns before they be three years Handing, fuch ftudent 
may tender a cap and a penny the day before in the hall to the ancient 
mootman in commons, desiring him to be of his council to perform it 
for him; and fuch mootman thereupon is to undertake and perform 
the exercife, or be amerit the clyents amerciament. 

The pleadings are to be read by the two young gentlemen who fit; 
aad are to be repeated memoriter by fcinx who brings in the caie, or 
the moot not to be allowed. 

Mootmen are to repeat pleadings in the hall if they be required a 
convenient time before, or be amerfl. 

The .amerciament for the young gentlemen* fail of a library moot 
is fix {hillings and eight pence; ana for the barrifters fail ten ihillings. 

The £hief butler is (to prefent, at the cafiing up the accompts of 
commons, all the fails in bolts, and cafes affigncd, and library moots; 
v;bkh have happened that week and the auditors are to record them, 
and to impoie tne amerciaments. 

Repafters are liable to ejeercifes and common fails of that day. 

Uttjti -barrifters, and others in town, are liable to their particular 
exerciles, though out of commons. 

That a furveyor of the moots be yearly chofen by the bench, to ap- 
point the mootmen for the inns of chancery, and to keep acc; iupt of 
performance of exercifes, both theie and in the houfe. 

That if any fellow of the feciety keeping his moots do make ban- v

And therein touching Grants of Chambers, Licences of Alie- 
nation, Payments of Fines and Rents for Chambers, Sei- 
fures, and Caufes of Seifures of Chambers. 

THAT none but fellows of the fociety hold any chambers in the 
houfe ; and chambers held by others are to be feifed. 
That before any grant be made of any chamber, all .former duties 
to the houfe, due by the laft owner, be difcharged. 

That no fellow of the fociety affigne his chamber without licence 
from the penfion ; and thofe chambers which aie otherwife afiigned, 
or otherwife held then by penfion order to the tenant in poffeflion, 
are to be feifed. 

That upon every grant of a chamber, a valuable fine be paid, and 
3s. 4d. rent per annum, at leaft, referved to the houfe. 

That no grant of any chamber be made before furvey of two 
readers. 

That no fellow of the fociety fuffer any ftranger to lodge in his 
chamber, upon pain of forfeiting his chamber. 

That every owner of a chamber difcharge the rent thereof every 
half year, or forfeit his chamber. v • 

That no chamber be granted for years, Jbut for lives only. 

That every chamber be feifed when the term is expired, and be 
furveyed and arrented again. 

That evrry chamber in the fociety, and goods therein, be liable 
by feifure for the owners duties to the houfe. 

Touching Civilities, Behaviour, Mi/behaviour, Cmtemfcts, 
humfhments, Searches, and Nufances. 

*"TPH AT civility and due rrfped be ufed by every fellow of thefb- 
J- ciery to the readers and ancients, and others his feniors, upon 
pain of amerciament. 

That 
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That fuch fellows. of f the fociety as come to commons in the hall, 
or to exercifes, 01 ,to penfion, come ih their gowns, or be amerit. 

That no fellow, of the, fociety pafs up or down the hall, or from 
place to place there, with his Hat. on. his head, when the fociety is

Junes of Chancery belonging to Gray es-Inn. 

Staple Inne. 

THIS (as we have by tradition) was heretofore called Staple 
Hall, being a place where merchants for wools had their 
meetings.

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By an ancient MS. boo! (b) written about Icing Henry the Vth's 
time, containing divers orders and conltitutions relating to this lo- 
ciety, it Ihould feem that this houfe was an inne of chancery then, If 
not before thofe days, but held by leafe; for the firft U) grant of the 
inheritance thereof to the ancients of Gray's Inn from John Knighton 
and Alice his wife, daughter of John Chapwood, was by indenture of 
bargain and fate, dated ioNov. 2oH«n.VIII. After which there were 
other feoffments made thereof; for upon the 4th of June 20 Jac. Sir 
Francis Bacon, knight, then lord Verulam, and vifcount St. Alban, 
did enfeofFe (d) Sir Edward Moleley, knight, attorney of the dutchy 
of Lancafter, bir Henry YelverijDn, and divers other the ancients of 
Gray's Inne, thereof, by the name of all that melTuage or inne of 
chancery, commonly called Staple-Inne, and of one garden thereunto 
adjoyning, with all and fingular their appurtenances, in times paft 
belonging to John Knighton, gentleman, and Alice his wife, fituate 
in the parilh of St. Andrews Holburne, in the fuburbs of London ; 
which meffuage, &c. the laid Francis lord Verulam lately had, together 
with John Brograve, elquire, attorney to the queen Elizabeth of her 
dutchy of Lancafter, Richard Aunger, William Whyfkins, and others 
then deceafed, of the grant of feoffment of Sir Gilbert Gerard, knt. 
then mafter of the Rolls, Ralph Brcreton, efq; and William Portery 
gentleman, as by their deed dated 18 Mail, 32 Eliz. more fully ap- 
peareth ; to have and to hold t6 the faid Sir Edward Mofely and 
others, their heirs and aliigns, to the only ufe and behoof of the fame 
Edward, Henry, and their heirs and affigns for ever. 

CHAP. XVI. 
Barnard *s Inne. 

THIS was anciently (/) Mackworth's Inne, and given (f) by 
Thomas Atkyns, citizen ot London, one of the executors of 
John Mackworth, dean of Lincoln, in 32 Hen. VL unto the dean 
and chapter of Lincoln, and their fucccifors for ever, to find a chap- 
lain to celebrate divine fervice in the chap pel of St. George, within 
the cathedral church of Lincoln, where the body of the faid John 
Mackworth lyeth buried. 

It feems it was an inne of chancery at or about that time; for upon 
a tumult (j) betwixt the gentlemen of the innes of court and chan- 
cery, and the citizens of London, hapning in Fleetltreet 32 Hen. VI. 
in which fome mifchief was done, the principals of CliffordVInne, 
Furuival's Inne, and Barnard's Inne were (Ji) fent prifoners to Hart- 
ford caflle.

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Orders (d) made by the fvftices of both Benches and Barons 
of the Exchequer, for the better regulating of th'e Readings 
in all the Inns of Court. Ati. 33 Eliz* Regina. v 

WHEREAS the readings in houfes of court have time put of 
mind continued in every Lent and every Auguit yearly,* ' by the 
fpace of three weeks at the leaft/ ; till of lafe years that divers read- 
ers in the fame houfes have made an end of their' reading iu farr 
Shorter time, and have fewer readings, '■ than >b}r the ancient orders of 
thefaid houfes they ought to do, ' to the great hindrance of learning 
not only in the faid houies of court, but alfo in houles of chancery 
by realbn that the exerciies of moots, very profitable for ftudy, arc 
"by occafion thereof cut off almoft the one half thereof or more ; the 
exceffivc and fumptuous charges of which- readings, brought in of 
late times, contrary to the ancient ufage, have been or are (as it is 
thought) the chief or a great be cafion of the lame, which, if it fhould 
be permitted, Would be almoft an utter overthrow tof the learning 
and ftudy of the law, and confequentiy art intolerable mifchief to the 
common- weal i h of this realm *, the two chief juftices and chief baron, 
and all the refidue of the juftices of both benches, -and ike barons of 
the exchequer, well perceiving that t^efe late examples of fhort and 
few readings are fu dangerous as they are no longer to be fuffered, 
have thought it very hecelTary that the fame readings, and charges ot* 
the readers, fhall be from henceforth ilfcd as foHoweth; 

Firft, that all flngle readers in every of the faid houles of court 
fliall continue every of their readings by tfie whole fpace of three 
Greeks, Or till Friday in the third week after the beginning of every 
Such reading at the lcaft ; and that there fhall be as many leadings 
t very of the faid three weeks : as : by the ancient orders of the fame 
1 10 ufes have been accuftomed.

either of them ten poutfds at the moft : and that no reader lhall have 
more wine to be fpent i-n his reading than two hogfheads at the moft

England, and an the Judges of loth Benches, and harm 
of thje Exchequer, by Command of the King r s Majejlie^ 
mojl Honourable Privy Council, for the Government of 
the Lines of Court and Chancery. 

I. *T 1 HAT the innes of chancery fhall hold their government fu- 
J- bordinate to the benchers of the innes of court unto which 
they belong ; and in cafe any attorney, dark, or officer of any court 
erf jullice, being of any of the innes of chancery, thall withftand the 
direction given by the benchers of court, upon complaint thereot to 
the judges of the court in which he fhall ferve, he fhall be fevercly 
pumfhed, either by forejudging from the court, or otherwife, as the 
cafe fhall, defer ve.

For that there ought alwaycs to be ob£erved a difference between 
mter-barrifters, readers in cour , and apprentices at law, which are 
the principal oerfons next unto ferjeants and judges in admini ft ration 
of juftice, and attorneys and folicitors, which are but minifterial.per- 
fons of an inferiour nature, therefore it is ordered, that from hence- 
forth no common attorney or folicitor Hull hereafter be admitted of 
any of the four houfes of court.

Serjeants Jnnes. 

OF thefe arc two, in which the hi iges of tie King's Bench, 
Common Pleas, barons of the Exchequer, and ferjeants at law, 
lave their refpe&ive lodgings; the one of them being iituate in 
rieet-ftreet, the other in Cha nee rv- lane. 

I cannot take upon me to tell the very time that the judges and 
ferjeants at law firft feated themieltes in either of thefe, and therefore 
ihall only in brief take notice how ancient I find them there.

Serjeants Innc in jtfeeujlreet. 

IN this the ferjeants at law had their refideaec afeowtthe beginning 
of king Henry the Sixth's time, if not before :.. for in a leafe for 
eighty years, made by the dean and chapter of York (of wbofe inne- 
dritance it then was and now is) to William Auntrous, citiaefc and 
taylor of London, bearing date 1 OcV 2i ti. VL at the rent of ten 
marks fterling, to be paid at Chriltmas, Sailer* the nativity of Sfc 
JoWBaptiit, and Midiummer, by even portions, it appears to be 
demifed by the name of unum mejjuagivm % cum garaittOi m petechia 5. 
jDunftani in Fleet-flrcet % in fuburbio civitatit l*nd. fmd nupetfuii Johan- 
nis Rote, &inquojfoh. EUerkpr, aiii /ententes ad legem nuperinhabi- 
tax-unt. . . ^- ^ 

It is very probable, thai this William Antrdu* did himfelf then re- 
iide in part of the houfe* and jras in the nature of a fteward to them; 
and after him one John Wykcty Efq. for in another leafe, made 
for the like term of years, and under the lame rent, unto the 
faid John Wykes, by the dean and chapter' of York, bearing 
date 4 C)d. an. 1474. (whicji is 14IWW. IV.) it is expreit, that 
the faid John Wykes then inhabited therein* . But in 15 H. VIII. it 
"Was, by another leafe bearing date 20 Junii, demifed by the laid 
<hap*cr» dirc&ly, unto Sir Lewes Pollard, knight, then one of the 
jujtices ot the court of Common Fleas, Robert Norwich, and Th<*« 
Inglcfeild* the king's ferjeants at the law, John Newdigate, William 
Kudhale* Humphry Brown, William Shelley,, and Tho, WjHpughby, 
ferjeants at the law, and William Walwyn *he king's auditor in the 
fouth for his.dutchy of Lancaiter, from the fealt o? S. Michael the 
Archangel then next enfuing, for the term of $l years, upon the rent 
of 53s. 4d. payable at the tcafts of the Annunciation of our Lady and 
St. Michael the Archangel. Since which time the judges and ierjeants. 
kave, by other Jeales from the lame dean and chapter of York, held 
it till this day. 

—But this in ne having the like fate as the greatell part of this 
city, which that dreadfull tiie, hapning about the beginning of Sep- 
tembcr*. an. i66C, coniuincd almoU to I emple-Barr, had upon re- 
* newiflg 
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newing of the leafe from the dean and chapter of York in anno 1670, 
was. rebuilt as followeth?

vocata le Serjeant's Place. $0 alio by an inquifition taken the 13th 
October, 14 Hen. VII. at the Guildhall in the city of London, it 
appeareth that Sir Guy Fairfax, knight, fometime one of the juftices 
of the king's bench, and then deceafed, was fcifed thereof by the 
name of one mefluage or tenement called Serjeant's Inne, fituate in 
Hoiburne, oppofite to St. Andrew's Church, with two gardens and 
two cottages thereto adjoining; and being fo feiftd, by his deed in- 
dented, bearing date 8 Feb. 9 Hen. Vll. did pafs the fame to Sir 
John Scrope, knight, lord Scrope of Bolton, and others, to the ufe 
of the laid John, his heirs and ailignes for ever.

At a Council held the ipth Day of November, in the 
Tear 1663. 

AT this council Mr. John Tillotfon, a learned divine, is chofen 
to be minifter and preacher of this fociety; and it is ordered, 
that he fhatt have the lame yearly exhibition and allowance 
which Mr. Greenfield the laft preacher to this fociety had, to wit* 
hundred pound exhibition, payable at the end of every term by equal 
portions, the firft payment to begin at the end of the next term, and 
twenty-four pounds more for vacation commons, and to have commons 
for himfelf and his man in term time, and chambers ; and Sir Roberjt 
Atkins, Mr. Harrifon, dean of the chapel, Mr. Foxcroft, Mr. Manby, 
and Mr. Churchill, five of the mailers of the bench, or any two of 
them, are appointed a committee to acquaint the laid Mr, Tillotfon 
with the elecxion of him as aforefaid, and to treat with him about 
luch things as the mailers of the bench expect performance from him 
of, in cafe he accepts of the place, to wit, to preach every Lord's- 
day in term time, and next before and after every term, and in read- 
ing time, and once everv Lord's-day in vacation, and as other occa- 
fions ihall require ; ana to adminifter the facrament of the Lord's 
fupper, together with the chaplain of this houle, every term and va- 
cation ; and alfo to refide conftantly in the fociety, and' not to abfent 
himfelf thence without leave firft therefore obtained from the mailers 
of the bench in council, or the quatuor in the hall.

7 December 1719^ the council being now informed, that the pad- 
lock which had, according to an order made at a council held 20 No- 
vember laft, been put otf Mr. TurTnel's chambers, in which Mr. Dod- 
ibn inhabits, had been taken off, it is ordered, that a new padlock 
and bar be put thereon, and that a watch be fet at the door, and that 
inquiry be made who took off tho padlock formcijj put thereon by
